Be  it  ordained  by  the  People  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco: 
Section  1 .  Findings 

(a)  The  San  Francisco  Unified  School  District  (SFUSD)  is  committed  to  ensuring 
that  every  public  school  student  in  San  Francisco  graduates  high  school  ready  for  college  and 
career  in  this  21st  century  economy. 

(b)  SFUSD  is  the  highest  achieving  urban  school  district  in  California,  yet  has  the 
largest  achievement  gap  between  different  ethnic  groups  of  students  in  SF  public  schools. 

(c)  Success  in  this  economy  and  society  requires  students  to  have  a  mastery  of  a 
rich,  diverse  and  rigorous  curriculum  and  a  healthy  development  of  both  mind  and  body. 

(d)  The  health  and  long-term  vitality  of  our  city  is  critically  dependent  on  an 
educated  citizenry  and  workforce. 

(e)  A  strong  and  robust  school  system  is  an  essential  component  to  San  Francisco 
that  contributes  to  Its  economic  and  cultural  vitality  and  the  overall  quality  of  life  for 
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(f)  Graduation  from  SFUSD  high  schools  and  readiness  for  college  or  the  workforce 
requires  multiple  milestones  including  completion  of  high  school  coursework  and  successfully 
passing  the  CA  High  School  Exit  Exam  (CAHSEE). 

(g)  Beginning  with  SFUSD's  graduating  class  of  2014,  all  SFUSD  students  will  be 
required  to  complete  the  A-G  course  sequence  in  order  to  receive  a  high  school  diploma.

(i)  SFUSD  has  the  expertise  and  structures  to  employ  multiple  interventions  and 
different  strategies  designed  to  address  the  diverse  needs  of  its  students  that  can  include  the 
using  Early  Waming  Indicators,  providing  CAHSEE  support  structures  and  increasing 
SFUSD's  portfolio  of  credit  earning  options. 

(j)      The  state  of  California  has  dramatically  reduced  funding  to  education  and  this 
has  been  reflected  in  the  multi-year  cuts  to  SFUSD's  budget. 

(k)      The  severe  cuts  experienced  by  the  district  over  multiple  years  have  affected 
SFUSD's  ability  to  implement  these  effective  strategies  designed  to  address  the  needs  of  SF 
public  school  students. 

(I)      The  leadership  and  citizens  of  San  Francisco  have  a  long  and  proud  tradition  of 
supporting  SFUSD's  public  schools  through  such  measures  as  the  Rainy  Day  Fund  and  the 
Public  Education  Enrichment  Fund.

permitfor  other  junk  dealers;  3)  provide  for  permit  suspensions  and  revocations  to 

remain  in  effect  during  any  administrative  appeal;  4)  amend  the  permit  enforcement 

process;  and  5)  update  fees;  and  making  environmental  findings.

Be  it  ordained  by  the  People  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco: 

Section  1.  Environmental  Findings.  The  Planning  Department  has  determined  that  the 
actions  contemplated  in  this  ordinance  comply  with  the  California  Environmental  Quality  Act 
(California  Code  Section  21000  et  seq.).  Said  determination  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No.  120434  and  is  incorporated  herein  by  reference. 

Section  2.  Factual  Findings. 

(a)  San  Francisco  has  been  plagued  with  a  rash  of  metal  theft.  On  a  regular  basis, 
thieves  steal  copper  and  other  metals  from  residences,  businesses,  municipal  properties 
transportation  systems,  and  utility  companies.  That  theft  causes  thousands  o'^  dollars  in 
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losses  and  can  interrupt  the  delivery  of  crucial  utility  services  and  the  operations  of  transit 
systems.  Once  stolen,  metal  is  often  stripped  of  any  outer,  exterior  coating,  and  then  sold  to 
businesses  like  junk  dealers  that  pay  up  to  $4.00  per  pound.  Recent  incidents  of  large  scale 
metal  theft  have  raised  awareness  of  the  need  for  law  enforcement  to  ensure  that  junk  dealers 
comply  with  California  state  laws  regarding  junk  dealing. 

(b)  California  Business  and  Professions  Code  section  21601  defines  a  junk  dealer  as 
anyone  "engaged  in  the  business  of  buying,  selling  and  dealing  in  junk,  any  person 
purchasing,  gathering,  collecting,  soliciting  or  traveling  about  from  place  to  place  procuring 
junk,  and  any  person  operating,  carrying  on,  conducting  or  maintaining  a  junk  yard  or  place 
v^here  junk  is  gathered  together  and  stored  or  kept  for  shipment,  sale  or  transfer." 

(c)  California  Business  and  Professions  Code  section  21600  defines  junk  as  "any  and 
all  secondhand  and  used  machinery  and  all  ferrous  and  nonferrous  scrap  metals  and  alloys, 
including  any  and  all  secondhand  and  used  furniture,  pallets,  or  other  personal  property,  other 
than  livestock,  or  parts  or  portions  thereof." 

(d)  California  Business  and  Professions  Code  section  21602  defines  junk  yard  as 
including  "any  yard,  plot,  space,  enclosure,  building  or  any  other  place  where  junk  is  collected, 
stored,  gathered  together  and  kept." 

(e)  Junk  dealers  provide  a  great  service  by  enabling  San  Francisco  residents  and 
businesses  to  recycle  lav^ully  acquired  copper  and  other  metals,  as  well  as  other  excess  or 
unwanted  items.  However,  the  San  Francisco  Police  Department  has  conducted  numerous 
investigations  and  identified  junk  dealers  purchasing  stolen  materials,  accepting  false 
documents,  and  failing  to  follow  state  law  and  local  licensing  and  permitting  requirements. 

(0  The  purpose  of  this  legislation  is  to  ensure  that  junk  dealers  in  San  Francisco 
operate  their  businesses  in  compliance  with  the  substantive  state  laws  that  govern  their 
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operations.  In  addition,  by  requiring  junk  dealers  to  comply  with  local  law  enforcement  to 
renew  their  permits  annually,  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  can  improve  oversight  and 
regulation  of  these  businesses,  to  minimize  criminal  incidents  and  better  protect  the  public 
safety  and  welfare. 

(g)  Clarification  of  the  definition  of  junk  dealer  renders  unnecessary  the  current  "junk 
gatherers"  definition  and  permit  in  the  Police  Code. 

(h)  The  amendments  in  this  Ordinance  clarify  the  permit  process  for  junk  dealers  m 
San  Francisco  and  conform  that  permitting  process  to  similar  permitting  schemes,  such  as 
those  for  Commercial  Parking  Permits  and  Tow  Car  Firms. 

Section  3.  The  San  Francisco  Police  Code  is  hereby  amended  by  amending  Sections

(b)  Chief  of  Police.  The  Chief  of  the  San  Francisco  Police  Department,  or  designee.  ^^Suy 
Book"  is  a  form  to  be  filled  out  that  must  contain  all  of  the  following  information: 

(i)  The  place  and  date  of  each  sale  or  purchase  of  junk 

(ii)  The  name,  valid  driver's  license  number  and  state  of  issue  or  valid  California-issued 
identification  card  number  of  the  person  buying  or  selling  Junk,  and  vehicle  license  number  including 
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(he  state  of  issue  of  any  motor  vehicle  used  in  transporting  (he  junk  to  the  junk  dealer's  or  rccyclcr's 
place  of  business. 

(Hi)  The  name  and  address  of  each  person  to  yvhom  junk  is  sold  or  disposed  of  and  the 
license  number  of  any  motor  vehicle  used  in  transporting  the  junk  from  the  junk  dealer's  or  rccycler's 
place  of  business. 

(iv)  A  description  of  the  item  or  items  of junk  purchased  or  sold,  including  the  item  type 
and  quantity,  model  number  and'or  model  name,  and  identification  number,  if  visible. 

(v)  A  statement  indicating  cither  that  the  seller  of  the  junk  is  the  owner  of  it,  or  the 
name  of  the  person-he  or- she  obtained  it  from,-  as-shown  on  a  signed  transfer  document. 

 (^4) — If  the  state  legislature  amends  California  Business  and  Professions  Code  Section 

21606,  that  subsequent  amendment  shall  be- incorporated  herein. 

(c)  Covered  Crime(s).  The  crimes  of  assault,  battery,  burglary,  robbery,  theft  including 
identity'  theft,  receipt  of  stolen  property,  fraud,  and  any  offense  related  to  environmental  crimes 
including  the  improper  maintenance,  disposal  or  release  of  hazardous  materials,  committed  anywhere 
in  the  United  States  of  America. 

(d)  Hazardous  wMaterials  shall  be  those  materials  defined  in  San  Francisco  Health 
Code  Article  21,  Division  1,  Section  1102. 

(e)  Prevailing  Party.  Prevailing  Party  has  the  same  meanins  as  set  forth  in  California  Code 
of  Civil  Procedure  Section  1 032,  or  any  successor  provision.

(a)  A  person  may  collect,  buy,  sell  or  otherwise  dispose  of  junk  within  ihe  ( 'ity  and  County  of 
San  Francisco  only  if  that  person  holds  a  current  and  valid  junk  dealer  permit,  is  an  authorized  agenl 
of  a  junk  dealer  permittee,  or  falls  within  one  of  the  enumerated  exclusions  in  subsection  (c)  below. 

(hi  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  engage  in,  conduct,  or  carry  on  the  business 
of  junk  dealer  in  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  without  first  securing  a  permit  therefor 
from  the  Chief  of  Police. 

{be)  Exclusions. 

(iX  A  recycler,  processor,  recycling  center,  or  noncertified  recycler,  as  those 
terms  are  defined  in  Chapter  2  (commending  with  Section  14502)  of  Division  12.1  of  the 
California  Public  Resources  Code  shall  not  be  subject  to  the  requirements  of  this  Article,  but 
shall  be  regulated  by  provisions  of  Chapter  9,  Article  3  (commencing  with  Section  21600)  of 
the  California  Business  and  Professions  Coder.-  and 

(ii)  Persons  excluded  from  the  state  law  junk  dealer  requirements  as  described  in 
California  Business  and  Professions  Code  Section  21 604. 

(d)  As  o/'June  30.  201 3Deoembor  3 1 .  201 2(3//  existing  permits  issued  by  the  San  Francisco 
Police  Department  to  funk  dealers  under  Police  Code  Sections  974.1  et  sea,  and  to  junk  gatherers 
under  Police  Code  Sections  895  et  seq.  shall  expire.  All  persons  wishing  to  conduct  business  in  the 
City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  as  a  iunk  dealer  after  June  30.  201 3December  31 .  201 2  must 
apply  for  and  obtain  a  new  permit  pursuant  to  this  Article. 

(e)  As  of  July  1 .  2013January  1 .  201 3,  a  junk  dealer  permit  issued  to  a  junk  dealer  operating 
in  conjunction  with  a  iunk  yard  shall  authorize  the  permittee  to  operate  for  one  year  from  the  date  the 
Chief  of  Police  issues  the  permit,  unless  the  Chief  of  Police  suspends  or  revokes  the  permit  As  of  July 
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1 .  201 3 January  1.  2013,  all  other  junk  dealer  permits  shall  authorize  the  permittee  to  operate  for  two 
rears  from  the  date  the  Chief  of  Police  issues  the  permit,  unless  the  Chief  of  Police  suspends  or  revokes 
the  permit.  Each  junk  dealer  permit  shall  expire  at  the  end  of  the  applicable  permitting  period. 
NotM'ithstanding  Section  2.10  of  the  Police  Code,  a  permittee  wishing  to  operate  beyond  the  applicable 
permit  term  must  renew  the  junk  dealer  permit  before  the  existing  permit  expires. 

(f)  After  a  noticed  public  hearing,  the  Chief  of  Police  may  adopt  such  rules  and  regulations  to 
effect  the  purposes  of  this  Article  as  are  not  in  conflict  therewith. 

(g)  All  junk  dealers  must  post  the  junk  dealer  permit  in  a  conspicuous  place  visible  to  the 
public  within  any  Junk  yard  or  building^  used  to  conduct  the  business  of  a  junk  dealer.  In  addition  all 
junk  dealers  must  maintain  a  copy  of  the  junk  dealer  permit  in  any  vehicle  used  by  the  junk  dealer  and 
with  any  authorized  agent.  All  junk  dealer  permits  must  be  provided  to  law  enforcement  personnel  for 
inspection  upon  request. 

SEC.  974.4.  CONTENTS  OF  APPLICATION. 

The  application  for  a  junk  dealer  permit  to  engage  in,  conduct  or  carry  on  a  business  of  junk 
dealer  shallset  forth  the  following  information: 

(a)  The  proposed  place  of  business  and  facilities  therefor,  including  whether  or  not  the 
junk  dealer  applicant  will  engage  in  welding,  use  of  a  propane  tank,  or  cutting  torches  operated 
by  compressed  gasses, 

(b)  /Ttie  business  name  and  address  oieaehthe  applicant-," 

(c)  The  name,  residence  address,  and  business  contact  information  of  an  individual  the 
applicant  has  authorized  to  serve  as  the  point  of  contact  for  the  application  and  any  junk  dealer  permit 
the  Chief  of  Police  issues: 
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(d)  If  the  applicant  is  a  corporation,  partnership  or  other  entity,  the  names  and  residence 
addresses  of  every  officer  and  partner  of  the  applicant,  and  every  person  with  10  percent  or  larger 
ownership  interest  in  the  applicant: 

(e)  The  name,  residence  address,  and  business  contact  information  nf  each  proposed 
authorized  agent  of  the  applicant,  if  any; 

(f)  For  all  individuals  listed  in  subsections  fb),  (c),  (d)  and  (e)  above,  a  list  of  each  conviction 
of  or  plea  of  suilty  or  no  contest  to  a  Covered  Crime  in  the  ten  years  preceding  the  application, 
including  the  nature  of  the  offense  and  the  place  and  date  of  the  conviction  or  plea; 

(g)  A  copy  of  a  current  and  valid  business  registration  certificate  that  the  Office  of  the 
Treasurer  and  Tax  Collector  has  issued  to  the  applicant  under  Business  and  Tax  Regulations  Code 
Section  853.  The  name  on  the  business  registration  certificate  must  match  the  name  of  the  applicant  on 
the  application  for  the  junk  dealer  permit: 

(h)  If  the  applicant  does  not  own  the  proposed  place  of  business  or  facilities  to  be  used  in  the 
funk  dealer  operations,  the  name,  business  address  and  contact  information  of  the  owner,  and

(c)  Maintain  the  sidewalks,  driveways  and  other  areas  adjacent  to  the  premises  clear  of 
obstacles,  trash  and  debris;  and  Allow  any  peace  officer  or  other  per-sorhwitii-authority  to  enforce 
applicable  rules  and  laws  to  inspect  the  premises  and  articles  stored  therein  and  operation  thereof  of 
the  junk  dealer  at  the  junkyard. 

(d)  Take  reasonable  steps  to  ensure  that  its  customers  do  not  loiter  in  the  areas  adjacent  to  or 
near  the  premises.  Maintain  a  "Buy  Book"  in  the  following  manner : 

 (jl  Fill  out  the  form  completely  for  every  transaction: 

 (a)  Require  the  seller  to  present  a  valid  form  of  identification  at  the  time  of  each 

transaction  and  record  the  information  from  that  piece  of  identification  at  the  time  of  the  transaction; 
0i)  Consecutively  number  each  buy  book; 
fiv)  Include  in  the  buy  book  any  and  all  voided  tags; 

Maintain  the  buy  book  in  serial  number  order  for  a  period  of  three  years  from  the 
last  date  in  the  book; 

fyj^  Allow  inspection  by  law  enforcement  agencies  of  the  buy  book  immediately  on 
request  without  a  subpoena. 

(e)  Post  the  permit  in  a  conspicuous  place  at  the  junkyard.

SEC.  974.14-2.  PROHIBITIONS  ON  PARTICULAR  PURCHASES. 

Noj4  person  holding  a  junk  dealer  permit  may  not  shaU  purchase  or  permit  an  authorized 
aacni  to  purchase,  and  an  authorized  agent  shall  not  purchase: 

(a)  Any  item  from  a  seller  who  docs  not  present  at  the  time  of  the  transaction  a  valid  driver's 
license  or  other  valid  government  -issued  identification.  Any  Junk  that  is  collected,  bought,  sold  or 
disposed  of  in  a  manner  that  is  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  this  Article  or  Chapter  9,  Article  3 
(commencing  with  Section  21600)  of  the  California  Business  and  Professions  Code. 

(b)  Junk,  including  Aautomotive  or  mechanical  parts^  that  contain  /j^azardous 
^Materials. 

(c)  Goods  Junk  where  the  permit  holder  or  employee  authorized  agent  has  or  should  have 
reason  to  believe  that  the  goods  Junk  may  be  stolen. 

SEC.  974.21.  PENALTY^/)  ENFORCEMENT. 

{a)  Violation  of  the  provisions  of  this  Article,  with  the  exception  of  Section  974.  hi  1(f)  and  (g), 
shall  be  punishable  as  a  misdemeanor  by  a  fine  not  to  exceed  $1000  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  County 
Jail  not  to  exceed  six  months  or  by  both  such  fine  and  imprisonment. 

fb)  Violation  of  974.  N  1(f)  and  (g)  of  this  Article  shall  be  punishable  as  follows: 
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(1)  First  Conviction.  Any  person  violating  Section  971.14  1(f)  and  (g)  shall  be  guilty  of  an 
infraction.  Upon  conviction,  the  violator  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  to  exceed  $500 for  each 
provision  violated.

at  the  discretion  of  the  prosecutor.  A  violation  which  is  an  infraction  is  punishable  by  a  fine  of  not  less 
than  $500  or  more  than  $1000 for  each  provision  violated.  A  violation  that  is  a  misdemeanor  is 
punishable  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  $1000,  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  County  Jail  for  not  more  than 
six  months,  or  by  both  such  fine  and  imprisonment. 

(a)  In  addition  to  the  remedies  and  enforcement  mechanisms  provided  for  by  provisions  of  state 
and  local  law  includins  Chapter  9.

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(b)  Nothing  in  this  Article  shall  be  interpreted  as  restricting  or  otherwise  limiting  the 
enforcement  authorit\>  conferred  upon  other  City  employees.  City  agencies,  or  state  agencies  by  other 
provisions  of  the  Municipal  Code  or  state  law. 

SEC.  974.22.  UMfT  ON  SUSPENSION  FOR  IMMEDIATE  THREAT  TO  SAFETY. 

If  the  Chief  of  Police  determines  based  on  reasonable  cause  that  the  junk  any  business 
operated  under  a  junk  dealer  permit  poses  an  Immediate  threat  to  the  safety  of  the  employees  or 
the  public,  the  Chief  shall  have  the  authority  to  immediately  suspend  the  permit  and  to 
immediately  withdraw  approval  for  an  authorized  agent.  The  Chief  shall  provide  notice  to  the 
permit  holder  within  one  week  of  the  suspension  as  to  a  date  for  a  revocation  hearing.  The 
revocation  hearing  must  be  held  within  45  days  of  the  suspension  or  withdrawal  of  approval 
absent  an  agreement  of  the  permit  holder  to  voluntarily  continue  the  hearing  date  and  extend 
the  period  of  suspension  or  withdrcm'al  of  approval. 

SEC.  974.23.  LICENSE  FEES. 

Every  person  issued  a  permit  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this  Article  shall  pay  an  annual 
license  fee  to  the  Tax  Collector.  The  license  fee  shall  be  paid  annually  on  or  before  March  SI,  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Section  76.  J  of  the  Business  and  Tax  Regulation  Code. 

Section  4.  The  San  Francisco  Police  Code  is  hereby  amended  by  amending  Section 
895  and  repealing  Sections  896-898  to  read  as  follows:

^  As  of  June  30.  2013December  31 .  2012  all  existing  permits  issued  bv  the  San  Francisco 
Police  Department  to  junk  gatherers  pursuant  to  Police  Code  Section  895  et  seq.  shall  expire.  All 
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persons  wishins  to  conduct  business  in  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  as  a  junk  dealer  after 
June  30,  2013December  31 ,  2012,  must  apply  for  and  obtain  a  junk  dealer  permit  pursuant  to 

junk  gatherer  disposer  cither  buying,  selling,  collecting  or  exchanging  junk  within  from  vehicles  or  in 
any  other  manner  upon  the  streets  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  without  first  having 
obtained  a  permit  therefor  from  the  Chief  of  Police.

Every  person  required  to  obtain  a  permit  and  license  pursuant  to  Section  895  and  S96  of  this 
Article  must,  at  the  time  the  license  is  issued  to  him,  pay  a  badge  fee  to  the  Tax  Collector  and  receive 
therefor  from  the  Tax  Collector  a  junk  gatherer's  metal  badge,  having  imprinted  thereon  a  number  and 
the  year  for  which  same  is  issued.  The  design  and  lettering  of  said  badge  shall  be  determined  by  the 
Tax  Collector,  but  such  design  must  be  distinctively  different  for  each  year. 
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SEC.  m.  JUNK  GATHERERS  REQUIRED  TO  WEAR  BADGES. 

Every  person  engaged  in  business  as  a  junk  gatherer  either  buying,  selling  or  exchanging  junk 
from  vehicles  or  in  any  other  manner  upon  the  streets  oj  the  City  and  County  oj  San  Francisco,  must 
wear  conspicuously  exposed  on  the  outside  lapel  of  his  coat  the  metal  badge  prescribed  in  the 
preceding  section.

Be  it  ordained  by  the  People  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco: 
Section  1  Findings. 

(a)  The  Planning  Department  has  determined  that  the  actions  contemplated  in  this 
ordinance  comply  with  the  California  Environmental  Quality  Act  (California  Public  Resources 
Code  Section  21000  et  seq.).  Said  determination  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  in  File  No,  120880  and  is  incorporated  herein  by  reference.

The  Valencia  Street  Commercial  Transit  District  is  located  near  the  center  of  San 
Francisco  in  the  Mission  District.  It  lies  along  Valencia  Street  between  14th  and  Cesar  Chavez 
(Army)  Street,  and  includes  a  portion  of  16th  Street  extending  west  toward  Dolores  Street. 
The  commercial  area  provides  a  limited  selection  of  convenience  goods  for  the  residents  of 
sections  of  the  Mission  and  Dolores  Heights.  Valencia  Street  also  sen/es  a  wider  trade  area 
with  its  retail  and  wholesale  home  furnishings  and  appliance  outlets.  The  commercial  district 
also  has  several  automobile-related  businesses.  Eating  and  drinking  establishments 
contribute  to  the  street's  mixed-use  character  and  activity  in  the  evening  hours.  A  number  of 
upper-story  professional  and  business  offices  are  located  in  the  district,  some  in  converted 
residential  units. 

The  Valencia  Street  District  has  a  pattern  of  large  lots  and  businesses,  as  well  as  a 
sizable  number  of  upper-story  residential  units.  Controls  are  designed  to  permit  moderate- 
scale  buildings  and  uses,  protecting  rear  yards  above  the  ground  story  and  at  residential 
levels.  New  neighborhood-serving  commercial  development  is  encouraged  mainly  at  the 
ground  story.  While  offices  and  general  retail  sales  uses  may  locate  at  the  second  story  of 
new  buildings  under  certain  circumstances,  most  commercial  uses  are  prohibited  above  the 
second  story.  In  order  to  protect  the  balance  and  variety  of  retail  uses  and  the  livability  of 
adjacent  uses  and  areas,  most  eating  and  drinking  and  entertainment  uses  at  the  ground 
story  are  limited.  Continuous  retail  frontage  is  promoted  by  prohibiting  drive-up  facilities,  some 
automobile  uses,  and  new  nonretail  commercial  uses.  Parking  is  not  required,  and  any  new 
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parking  is  required  to  be  set  back  or  below  ground.  Active,  pedestrian-oriented  ground  floor 
uses  are  required. 

Housing  development  in  new  buildings  is  encouraged  above  the  ground  story  Housing 
density  is  not  controlled  by  the  size  of  the  lot  but  by  requirements  to  supply  a  high  percentage 
of  larger  units  and  by  physical  envelope  controls.  Existing  residential  units  are  protected  by 
prohibitions  on  upper-story  conversions  and  limitations  on  demolitions,  mergers,  and 
subdivisions.  Given  the  area's  central  location  and  accessibility  to  the  City's  transit  neUvork, 
accessory  parking  for  residential  uses  is  not  required.

Section  1.  Background. 

(1 )  There  are  hundreds  of  proposed  electric  generating  projects  that  seek  to 
interconnect  with  the  electric  transmission  system  controlled  by  the  California  Independent 
System  Operator. 

(2)  An  interconnecting  project  must  mitigate  any  adverse  impacts  of  the  project  on 
another  transmission  system. 

(3)  Some  of  these  proposed  projects  may  impact  the  City's  transmission  facilities  in 
the  Central  Valley  and  unless  mitigated,  can  affect  the  City's  ability  to  provide  reliable  electric 
service  to  its  customers. 


NOTE: 
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(4)  SFPUC  staff  and  experts  have  determined  the  costs  of  mitigating  the  impacts  on 
the  City's  electric  system  caused  by  the  proposed  projects  and  allocated  responsibility  for 
those  costs  among  the  projects. 

(5)  The  SFPUC  anticipates  that  it  will  be  required  to  enter  a  System  Impact  Mitigation 
Agreement  (Mitigation  Agreement)  with  20  or  more  projects  over  the  next  few  years. 

Section  2.  Mitigation  Agreement. 

(1)  North  Star  Solar,  LLC  (NSS)  proposes  to  build  a  60  Megawatt  solar  generating 
facility  that  will  interconnect  with  the  electric  grid  at  a  location  near  the  City's  transmission 
lines  in  the  Central  Valley. 

(2)  The  cost  of  the  work  necessary  to  mitigate  the  impacts  on  the  City's  electric  system 
caused  by  NSS'  project  is  currently  estimated  to  be  $2.9  million,  but  this  amount  Is  subject  to 
change  based  on  new  study  results  from  the  California  Independent  System  Operator. 

(3)  The  Mitigation  Agreement  with  NSS  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  in  File  No.  121007,  and  is  hereby  declared  to  be  a  part  of  this  ordinance  as  if  set 
forth  fully  herein. 

(4)  There  will  be  no  direct  or  indirect  costs  to  the  City  or  the  SFPUC  as  a  result  of 
executing  a  Mitigation  Agreement. 

(5)  No  mitigation  projects  have  been  approved  or  are  being  approved  at  this  time,  and 
any  mitigation  work  that  is  ultimately  undertaken  by  the  SFPUC  will  be  subject  to  the  usual 
steps  for  planning,  design,  review  and  approval,  including  environmental  review,  Commission 
review,  and  Board  of  Supervisors  review,  to  the  extent  required.

City  will  release  the  project  from  any  further  mitigation  obligation  to  the  City. 

(7)  The  SFPUC  Commission  approved  the  Mitigation  Agreement  with  NSS  on  August 
14,  2012,  in  Resolution  No.  12-0143  and  authorized  the  General  Manager  of  the  SFPUC  to 
execute  similar  mitigation  agreements  with  other  interconnecting  projects  that  impact  the 
City's  electric  facilities. 

(8)  The  SFPUC  Commission  also  authorized  the  General  Manager  to  administer  any 
funds  received  from  NSS  and  any  funds  received  from  similar  interconnecting  projects  in  the 
future,  and  to  establish  the  appropriate  special  revenue  accounts  and  funds  with  the  City 
Controller. 

(9)  Section  9.118(a)  of  the  City's  Charter  requires  Board  of  Supervisors  approval  of  a 
contract  with  anticipated  revenues  in  excess  of  $1  million.

(1)  The  Board  of  Supervisors  authorizes  the  General  Manager  to  execute  a  System 
Impact  Mitigation  Agreement  with  North  Star  Solar,  LLC,  substantially  in  the  fornn  of  the 
agreement  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  in  File  No.  121007,  with  such 
changes  or  modifications,  including  modifications  to  the  exhibits,  as  may  be  acceptable  to  the 
General  Manager  and  the  City  Attorney  and  which  do  not  materially  increase  the  obligations 
and  liabilities  of  the  City. 

(2)  The  Board  of  Supervisors  authorizes  the  General  Manager  of  the  SFPUC  to

Be  it  ordained  by  the  People  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco: 

Section  1.  The  San  Francisco  Business  and  Tax  Regulations  Code  is  hereby  amended 

by  amending  Sections  6.6-1,  6.10-3,  6.15-1,  6.17-2,  6.18-1,  6.19-8,  and  2202  to  read  as 

follows: 

SEC.  6.6-1.  CERTIFICATE  OF  AUTHORITY  FOR  THIRD-PARTY  TAXES. 

(a)  These  additional  provisions  sliall  apply  to  operators  under  the  transient  hotel 
occupancy  tax  (Article  7),  the  parking  space  occupancy  tax  (Article  9),  the  utility  users  tax 
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(Article  10)  and  the  access  line  tax  (Article  10B). 

(b)  Every  operator  who  is  required  to  collect  or  remit  any  third-party  tax  must  possess 
a  valid  certificate  of  authority  issued  by  the  Tax  Collector. 

(c)  The  application  for  a  certificate  of  authority  shall  be  on  a  form  provided  by  the  Tax 
Collector  and  shall  set  forth  the  name  under  which  the  person  transacts  or  intends  to  transact 
business,  the  location  of  each  of  the  person's  places  of  business  in  the  City,  and  such  other 
information  as  the  Tax  Collector  may  require.  The  application  shall  be  signed  by  the  owner  if 
a  sole  proprietor,  by  a  member  or  partner,  in  the  case  of  an  association,  or  by  an  executive 
officer  or  some  person  specifically  authorized  by  the  corporation  to  sign  the  application  in  the 
case  of  a  corporation.  No  person  shall  operate  a  business  for  which  a  certificate  of  authority 

11    ,i    is  required  under  subsection  (b)  unless  and  until  the  Tax  Collector  has  issued  that  person  a 
certificate  of  authority.  The  holder  of  a  certificate  of  authority  must  promptly  notify  the  Tax 
Collector  of  any  changes  to  the  information  stated  in  the  certificate  of  authority  application. 

(d)  Except  as  provided  in  subsections  (f),  (g),  (h),  and  (k)  below,  the  Tax  Collector, 
within  45  days  after  the  application  is  complete,  shall  issue  a  separate  certificate  of  authority 
to  the  operator  to  collect  third-party  taxes  from  customers  for  each  location  at  which  the 
operator  is  required  to  collect  such  taxes.  The  certificate  will  expire  on  a  date  certain  set  by 
the  Tax  Collector.  The  operator  must  apply  for  renewal  of  the  certificate,  before  it  expires,  if 
the  operator  intends  to  continue  to  engage  in  business  in  the  City.  Except  as  provided  in 
subsections  (f),  (g),  (h)  and  (k),  the  Tax  Collector  may  issue  successive,  one-year  renewals  of 
an  operator's  certificate.  Each  certificate  shall  state  the  location  of  the  place  of  business  to 
which  it  applies  and  shall  be  prominently  displayed  at  such  location  in  plain  view  of  all 
customers.  Certificates  of  authority  may  not  be  assigned  or  transferred.  The  operator  shall 
immediately  surrender  to  the  Tax  Collector  the  certificate  for  that  location  upon  the  operator's 
cessation  of  business  at  that  location  or  upon  the  sale  or  transfer  of  the  business. 
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(e)  The  holder  of  a  certificate  of  authority  to  collect  parking  taxes  under  Article  9  shall 
remain  presumptively  liable  for  the  collection  of  parking  taxes  at  the  location  named  in  the 
certificate,  and  for  the  reporting  and  remittance  of  such  taxes  to  the  Tax  Collector,  unless  and 
until  the  holder  of  the  certificate  both  (i)  notifies  the  Tax  Collector  in  writing  that  the  holder  has 
ceased  to  conduct  a  parking  business  at  such  location,  and  (ii)  surrenders  the  certificate  for 
that  location  to  the  Tax  Collector. 

(f)  The  Tax  Collector  may  refuse  to  issue  the  certificate  where,  within  the  45-day 
period  referred  to  in  subsection  (d)  above,  the  Tax  Collector  determines  that  the  operator,  or 
any  signatory  to  the  application,  or  any  person  holding  a  10  percent  or  greater  legal  or 
beneficial  interest  in  said  operator  ("10%  owner")  is  not  in  compliance  with  any  provision  of 
Articles  6,  7,  9,  10,  10B,  12,  12-A,  or  22  including  but  not  limited  to  any  failure  to  timely  collect, 
report,  pay,  or  remit  any  tax  imposed  by  this  Code,  or  where  any  such  person  is  not  in 
compliance  with  any  provision  of  Sections  12154^44  through  1223  inclusive  of  Article  17  of  the 
Police  Code. 

Solely  for  purposes  of  determining  under  this  Section  whether  any  such  operator, 
signatory  or  10%  owner  is  not  in  compliance  with  such  Articles,  the  Tax  Collector  may 
disregard  any  corporation  or  association  owned  or  controlled,  directly  or  indirectly,  by  any 
such  operator,  signatory  or  10%  owner  and  consider  such  corporation  or  association's 
operations  and  liabilities  as  conducted  by  or  as  owned  by  any  one  or  more  of  such  corporation 
or  association's  officers,  directors,  partners,  members  or  owners.  For  purposes  of  this 
Section,  (i)  the  term  "owned"  means  ownership  of  50  percent  or  more  of  the  outstanding 
ownership  interests  in  such  corporation  or  association,  and  (ii)  the  term  "controlled"  includes 
any  kind  of  control,  whether  direct  or  indirect,  whether  legally  enforceable,  and  however 
exercisable  or  exercised  over  such  corporation  or  association.  A  presumption  of  control  arises 
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if  the  operator,  signatory  or  1 0%  owner  is  (or  was)  an  officer,  director,  partner  or  member  of 
such  corporation  or  association. 

(g)  Further,  if  any  person  subject  to  this  Section  violates  any  provision  of  Articles  6,  7, 
9,  10,  10B,  12,  12-A,  or  22,  or  a  rule  or  regulation  promulgated  by  the  Tax  Collector,  including 
but  not  limited  to  any  failure  to  timely  collect,  report,  pay,  or  remit  any  tax  imposed  by  this 
Code,  failure  to  maintain  accurate  registration  information,  failure  to  sign  any  return  or  pay  any 
tax  when  due,  or  failure  to  timely  respond  to  any  request  for  information,  order  for  records  or 
subpoena,  or  for  any  person  subject  to  Article  9  for  failure  to  comply  with  the  requirements  of 
Article  22  of  the  Business  and  Tax  Regulations  Code  or  any  provision  of  Sections  12154^44 
through  1 223  inclusive  of  Article  1 7  of  the  Police  Code,  the  Tax  Collector  may,  after  serving 
the  person  with  written  notice  of  his  or  her  determination  in  the  manner  provided  in  Section 
6.1 1-2  and  an  opportunity  to  be  heard  pursuant  to  the  notice  and  review  provisions  of  Section 
6.13-1  et  seq.,  refuse  to  issue  that  person  a  new  certificate  of  authority  or  may  revoke  or  suspend 
that  person's  certificate  of  authority.

For  any  person  applying  for  or  holdins  a 
certificate  of  authority  to  collect  parking  taxes,  the  Tax  Collector  shall  promptly  notify  the  Chief  of 
Police  in  writing  that  it  has  revoked  a  person 's  certificate  of  authority,  refused  to  issue  a  new 
certificate  of  authority,  suspended  an  existing  certificate  of  authority  or  determined  that  the  person  is 
not  in  compliance  with  the  Business  and  Tax  Remilations  Code.

The  surety  may  request  a  hearing  before  the  Tax  Collector  pursuant  to  Section  6  13-2.  The 

taxpayer  and  surety  hearing^  may  be  consolidated  at  the  discretion  of  the  Tax  Collector.  The 
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suret}'  may  file  a  separate  petition  for  redetermination.  Upon  the  finality  of  such  determination  or 
decision  on  petition  for  redetermination,  the  operator  and  the  surety  shall  be  liable  to  the  Tax 
Collector  in  the  amount  of  the  determination  or  decision  on  petition  for  redetermination.  The 
surety's  liability  shall  not  exceed  the  face  value  of  the  bond(s)  in  effect  chmna  the  period  for 
which  the  deficiency  is  assessed.  The  surety  shall  be  subject  to  the  same  requirements  as  the 
operator  with  regard  to  payment  of  the  tax  liability  and  exhaustion  of  administrative  remedies 
prior  to  seeking  judicial  relief.  The  Tax  Collector  may  exercise  all  remedies  against  the  surety 
that  are  available  to  the  Tax  Collector  as  to  an  operator  or  any  other  person  determined  to  be 
liable  for  a  tax. 

fUOn)  Before  any  certificate  of  authority  shall  be  issued  to  any  applicant  to  engage  in 
the  business  of  renting  parking  space  in  a  parking  station  in  this  City,  the  applicant  shall 
comply  with  Article  22.  The  applicant  shall  reimburse  the  Tax  Collector's  costs  to  inspect  the 
parking  station  to  confirm  it  complies  with  Article  22. 

SEC.  6.10-3.  COLLECTION  OF  TAX;  LEGAL  ACTIONS. 

(a)  The  Tax  Collector  may  bring  an  action  in  the  courts  of  this  State,  or  any  other  state, 
or  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  or  of  the  United  States  and  its  territories  or  possessions,  or  any 
other  forum  where  permitted  by  law  to  recover  in  the  name  of  the  City  any  amount  of  taxes 
due  and  payable  under  the  Business  and  Tax  Regulations  Code  and  remaining  unpaid, 
together  with  penalties,  interest,  and  costs,  including  reasonable  attorneys'  fees. 

In  any  action  filed  pursuant  to  this  subdivision,  the  Complaint  shall  attach  a  certificate 
executed  by  the  Tax  Collector  or  his  representative  that  contains  the  following  information:  (1) 
the  name  of  the  operator,  taxpayer  or  other  person  determined  to  be  liable  for  the  tax;  (2)  the 
description  of  the  operator's,  taxpayer's  or  other  person's  business  against  which  the  tax  has 
been  assessed;  (3)  the  location  and/or  address  of  the  business;  (4)  the  amount  of  the  tax. 
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penalty  and  interest  remaining  unpaid  as  of  the  last  day  of  the  month  prior  to  the  month  in 
which  the  Complaint  is  filed;  and  (5)  the  fact  that  the  City  has  complied  with  all  provisions  of 
the  Business  and  Tax  Regulations  Code  in  the  computation  and  the  levy  of  the  tax.  penalty  or 
interest. 

In  prosecuting  such  actions,  the  Tax  Collector  shall  be  entitled  to  all  of  the  provisional 
remedies  provided  by  law.  Any  such  action  shall  be  commenced  within  3  years  from  the  date 
any  amount  of  taxes  became  due  and  payable,  or  from  the  date  the  return  is  required  to  be 
filed  or  actually  filed,  whichever  period  expires  later;  except  in  the  case  of  any  deficiency 
determination  pursuant  to  Sections  5.77-7  er^gg.,  6.12-1  et  seq.,  or  6.13-1  et  seq.,  in  which 
case  any  such  action  shall  be  commenced  within  3  years  after  such  determination  became 
final.  However,  there  shall  be  no  limitation  on  the  time  in  which  such  actions  may  be 
commenced  in  cases  of  fraud,  intent  to  evade  the  Business  and  Tax  Regulations  Code,  or 
failure  to  file  a  return. 

(b)  When  the  amount  of  any  tax,  penalty  or  interest  which  has  become  due  and 
payable  remains  unpaid  for  15  days,  the  Tax  Collector  may  record  a  tax  lien  with  the 
Assessor-Recorder,  thereby  creating  a  tax  lien  on  all  of  the  assessee's  property  and  rights  to 
property,  including  realty,  personalty,  or  intangibles.  The  Tax  Collector  may  record  or  file 
such  tax  lien  in  the  office  of  the  Recorder  of  any  California  county,  with  the  California 
Secretary  of  State,  and  with  any  other  California  public  entity  that  is  otherwise  authorized  by 
law  to  record  liens.  The  Tax  Collector  may  record  or  file  such  tax  liens  in  any  other  office  of 
any  other  jurisdiction  as  permitted  by  law.  The  tax  lien  shall  identify  the  Tax  Collector  as  the 
lienor,  and  the  amount  of  the  lien.  Simultaneously  with  the  recording,  a  copy  of  the  tax  lien 
shall  be  mailed  to  or  personally  served  upon  the  taxpayer  or  other  person  determined  to  be 
liable  for  the  tax  at  said  person's  last  known  address  based  upon  the  information,  contained  in 
the  Tax  Collector  records.  The  tax  lien  after  recordation  has  the  force,  effect  ana  priority  of  a 
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judgment  lien  and  continues  for  10  years  from  the  date  of  recording,  unless  sooner  released 
or  otherwise  discharged.  This  remedy  and  any  other  remedies  for  collection  of  any  taxes, 
together  with  all  administrative  collection  costs,  interest,  penalties  and  other  costs  and 
charges,  including  reasonable  attorneys'  fees,  are  cumulative  and  may  be  pursued 
alternatively  and  consecutively  as  the  Tax  Collector  determines. 

SEC.  6.15-1.  REFUNDS. 

(a)  Except  as  otherwise  provided  in  subdivision  (c)  below,  the  Controller  shall  refund  or 
cause  to  be  refunded  the  amount  of  any  tax,  interest  or  penalty  that  has  been  overpaid  or  paid 
more  than  once,  or  has  been  erroneously  or  illegally  collected  or  received  by  the  City, 
provided  the  person  that  paid  such  amount  files  with  the  Controller,  within  the  later  of  1  year  of 
payment  of  such  amount  or  when  the  return  accompanying  such  payment  was  due,  a  verified 
claim  in  writing  therefor,  stating  under  penalty  of  perjury:  (i)  the  specific  amount  claimed  to 
have  been  overpaid  or  paid  more  than  once,  or  erroneously  or  illegally  collected  or  received  by 
the  City,  (ii)  the  tax  periods  at  issue,  and  (iii)  the  grounds  upon  which  the  claim  is  founded, 
with  specificity  sufficient  to  enable  the  Tax  Collector  and  other  responsible  City  officials  to 
understand  and  evaluate  the  claim.  The  Controller  shall  enter  the  claim  in  the  claim  register, 
and  shall  forthwith  forward  it  to  the  City  Attorney.  If  the  City  Attorney  determines  the  claim  is 
insufficient,  the  City  Attorney  shall  give  the  claimant  written  notice  of  how  the  claim  is 
insufficient,  stating  with  particularity  the  defects  or  omissions  therein.  The  City  Attorney  shall 
send  the  claimant  that  notice  within  20  days  after  the  claimant  presents  the  claim.  The  City 
Attorney  may  reject  any  and  all  claims  the  Controller  forwards  to  the  City  Attorney,  and  shall 
notify  the  claimant  of  such  rejection.  Allowance  or  compromise  and  settlement  of  claims  under 
this  Section  in  excess  of  $25,000  shall  require  the  written  approval  of  the  City  Attorney  and 
approval  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  by  resolution.  The  City  Attorney  may  allow  or 
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compromise  and  settle  such  claims  if  the  amount  is  $25,000  or  less.  No  claim  may  be  paid 
until  the  Controller  certifies  that  monies  are  available  from  the  proper  funds  or  appropriations 
to  pay  the  claim  as  allowed  or  as  compromised  and  settled.  For  purposes  of  this  Section,  a 
claim  shall  be  deemed  to  accrue  on  the  later  of  the  date  the  return  was  due  or  the  tax  was 
paid. 

(b)  The  claim  shall  be  on  a  form  furnished  by  the  Controller.  A  claim  may  be  returned  to 
the  person  if  it  was  not  presented  using  the  form.  A  refund  claim  may  be  made  only  by  the 
taxpayer  or  other  person  determined  to  be  liable  for  the  tax  or  said  person's  guardian  or 
conservator.  No  other  agent,  including  the  taxpayer's  attorney,  may  sign  a  refund  claim  Class 
claims  for  refunds  shall  not  be  permitted.  The  customer  who  pays  a  third-party  tax  to  an 
operator  is  the  proper  party  to  seek  the  refund  of  a  disputed  third-party  tax.  No  operator  o^ 
other  person  responsible  for  collecting  or  remitting  a  disputed  third-party  tax  may  obtain  a  tax 
refund  unless  that  operator  or  other  person  has  paid  the  tax  to  the  Tax  Collector  pursuant  to  a 
deficiency  determination  or  a  jeopardy  determination  in  which  case  the  operator  or  other 
person  who  paid  the  tax,  and  not  the  individual  customer,  may  seek  a  refund.  If  the  claim  is 
approved  as  set  forth  in  subsection  (a)  above,  the  excess  amount  collected  or  paid  may  be 
refunded  or  may  be  credited  on  any  amount  due  and  payable,  from  the  person  from  whom  it 
was  collected  or  by  whom  paid  and  the  balance  may  be  refunded  to  such  person  his 
administrator  or  executors. 

(c)  The  City  Attorney,  in  his  or  her  discretion  and  upon  good  cause  shown,  prior  to  the 
expiration  of  the  1-year  limitations  period,  may  waive  the  requirement  set  forth  in  subdivision 
(a)  above  that  a  taxpayer  file  a  written  verified  claim  for  a  refund  in  any  case  in  which  the  Tax 
Collector  and  City  Attorney  determine  on  the  basis  of  other  evidence  that  (i)  an  amount  of  tax, 
interest  or  penalty  has  been  overpaid  or  paid  more  than  once,  or  has  been  erroneously  or 
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illegally  collected  or  received  by  the  City,  and  (ii)  all  other  conditions  precedent  to  the  payment 
of  a  refund  to  the  taxpayer  have  been  satisfied. 

(d)  The  City  Attorney  shall  allow,  reject  or  otherv^ise  act  upon  a  claim  for  refund  in  a 
manner  specified  in  Government  Code  Section  912.6  within  45  days  after  it  is  presented  to 
the  Controller.  If  the  claim  is  amended,  the  City  Attorney  shall  act  on  the  amended  claim 
within  45  days  after  the  amended  claim  is  presented.  The  claimant  may  agree  in  writing  to 
extend  the  period  within  which  the  City  Attorney  must  act  on  the  claim  for  refund  prior  to 
expiration  of  the  original  45-day  period.  The  claimant  may  deem  the  claim  for  refund  denied 
and  seek  judicial  relief  if  the  City  Attorney  does  not  act  upon  the  claim  within  the  45-day 
period,  or  such  extended  period  to  which  the  claimant  has  agreed. 

(e)  The  Tax  Collector  may  authorize  the  Controller  to  refund  tax  payments,  without  a 
refund  claim  having  been  filed,  without  the  need  for  a  refund  claim,  and  without  review  by  the 
City  Attorney,  if  the  Tax  Collector  determines: 

(i)  the  tax  was  paid  more  than  once;  or 

(ii)  the  amount  paid  exceeds  the  amount  due  as  a  result  of  an  arithmetic  or 
clerical  error.  The  Tax  Collector  may  authorize  such  a  refund  no  later  than  1  year  after 
payment  of  the  tax. 

SEC.  6.17-2.  PENALTIES  FOR  UNDERREPORTING  OF  TAX. 

(a)      Penalties  for  Negligence.  If  the  Tax  Collector  determines  that  all  or  part  of  any 
tax  required  to  be  reported  on  any  return  was  underreported  and  that  such  underreporting 
was  attributable  to  negligence,  the  Tax  Collector  may  impose  a  penalty  in  the  amount  of  5 
percent  of  the  amount  of  the  underreported  tax,  in  addition  to  the  tax  or  amount  of  tax,  if  the 
negligence  is  for  not  more  than  1  month,  with  an  additional  5  percent  for  each  month  or 
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fraction  of  a  month  during  whicli  such  negligence  continues,  up  to  20  percent  in  the 
aggregate. 

(b)  Penalties  for  Intentional  Disregard  of  Rules,  Fraud,  or  Intend  to  Evade  Tax 
When  it  is  determined  by  the  Tax  Collector  that  all  or  part  of  any  tax  required  to  be  reported 
on  any  return  was  underreported  and  such  underreporting  was  attributable  to  fraud  or  an 
intent  to  evade  the  Business  and  Tax  Regulations  Code,  the  Tax  Collector  may  impose  a 
penalty  in  the  amount  of  50  percent  of  the  amount  of  the  underreported  tax  The  taxpayer  or 
other  person  determined  to  be  liable  for  penalties  pursuant  to  this  Section  is  entitled  to  a 
notice  of  deficiency  determination  or  jeopardy  detennination  and  to  the  appeal  rights  as  to 
such  determinations. 

(c)  Additional  Penalty  for  Substantial  Underreporting. 

(1)  For  purposes  of  this  section,  "substantial  underreporting  of  tax"  means 
the  tax  finally  determined  by  the  Tax  Collector  under  Articles  7,  9,  10,  10B,  11,or12-A,  of  this 
Business  and  Tax  Regulations  Code  exceeds  the  amount  of  tax  reported  on  a  taxpayer's 
original  or  amended  return  for  a  taxable  period  by  25  percent  or  more. 

(2)  If  the  Tax  Collector  determines  that  a  taxpayer  has  made  a  substantial 
underreporting  of  tax  for  any  taxable  period,  the  Tax  Collector  may  impose  an  additional 
penalty  in  an  amount  equal  to  50  percent  of  the  tax  attributable  to  the  substantially 
underreported  amount.  The  penalty  for  substantial  underreporting  is  in  addition  to  any  other 
penalty  imposed  under  this  Article  6. 

(3)  The  additional  penalty  for  substantial  underreporting  applies  to  all  taxable 
periods  ending  on  or  after  the  effective  date  of  this  OrdinanccJune  19,  2010. 

SEC.  6.18-1.  SUMMARY  JUDGMENT;  NOTICE;  CERTIFICATE. 
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If  any  tax  imposed  pursuant  to  the  Business  and  Tax  Regulations  Code  is  not  paid  by 
the  last  day  of  the  month  after  the  delinquency  date,  or  after  any  jeopardy  determination  or 
deficiency  determination  of  the  Tax  Collector  becomes  final  pursuant  to  Sections  6.12-1  et 
seq.  or  6.13-1  et  seq.,  the  Tax  Collector  may  file,  no  sooner  than  20  days  after  the  mailing  of 
the  notice  required  in  subsection  (b),  in  the  office  of  the  Clerk  of  the  Court,  without  fee,  a 
certificate  specifying  as  follows: 

(a)  The  fact  that  a  notice  of  intent  to  file  the  certificate  has  been  sent,  by  certified  mail, 
to  the  operator,  taxpayer  or  other  person  determined  to  be  liable  for  the  tax  at  the  person's 
last  known  address,  not  less  than  20  days  prior  to  the  date  of  the  certificate; 

(b)  The  fact  that  the  notice  required  in  subsection  (a)  set  forth  the  following 
information: 

(1)  The  name  of  the  operator,  taxpayer  or  other  person  determined  to  be  liable  for 

the  tax, 

(2)  The  description  of  the  operator's,  taxpayer's  or  other  person's  business  against 
which  the  tax  has  been  assessed, 

(3)  The  location  and/or  address  of  the  business, 

(4)  The  fact  that  judgment  will  be  sought  in  the  amount  of  the  tax,  penalty^,  and 
interest  remaining  unpaid  at  the  time  of  the  filing  of  the  certificate,  and  costs  as  permitted  by  law. 

(5)  The  fact  that,  upon  issuance  and  recordation  of  the  judgment,  additional 
interest  will  continue  to  accrue  at  the  rate  prescribed  by  the  Enforcement  of  Judgments  Law 
(Title  9  of  Part  2  of  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure),  and  that  any  bond  premium  posted  or  other 
costs  to  enforce  the  judgment  shall  be  an  added  charge,  and 

(6)  The  fact  that  a  recording  fee  in  the  amount  set  forth  in  Section  27361 .3  of  the 
California  Government  Code  will  be  required  to  be  paid  for  the  purpose  of  the  recordation  of 
any  release  of  the  judgment  lien; 
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(c)  The  name  of  the  operator,  taxpayer  or  other  person  determined  to  be  liable  for  the 

tax; 

(d)  The  amount  for  which  judgment  is  to  be  entered; 

(e)  The  fact  that  the  City  has  complied  with  all  provisions  of  the  Business  and  Tax 
Regulations  Code  in  the  computation  and  the  levy  of  the  tax,  penalty  or  interest;  and 

(f)  The  fact  that  a  request  is  therein  made  for  issuance  and  entry  of  judgment  against 
the  operator,  taxpayer  or  other  person  determined  to  be  liable  for  the  tax 

SEC.  6.19-8.  ADMINISTRATIVE  APPEAL. 

fa)  Persons  receivins  an  admimstrative  citation  may  within  fifteen  (15)  days  from  the  date  the 
citation  is  served,  protest  the  citation  by  either  I)  requesting,  a  hearing  by  mail  or  2)  scheduling  an  in 
person  hearinz  The  hearing  o  fficer  may  not  reduce  the  penalty  amount  and  will  only  decide  whether 
the  person  is  responsible  for  the  disputed  penalty. 

(b)  Hearing  by  Mail.  Persons  receiving  an  administrative  citation  may  protest  the  citation  by 
paying  the  penalty  amount  and  requestins  a  hearinz  by  mail  from  the  Tax  Collector.  The  request  must 
be  made  in  writins.  in  the  format  prescribed  by  the  Tax  Collector.  Protests  must  be  mailed  together 
with  the  penalty  amount  to  the  Office  of  the  Treasurer  &  Tax  Collector  at  the  address  provided  on  the 
administrative  citation.  The  request  must  specify  the  basis  for  the  protest  in  detail  and  must  be 
accompanied  by  evidence  supporting  the  request.  The  Tax  Collector  may  request  that  the  protesting, 
party  provide  any  additional  information  necessary  to  decide  the  validity  of  the  citation.  The  Tax 
Collector  shall  evaluate  the  protest  and  notify  the  protesting  party  of  the  decision  by  mail  within  30 
days  of  receipt  by  the  Tax  Collector  of  all  information  and  evidence.

{li)  Tax  Collector's  Decision.  The  decision  of  the  hearing  officer  shall  be  a  recommendation  to 
the  Tax  Collector,  and  the  Tax  Collector-,  within  five  (5)  days  of  receipt  of  such  recommcndation,-shall 
adopt,  modify',  or  deny  such  recommendation.  If  the  Tax  Collector  concludes  that  the  violation  charged 
in  the  citation  did  not  occur  or  that  the  person  charged  in  the  citation  yvas  not  the  responsible  party,  the 
Tax  Collector  shall  refund  the  penalty^  amount  on  deposit.  The  Tax  Collector's  decision  on  the  hearing 
officer  's  recommendation  is  final.  Such  decision  shall  be  served  on  the  taxpayer  by  certified  mail. 
SEC.  2202.  EXEMPTED  PARKING  STATIONS. 

The  requirements  of  this  Article  shall  not  apply  to  any  Parking  Station: 

(a)  That  does  not  charge  Rent  at  any  time; 

(b)  That  is  a  Parking  Station  operated  by  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  and 
uses  Parking  Meters; 

(c)  In  which  all  Rent  paid  for  Occupancy  is  paid  by  a  resident  or  a  registered  guest 
of  a  hotel  or  motel  by  adding  the  Rent  to  the  room  bill  or  charge  to  the  resident,  or  registered 
guest,  as  long  as  the  charges  for  the  hotel  room  and  the  charges  for  parking  are  subject  to  the 
Tax  on  the  Transient  Occupancy  of  Hotel  Rooms  set  out  in  Article  7  of  the  San  Francisco 
Business  and  Tax  Regulations  Code; 

(d)  That  is  located  in  a  residential  building  or  development  that  provides  Monthly 
Parking  as  a  convenience  or  additional  amenity  to  its  residents.  This  exemption  shall  apply 
only  to  Rent  paid  by  persons  who  are  residents  of  the  building  or  development  in  which  the 
Parking  Station  is  located,  and  where  parking  is  provided  as  a  convenience  or  additional 
amenity  to  such  residents. 
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(e)       That  is  a  Parking  Station  operated  by  a  governmental  entity  other  than  the  City  and 

County  of  San  Francisco.  A  Parking  Station  operated  by  a  person  other  than  a  governmental  entity'  is 
not  exempt  from  the  provisions  of  this  article,  even  if  the  Parkins  Station  is  located  on  property  owned 
by  a  governmental  entity. 

Section  2.  The  San  Francisco  Police  Code  is  hereby  amended  by  amending  Sections 
1215  and  1216  to  read  as  follows: 

SEC.  1215.  COMMERCIAL  PARKING  PERMITS. 

(a)      Definitions.  The  following  definitions  shall  apply  in  Police  Code  Sections  2  9, 
2.26  and  1215  through  1215.7  and  Business  and  Tax  Regulations  Code  Section  22 

(1)  Chief  of  Police.  The  Chief  of  the  San  Francisco  Police  Department,  or 

designee. 

(2)  Commercial  parking  permit.  A  permit  the  Chief  of  Police  issues  under 
this  Section  to  operate  a  parking  garage  or  parking  lot. 

(3)  Covered  crimes.  The  crimes  of  assault,  battery,  burglary,  robbery,  theft 
including  identity  theft,  receipt  of  stolen  property,  breaking  or  removing  parts  from  a  vehicle, 
malicious  mischief  to  a  vehicle,  unlawful  use  or  tampering  by  bailee  of  a  vehicle,  altering  a 
vehicle  identification,  tax  fraud  or  evasion,  and  any  offense  related  to  the  use  of  alcohol, 
narcotics  or  controlled  substances  while  operating  or  in  connection  with  a  vehicle,  committed 
anywhere  in  the  United  States  of  America. 

(4)  Entertainment  Establishment.  Any  building,  space,  or  structure  operating 
under  a  "Place  of  Entertainment"  permit  issued  pursuant  to  San  Francisco  Police  Code 
section  1060  et  seq.  or  operating  under  an  "Extended  Hours  Premises"  permit  issued 
pursuant  to  San  Francisco  Police  Code  section  1070  et  seq. 
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(5)  Parking  garage.  Any  building  or  structure,  or  any  portion  of  a  building  or 
structure,  where  members  of  the  public  may  park  or  store  motor  vehicles  for  a  charge.  This 
definition  does  not  include 

(A)  any  parking  garage  in  a  residential  building  or  development  that 
provides  parking  for  a  charge  as  a  convenience  or  amenity  for  residents  or  their  guests  only,; 

(B)  any  parking  garage  on  San  Francisco  Unified  School  District  property 
where  a  Qualified  Nonprofit  makes  special  event  parking  available  to  members  of  the  public 
for  a  charge,  pursuant  to  a  Special  School  Parking  Event  Permit  under  Article  9,  Section  608 
of  the  Business  and  Tax  Regulations  Code,'  and 

(C)  any  parking  garage  in  a  residential  building  that  rents  not  more  than 
five  spaces  to  non-residents  of  the  building  on  a  monthly  basis  and  is  registered  with  the  Tax 
Collector  pursuant  to  Article  9,  Section  609  of  the  Business  and  Tax  Regulations  Code. 

(6)  Parking  lot.  Any  outdoor  or  uncovered  space,  including  any  plot,  place, 
lot,  parcel,  yard  or  enclosure,  or  any  portion  of  such  a  space,  where  members  of  the  public 
may  park  or  store  motor  vehicles  for  a  charge.  This  definition  does  not  include 

(A)  any  outdoor  or  uncovered  space  that  is  part  of  a  residential  building 
or  development  that  provides  parking  for  a  charge  as  a  convenience  or  amenity  for  residents 
or  their  guests  only,; 

(B)  any  outdoor  or  uncovered  lot  on  San  Francisco  Unified  School 
District  property  where  a  Qualified  Nonprofit  makes  special  event  parking  available  to 
members  of  the  public  for  a  charge,  pursuant  to  a  Special  School  Parking  Event  Permit  under 
Article  9,  Section  608  of  the  Business  and  Tax  Regulations  Code,-  ami 

(CI  any  outdoor  or  uncovered  space  that  is  part  of  a  residential  building 
that  rents  not  more  than  five  spaces  to  non-residents  of  the  building  on  a  monthly  basis  and  is 
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registered  with  the  Tax  Collector  pursuant  to  Article  9,  Section  609  of  the  Business  and  Tax 
Regulations  Code. 

(7)  Person.  Any  individual,  firm,  company,  corporation,  partnership,  joint 
venture,  association,  organization  or  other  legal  entity.  When  Sections  1215  through  1215  6 
require  a  person  to  provide  or  list  a  name,  the  person  must  provide  or  list  any  prior  names  and 
aliases. 

(8)  Prevailing  Party.  Prevailing  Party  has  the  same  meaning  as  set  forth  in 
California  Code  of  Civil  Procedure  Section  1032,  or  any  successor  provision.  "Prevailing 
Party"  includes  the  City  in  actions  where  the  City  obtains  an  injunction  and/or  civil  penalties  or 
other  monies  under  Sections  1215  through  1215.6  or  under  State  law. 

(9)  Qualified  Nonprofit.  A  volunteer  led  organization  having  a  fonnaliy 
recognized  exemption  from  income  taxation  pursuant  to  Section  501©(3)  of  the  Internal 
Revenue  Code  of  1986,  as  amended,  and  with  a  mission  of  benefitting  one  or  more  San 
Francisco  public  schools. 

(b)      Permit  Requirement.  Except  as  provided  in  this  subsection  fb).  aA  person  may  not 
operate  a  parking  garage  or  parking  lot,  directly  or  indirectly,  unless  the  person  holds  a 
commercial  parking  permit  issued  by  the  Chief  of  Police,  This  Section  requires  a  separate 
commercial  parking  permit  for  each  parking  garage  and  parking  lot.  The  Chief  of  Police  shall 
close  immediately  any  parking  garage  or  parking  lot  operating  without  the  required 
commercial  parking  permit.  A  parking  garage  or  parking  lot  that  is  registered  with  the  Tax 
Collector  pursuant  to  Article  9,  Section  609,  of  the  Business  and  Tax  Regulations  Coae  is  not 
required  to  hold  a  commercial  parking  permit  under  this  Section. 

Notwithstanding  the  fore soinz  paragraph,  Aa  governmental  entity  operating  a  parking 
garage  or  parking  lot  on  that  governmental  entity's  proper t\'  is  not  required  to  obtain  a  commercial 

parking  permit  for  that  parking  garase  or  parking  lot;  however,  any  other  person  operating  a  parking 
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garage  or  parkins  lot  on  a  governmental  entity's  property  must  hold  a  commercial  parkins  permit 
issued  bv  the  Chief  of  Police  for  each  such  parkins  sarase  and  parkins  lot. 

(c)      Annual  Permit.  Each  commercial  parking  permit  shall  authorize  the  permittee  to 
operate  the  permitted  parking  garage  or  parking  lot  for  one  year  from  the  date  the  Chief  of 
Police  issues  the  permit,  unless  the  Chief  of  Police  suspends  or  revokes  the  permit.  Each 
commercial  parking  permit  shall  expire  by  operation  of  law  at  the  end  of  the  one  year  period. 
Notwithstanding  Section  2.10  of  the  Police  Code,  a  permittee  wishing  to  operate  beyond  the 
one  year  permit  term  must  obtain  a  new  commercial  parking  permit  before  the  existing  permit 
expires. 

SEC.  1216.  FIXED  LOCATION  VALET  PARKING  AND  SPECIAL  EVENT  VALET 
PARKING  PERMITS. 

No  corporation,  partnership  or  other  business  entity  or  employee  thereof  may  solicit  the 
storage  or  parking  of  any  motor  vehicle  for  which  a  parking  space  may  or  may  not  be  rented 
unless  the  corporation,  partnership  or  business  entity  holds  a  valid  valet  parking  permit  issued 
by  the  Chief  of  Policer,-  notwithstandins  the  fore  gains  provision,  a  sovernmental  entit^>  that  solicits 
the  storage  or  parking  of  any  motor  vehicle  for  which  a  parking  space  may  or  may  not  be  rented  is  not 
required  to  obtain  a  valid  valet  parkins  permit  issued  by  the  Chief  of  Police,  provided  that  all  persons 
engaged  by  the  governmental  entity  to  perform  said  activities  are  employees  of  the  governmental  entity. 

(a)      A  fixed  location  valet  parking  permit  shall  be  required  for  any  valet  parking 
operator  who  performs  valet  parking  services  at  a  restaurant  or  other  place  of  public  assembly 
which  utilizes  valet  parking  services  on  a  daily  or  regularly  scheduled  basis.  Any  location 
which  uses  valet  parking  services  more  than  once  each  week  and  more  than  52  times  per 
year  requires  a  fixed  location  permit.  Application  for  location  valet  parking  permits  shall 
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include  verification  by  the  owner  of  an  off-street  parking  garage  or  lot  that  a  specified  number 
of  parking  spaces  will  be  guaranteed  for  the  use  of  the  applicant. 

A  holder  of  a  fixed  location  valet  parking  permit  may  assess  the  owner  or 
operator  of  a  motor  vehicle  which  it  accepts  for  valet  parking  a  reasonable  fee  for  its  services; 
provided,  that  the  person  who  has  hired  the  permittee  has  agreed  in  writing  that  fees  may  be 
charged  of  such  owners  and  operators,  that  the  permittee  meets  all  applicable  parking  tax 
obligations  which  may  be  connected  with  such  charges,  and  further  provided,  that  the 
permittee  shall  provide  each  such  owner  and  operator  with  advance  notice  of  the  applicable 
fees  to  be  charged. 

(b)     An  annual  special  event  valet  parking  permit  shall  be  required  of  any  valet 
parking  operator  who  performs  valet  parking  services  at  locations  other  than  those  defined  as 
fixed  locations  in  Subdivision  (a)  of  this  Section. 

Special  event  valet  parking  permit  holders  shall  provide  the  appropriate  Police 
Department  District  Station(s)  with  seven  days'  advance  written  notice  of  the  location,  date 
and  hours  of  each  special  event  valet  parking  operation  for  which  a  permit  is  requested,  or,  if 
seven  days'  notice  is  impossible,  the  permit  holders  shall  notify  the  District  Station(s)  as  soon 
after  the  permit  holder's  services  are  engaged  for  any  event  as  is  possible  The  District 
Station  Captain  shall  have  the  right  to  prohibit  the  use  of  a  special  event  valet  parking  permit 
at  a  given  location  if  he  or  she  finds  that  there  are  insufficient  on-street  parking  spaces  in  the 
locale  and  the  permit  holder  has  presented  no  adequate  plan  to  park  the  vehicles  legally 

There  shall  be  no  appeal  from  the  Captain's  denial  unless  the  notice  of  an 
intended  event  at  a  particular  location  has  been  given  at  least  twenty  days  before  the  event,  in 
which  case  appeal  shall  lie  only  to  the  Chief  of  Police,  or  his  or  her  designate. 

No  holder  of  a  special  event  valet  parking  permit  may  require  any  payment  from 
vehicle  operators  for  valet  parking  services. 
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2  Section  3.  Effective  Date.  This  ordinance  shall  become  effective  30  days  from  the

4  Section  4.  This  section  is  uncodified.  In  enacting  this  Ordinance,  the  Board  intends  to

[Health,  Transportation  Codes  -  Prohibiting  Smoking  at  Certain  Outdoor  Events] 

Ordinance  amending  the  Health  Code,  by  adding  Article  19L,  to  prohibit  smoking 
at  outdoor  events  on  property  owned  by  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
where  approval  is  required  under  Transportation  Code  Article  6;  the 
Transportation  Code,  by  amending  Sections  6.2  and  6.7,  establishing  obligations 
for  producers  of  outdoor  events  that  require  approval  for  temporary  use  or 
occupancy  of  a  public  street  to  notify  the  public  that  the  event  is  smoke-free;  and 
making  environmental  findings. 


Be  it  ordained  by  the  People  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
Section  1.  The  Planning  Department  has  determined  that  the  actions 
contemplated  in  this  ordinance  comply  with  the  California  Environmental  Quality  Act 
(California  Public  Resources  Code  Section  21000  et  seq.).  Said  determination  is  on  file 
with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No.  120772  and  is  incorporated  herein 
by  reference. 

Section  2.  The  San  Francisco  Health  Code  is  hereby  amended  by  adding  Article 
19Lto  read  as  follows: 

ARTICLE  19L:  PROHIBITING  SMOKING  AT  CERTAIN  OUTDOOR  EVESTS 
SEC.Am^A%^^L^.  FINDINGS. 

(a)  The  United  States  Surgeon  Generals  2006  Report  on  the  Health  Consequences  of 
Involuntary  Smokins provides  the  following:  GOVERNMENT 
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(1)  Breathing,  secondhand  smoke  is  a  cause  of  disease  in  healthy  nonsmokers, 
including  heart  disease,  stroke,  respiratory  disease,  and  luns  cancer. 

(2)  Secondhand  smoke  is  responsible  for  as  many  as  73.000  3,000  deaths 
from  lung  cancer  and  46.000  deaths  from  heart  disease  amon2  nonsmokers  each  year  in 
the  United  States. 

(3)  Children  exposed  to  secondhand  smoke  are  at  an  increased  risk  for 
sudden  infant  death  syndrome  (SIPS),  acute  respiratory  infections,  ear  problems,  and  more 
severe  asthma. 

(4)  Scientific  evidence  indicates  that  there  is  no  risk-free  level  of  exposure  to 
secondhand  smoke. 

(b)      According  to  several  studies  conducted  measuring  the  tobacco  smoke 
concentrations  in  various  outdoor  settings: 

(1)  Levels  of  secondhand  smoke  exposure  outdoors  can  reach  levels  attained 
indoors  depending  on  direction  and  amount  of  wind,  as  well  as  the  number  and  proximity  of 
smokers. 

(2)  Irritation  from  secondhand  smoke  begins  at  levels  as  low  as  4  micrograms 
per  cubic  meter.  In  some  situations  this  level  can  be  found  as  far  away  as  13  feet  from  the 
burning  cigarette. 

(3)  To  be  completely  free  from  exposure  to  secondhand  smoke  in  outdoor 
places,  a  person  may  have  to  move  nearly  25  feet  away  frotn  the  source  of  the  smoke,  about  the 
width  of  a  two  lane  road. 

(4)  Studies  on  a  cruise  ship  found  that  even  while  cruising  at  20  knots  and 
with  unlimited  air  volume,  outdoor  smoking  areas  contained  carcinogens  in  nearly  the  same 
amounts  as  inside  the  ship's  casino  where  smoking  was  allowed. 
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(c)  According  to  the  2009  California  Health  Interview  Survey,  creating  smoke  free 
areas  helps  protect  the  health  of  the  88.4%  of  San  Franciscans  who  are  nonsmokers. 

(d)  According  to  the  2008  Study  of  California  Voters'  Altitudes  About  Secondhand 
Smoke  Exposure  found  that  75%  thought  that  secondhand  smoke  is  harmful,  64%  were  bothered 
by  secondhand  smoke,  72%  support  laws  restrictins  smoking  at  outdoor  public  places,  and 
people  livins  in  cities  with  stron2  smoke  free  air  laws  are  more  likely  to  believe  smoking  is  not 
acceptable  and  that  smokers  should  attempt  to  quit  smokins. 

fe)       A  2011  Opinion  Survey  conducted  at  seven  street  events  in  San  Francisco  from 
August  to  October,  found  that  out  of  the  almost  600  surveys  collected:  67%  favored  making  all 
street  events  in  San  Francisco  smoke-free  and  58. 9%  have  been  bothered  by  secondhand  smoke 
at  street  events. 

(f)  According,  to  the  California  Clean  Air  Project,  California  Secondhand  Smoke 
Policy  Database,  as  of 2008,  there  were  187  California  cities  and  counties  with  local  laws 
restricting  smokins  in  at  least  one  outdoor  area. 

(g)  The  Board  of  Supervisors  finds  and  declares: 

(1)  Nonsmokers  have  no  adequate  means  to  protect  themselves  from  the 
damage  inflicted  upon  them  by  secondhand  smoke. 

(2)  Regulation  of  smoking  at  outdoor  events  is  necessary  to  protect  the  health, 
safety,  welfare,  comfort,  and  environment  of  nonsmokers. 

(2)  It  is,  therefore,  the  intent  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  in  enacting  this 
Article,  to  protect  nonsmokers  from  secondhand  smoke  and  to  eliminate  smoking,  as  much  as 
possible,  at  certain  outdoor  events. 
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SEC.  4^M^^19L2.  DEFINITIONS. 

(a)  "Event  proditcer"  means  any  person  or  organization  charged  with  developing, 
designing,  managing  and/or  implementing  an  outdoor  event,  and  shall  include  any  person  or 
organization  submitting  a  permit  application  under  Article  6  of  the  San  Francisco 
Transportation  Code,  except  for  individuals  or  neighborhood  organizations  applying  for  a 
S'eighborhood  Block  Party. 

(b)  "Neighborhood  Block  Part\>"  means  an  a  neighborhood  gathering  that  is  a  one 
block  closure  in  a  residential  neighborhood,  does  not  block  or  affect  intersections,  and  is 
sponsored  by  a  neighborhood  organization  or  individual  who  lives  on  the  block  to  be  closed. 

(c)  "Outdoor  Event"  means  an  outdoor  assembly  regardless  of  the  number  of people 
gathering  on  property'  owned  by  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  ("City"),  including 
side\valks  and  streets  that  requires  approval  by  the  Interdepartmental  Staff  Committee  on  Traffic 
and  Transportation  fISCOTT)  and/'or  the  Director  of  Transportation  under  Article  6  of  the  San 
Francisco  Transportation  Code,  such  as,  but  not  limited  to,  street  fairs,  athletic  events, 
performances,  competitions,  arts  and  crafts  events,  and  food  events,  except  Neighborhood  Block 
Parties. 

(d)  "Secondhand Smoke"  means  stnoke  emitted  from  lighted,  smoldering,  or  burning 
tobacco,  when  the  person  smoking  is  not  inhaling,  smoke  emitted  at  the  mouthpiece  during  puff 
drawing,  and  smoke  exhaled  by  the  person  smoking. 

(e)  "Smoking"  or  "to  smoke"  means  and  includes  inhaling,  exhaling.,  burning  or 
carrying  any  lighted  smoking  equipment  for  tobacco  or  any  other  weed  or  plant,  except  that  this 


Article  shall  not  affect  the  policy  making  marijuana  offenses  the  lowest  law  enforcement  priority' 


under  Chapter  12X  of  the  Administrative  Code  nor  affect  any  laws  or  regulations  regarding 


medical  cannabis. 
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(i)        "Smoking  Signs"  means  the  international  "No  Smokins"  symbol,  consisting  of  a 
pictorial  representation  of  a  burning  cigarette  enclosed  in  a  red  circle,  with  a  diameter  of  at 
least  three  inches,  with  a  red  bar  across  it,  and  which  includes  a  statement  at  the  bottom  of  the 
sisn  that  reads  "SF Health  Code  Article  19L"  in  font  no  less  than  1/8  inch  in  height. 

SEC.  4Wv4^1 9L.3.  PROHIBITING  SMOKING  A  T  CERTAIN  OUTDOOR 
EVENTS. 

fa)     Smoking  is  prohibited  at  outdoor  events  on  property  owned  by  the  City  that  require 
approval  under  Article  6  of  the  San  Francisco  Trunsporlation  Code,  except  fur  Neighborhood 
Block  Parties. 

(b)     The  event  producer  shall  notify  the  public  that  the  event  is  smoke-free  by  meeting 
the  following  conditions: 

(1)  All  electronic  or  print  promotional  materials,  including  hut  not  limited  to, 
website,  electronic  promotional  materials,  print  advertisements,  radio,  television,  internet, 
newspaper,  media,  shall  state  that  this  is  a  smoke  free  event  per  SF  Health  Code,  Article  19L. 

(2)  Each  event  shall  have  at  least  one  Smoking  Sign  at  one  point  of  entry  and 

exit. 

(3)  Events  with  amplified  sound  must  make  an  announcement  at  the  start  and 
at  least  one  announcement  every  two  hours  at  each  stase  durins.  an  event  that  this  is  a  smoke 
free  event.

Section  1010.12(b)19L.3(b)  on  all  permit  applications  for  outdoor  events  requiring  their 
review  and  approval. 
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Section  3.  The  San  Francisco  Transportation  Code  is  hereby  amended  by 
amending  Sections  6.2  and  6.7  to  read  as  follows: 

SEC.  6.2.  REQUEST  FOR  PERMISSION  FOR  TEMPORARY  USE  OR 
OCCUPANCY  OF  PUBLIC  STREETS;  PROCEDURE. 

(a)  Any  person  seeking  permission  for  the  temporary  use  or  occupancy  of  a 
public  street  within  the  City  shall  file  an  application  with,  and  on  a  form  provided  by,  the 
SFMTA,  and  shall  pay  the  filing  fee  established  by  the  SFMTA  Board  of  Directors. 

(b)  An  application  shall  not  be  accepted  or  approved  for  a  proposed 
temporary  use  or  occupancy  scheduled  to  occur  fewer  than  30  calendar  days  after  the 
application  is  submitted  to  the  Municipal  Transportation  Agency,  except  as  follows  in 
this  paragraph: 

(il)     An  application  for  a  proposed  temporary  use  or  occupancy 
scheduled  to  occur  fewer  than  30  calendar  days  after  the  application  date  may  be  filed 
for  emergency  consideration.  The  Director  of  Transportation  shall  consider  the  request  if 
the  applicant  has  demonstrated  that  an  extraordinary  emergency  exists  that  requires  the 
closing  of  a  street,  and  provided  that  there  is  adequate  time  available  for  the  Municipal 
Transportation  Agency  to  conduct  the  required  public  hearing  and  post  notice  of  the 
scheduled  hearing  at  least  72  hours  in  advance  of  the  hearing. 

(h2)     The  Mayor's  Film  and  Video  Arts  Commission  (the  "Film 
Commission"),  or  other  successor  commission  or  division  of  the  Mayor's  office,  may  file 
with  the  Director  of  Transportation  an  application  on  behalf  of  a  film  or  other  video 
production  company  (which  company  shall  be  responsible  for  the  payment  of  all 
applicable  fees)  for  a  proposed  temporary  use  or  occupancy  scheduled  to  occur  fewer 
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than  30  calendar  days  after  the  application  date,  provided  that  there  is  adequate  time 
available  for  the  Director  of  Transportation  to  conduct  the  required  public  hearing  and 
post  notice  of  the  scheduled  hearing  at  least  72  hours  in  advance  of  the  hearing.  The 
Film  Commission  (or  the  film  company  on  whose  behalf  the  application  was  made)  shall 
(A)  notify  residents,  merchants  and  other  occupants  of  the  public  street(s)  to  be  closed 
of  the  dates  proposed  for  street  closure,  and  (B)  notify  any  and  all  affected  City 
departments,  including  the  Police  Department  and  the  Department  of  Public  Works. 

(c)  The  completed  application  shall  include,  when  applicable,  maps  and./or 
drawings  which  identify  the  streets  that  would  be  affected,  describe  the  scope  and 
design  of  the  event,  including  illustrations  of  the  location  of  staging,  food  booths, 
seating,  and  a  diagram  of  an  emergency  access  plan.  In  addition,  the  Director  of 
Transportation  may  request  such  additional  information  as  is  necessary  to  allow 
ISCOTTto  make  an  informed  evaluation  of  the  proposed  temporary  use  or  street 
occupancy.  In  the  case  of  "major  events,"  as  defined  in  Section  6.3,  applicants  shall 
submit  an  emergency  medical  services  plan. 

(d)  Applicants  shall  be  responsible  for  posting  notice  of  the  public  hearing  at 
least  seven  calendar  days  prior  to  the  hearing  at  which  the  application  will  be  reviewed 
by  ISCOTT.  Such  notice  shall  include  a  description  of  the  streets  that  would  be  affected 
and  shall  be  posted  in  the  area  of  the  proposed  temporary  use  or  street  occupancy 
according  to  rules  and  regulations  prescribed  by  the  Director  of  Transportation  The 
applicant  shall  submit  a  declaration  under  penalty  of  perjury  to  the  Director  of 
Transportation  attesting  that  the  required  public  notices  have  been  posted.

19  (5)    The  number  of  major  events  (as  defined  in  Section  6.3  below)

21  i  location  of  the  major  events,  and  the  demand  these  major  events  will  have  on  the  City's

For  purposes  of  this 
provision,  "vehicle  hour"  shall  mean  the  number  of  hours  each  coach  on  a  line  is  in 
operation  during  the  day  of  the  street  closing.  If  the  application  is  approved,  ISCOTT 
shall  transmit  to  the  applicant  an  invoice  for  the  fee.  The  applicant  shall  make  full 
payment  of  the  fee  no  later  than  five  days  prior  to  the  date  of  the  street  closing,  or  in 
accordance  with  a  schedule  agreed  to  by  the  Director  of  Transportation.  ISCOTT  shall

(j)     If  the  Director  of  Transportation  denies  the  application  after  the  appeal 
described  in  the  preceding  paragraph,  the  applicant  may  then  appeal  the  decision  to  the 
Board  of  Supervisors.  Such  appeal  shall  be  made  by  filing  the  appeal  with  the  Clerk  of 
the  Board,  on  a  form  provided  by  the  Clerk,  within  five  working  days  of  the  Director  of 
Transportation's  disapproval.  The  Board  may  establish  a  fee  to  be  imposed  upon  the 
filing  of  any  such  appeal.  Upon  receipt,  the  Clerk  shall  set  a  time  and  place  for  hearing 
such  appeal  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  which  hearing  shall  be  at  the  Board's  next 
regular  meeting,  provided  that  all  applicable  public  notice  requirements  are  satisfied 
The  Board  shall  conduct  the  hearing  according  to  the  same  standards  of  review  as  set 
forth  in  Section  6.2(e).  Upon  hearing  the  appeal,  and  after  any  further  investigation  that 
the  Board  may  request,  the  Board  may  affirm,  reverse  or  modify  the  Director  of 
Transportation's  decision.  The  decision  of  the  Board  regarding  the  appeal  shall  be  final. 
The  Clerk  of  the  Board  shall  transmit  copies  of  any  legislation  approving  a  temporary 
street  closing  to  the  Director  of  Public  Works,  Chief  of  Police,  the  Fire  Chief,  the 
Superintendent  of  Emergency  Hospital  Service  of  the  Department  of  Public  Health,  the 
Executive  Director  of  the  Entertainment  Commission,  and  to  the  Director  of 
Transportation.  For  major  events,  the  Clerk  shall  transmit  copies  of  any  legislation 
approving  a  temporary  street  closing  to  the  Director  of  EMSEO. 
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(k)     Any  permission  for  the  temporary  use  of  occupancy  of  a  public  street 
authorized  pursuant  to  these  provisions  shall  be  subject  to  the  conditions  set  forth  in 
Sections  6.7  and  6.8. 

(I)     Late  Application.  Should  the  applicant  file  an  application  for  a  proposed 
temporary  use  or  occupancy  fewer  than  30  days  prior  to  the  date  of  the  proposed  use  or 
occupancy,  and  not  far  enough  in  advance  of  the  proposed  use  or  occupancy  to  allow 
ISCOTT  to  consider  the  application  at  a  regularly  scheduled  meeting  of  ISCOTT,  then 
the  Director  of  Transportation  shall  have  the  responsibility  and  duty  to  consider  and 
approve  or  disapprove  the  application  after  consulting  with  the  members  of  ISCOTT. 
The  Director  of  Transportation  shall  conduct  a  public  hearing  for  which  notice  shall  be 
posted  at  least  24  hours  in  advance  of  the  hearing  at  the  Municipal  Transportation 
Agency,  the  main  library,  and  at  the  Office  of  the  Clerk  of  The  Board  of  Supervisors.  At 
the  hearing,  the  applicant  and  interested  persons  shall  have  an  opportunity  to  present 
oral  testimony  and  written  materials  in  support  of  their  position.  The  Director  of 
Transportation  shall  conduct  the  hearing  according  to  the  same  standards  of  review  as 
set  forth  in  Section  6.2(e)  hereof.  Notice  of  the  Director  of  Transportation's  action  of 
approval  or  disapproval  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Chief  of  Police,  the  Chief  of  the  Fire 
Department,  the  Director  of  Public  Health,  the  Director  of  Public  Works,  and  the 
Executive  Director  of  the  Entertainment  Commission,  and  shall  be  maintained  as  a 
matter  of  record.  In  the  event  the  Director  of  Transportation  disapproves  the  application, 
the  applicant  shall  have  the  right  to  appeal  the  Director  of  Transportation's  decision  to 
the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  accordance  with  the  same  terms  and  conditions  as  set  forth 
in  Section  6.2(e). 
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SEC.  6.7.  CONDITIONS. 

Any  permission  for  the  temporary  use  or  occupancy  of  a  public  street  authorized 
by  the  City  shall  be  subject  to  the  following  conditions: 

(a)  The  temporary  use  or  occupancy  of  a  public  street  shall  not  unnecessarily 
obstruct  or  bar  public  access  onto  said  street.  Sidewalks  shall  remain  open  at  all  times 
for  pedestrian  use  unless  closure  of  the  sidewalk  is  provided  for  by  resolution  of  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  explaining  the  reason  for  such  closure. 

(b)  No  object  of  any  nature  shall  be  placed  or  maintained  within  1 5  feet  of  any 
fire  hydrant  or  within  five  feet  of  any  fire  alarm  box  or  police  call  box. 

(c)  No  object  of  any  nature  shall  be  placed  or  maintained  within  any 
intersection  or  pedestrian  crosswalk,  nor  shall  any  vehicle  be  permitted  to  be  Parked  in 
such  areas. 

(d)  A  continuous  passageway  in  the  roadway  at  least  14  feet  in  width  shall  be 
maintained  at  all  times  during  the  period  of  such  use  or  occupancy  for  the  use  of 
emergency  vehicles. 

(e)  No  object  of  any  nature  shall  be  fastened  to  or  erected  over  the  surface  of 
the  street  or  sidewalk,  and  no  object  shall  be  affixed  to  any  pole  or  standard  upon  any 
street  or  sidewalk,  without  prior  written  consent  of  the  Director  of  Public  Works. 

(f)  Painting  upon  any  street  or  sidewalk  surface  shall  be  permitted  only  if  a 
washable  paint  is  used. 

(g)  Adequate  illumination  of  area  shall  be  maintained  at  all  times  such 
illumination  is  appropriate. 

(h)  Official  traffic-control  devices  and  traffic  signal  controllers  shall  not  be 
covered  or  blocked  at  any  time  during  the  period  of  such  use  or  occupancy.

(2)     General  Liability  and  Automobile  Liability  Insurance  policies  shall  be 
endorsed  to  provide  the  following; 

(A)  Name  as  additional  insureds  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco,  its  officers,  agents  and  employees; 

(B)  That  such  policies  are  primary  insurance  to  any  other 
insurance  available  to  the  Additional  Insureds  with  respect  to  any  claims  arising  out  of 
activities  under  the  permit,  and  that  insurance  applies  separately  to  each  insured 
against  whom  claim  is  made  or  suit  is  brought. 

(3)  Certificates  of  insurance,  in  format  and  with  insurers  satisfactory  to  the  City 
evidencing  all  applicable  coverages  shall  be  furnished  to  the  City  not  less  than  10 
working  days  prior  to  the  date  of  the  event  and  before  commencing  any  operations 
under  the  permit,  with  complete  copies  of  policies  to  be  furnished  to  the  City  upon 
request. 

(4)  The  insurance  requirement  of  this  Subsection  shall  be  waived  by  the  Board 
of  Supervisors  if  the  applicant  certifies  in  writing  that  (1)  the  purpose  of  the  street  fair  is 
First  Amendment  expression  and  that  (2)  the  cost  of  obtaining  insurance  is  so  financially 
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lj)urdensome  that  it  would  constitute  an  unreasonable  prior  restraint  on  the  right  of  First 
^^mendment  expression,  or  that  it  has  been  impossible  for  the  applicant  to  obtain 
Insurance  coverage. 

(m)     Signs  shall  be  posted  pursuant  to  San  Francisco  Health  Code  Sections 
?65  through  265.3  wherever  alcohol  is  offered  for  sale. 

(n)  All  applicants  shall  comply  with  the  requirements  of  San  Francisco  Health 

\Code  Article  19L,  "Prohibiting  Sniokins  at  Certain  Outdoor  Events. " 

fniio}  Such  further  conditions  as  may  be  imposed  by  the  Department  of  Public 
iVorks  after  inspection  of  the  area  involved. 

Section  4.  Effective  Date.  This  ordinance  shall  become  effective  30  days  from 
the  date  of  passage. 

Section  5.  This  section  is  uncodified.  In  enacting  this  Ordinance,  the  Board 
intends  to  amend  only  those  words,  phrases,  paragraphs,  subsections,  sections, 
articles,  numbers,  punctuation,  charts,  diagrams,  or  any  other  constituent  part  of  the

geographic  locus  of  the  life's  work  of  Sam  Jordan,  a  prominent  business,  political,  social,  and 
cultural  leader  in  Bayview  through  the  middle  decades  of  the  twentieth  century. 

(C)  The  particular  exterior  features  that  shall  be  preserved,  or  replaced  in-kind  as 
determined  necessary,  are  those  generally  shown  in  photographs  and  described  in  the 
Landmark  Designation  Case  Report,  which  can  be  found  in  Planning  Department  Docket  No. 
2011. 0681 L,  and  which  are  incorporated  in  this  designation  by  reference  as  though  fully  set 
forth.

Section  1.112,  to  require  the  electronic  filing  of  campaign  statements  submitted  to  the 

Ethics  Commission.

Be  it  ordained  by  the  People  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco: 
Section  1.  Findings. 

1.  The  Political  Reform  Act  of  1974,  Government  Code  section  81000.  et  seq  , 
requires  certain  candidates  and  committees  to  file  campaign  statements  and  reports  with  local 
filing  officers.  The  San  Francisco  Campaign  and  Governmental  Conduct  Code  imposes 
additional  filing  requirements  on  local  candidates  and  committees.  These  state  and  local 
filings  disclose  a  candidate's  contributors  and  the  financial  activity  of  committees.  They  also 
provide  necessary  information  for  local  campaign  finance  initiatives  such  as  San  Francisco's 
public  financing  program. 

2.  In  the  decades  since  the  enactment  of  the  Political  Reform  Act.  candidates  and 

committees  have  complied  with  their  filing  requirements  by  filing  paper  copies  of  their 

campaign  statements  and  reports  with  the  appropriate  local  and  state  agencies.  Locally,  the 

San  Francisco  Ethics  Commission  has  endeavored  to  make  its  paper  filings  readily  availab'e 

to  the  public  through  its  website  by  scanning  and  posting  these  documents  as  portable 

document  format  (PDF)  files.  But  to  scan  and  post  these  filings  requires  a  substantial  amount 

of  staff  time,  particularly  around  filing  deadlines  when  the  public  often  desires  immediate 
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of  staff  time,  particularly  around  filing  deadlines  when  the  public  often  desires  immediate 
disclosure  of  campaign-related  information. 

3.  In  July  2012,  the  Legislature  approved  Assembly  Bill  2452  (AB  2452), 
sponsored  by  Assemblyman  Tom  Ammiano,  which  authorizes  local  jurisdictions  to  require 
candidates  and  committees  to  forego  paper  filings  and  to  instead  file  their  required  statements 
electronically.  The  Governor  approved  the  legislation  on  July  13,  2012.  The  City  and  County 
of  San  Francisco  sponsored  the  legislation,  and  the  Ethics  Commission  played  a  significant 
role  in  ensuring  its  passage. 

4.  To  conserve  staff  resources  and  make  the  information  publicly  available  in  a 
shorter  time-frame  and  more  usable  format,  the  San  Francisco  Ethics  Commission  should 
take  advantage  of  this  recent  change  in  state  law.  The  public  will  be  able  to  access  the 
information  disclosed  in  campaign  statements  in  a  more  timely  manner,  by  eliminating  any 
manual  processing  of  filings.  An  electronic  filing  system  also  allows  the  public  to  run  searches 
and  compile  information  more  easily.  By  moving  to  an  electronic  filing  system,  the  Ethics 
Commission  also  will  no  longer  need  to  expend  staff  time  and  limited  resources  to  accept, 
process,  and  store  copious  campaign  statements  as  paper  copies. 

5.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  and  the  Ethics  Commission  find  that  the  Ethics 
Commission's  electronic  filing  system  will  operate  securely  and  effectively.  The  Board  of 
Supervisors  and  the  Ethics  Commission  also  find  that  the  electronic  filing  system  would  not 
unduly  burden  filers. 

Section  2.  The  San  Francisco  Campaign  and  Governmental  Conduct  Code  is  hereby 
amended  by  amending  Section  1.112,  to  read  as  follows: 

SEC.  1.112.  ELECTRONIC  CAMPAIGN  DISCLOSURE, 
(a)      FILING  ELECTRONIC  CAMPAIGN  STATEMENTS. 
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(1)  Filing  Electronic  Copies  of  Campaign  Statements  Required  by  State  Law. 
Whenever  any  committee  that  meets  the  requirements  of  Subsection  (b)  of  this  Section  is 
required  by  the  California  Political  Reform  Act,  California  Government  Code  Section  81000  et 
seq.,  to  file  a  campaign  disclosure  statement  or  report  with  the  Ethics  Commission,  the 
committee  shall  file  at  the  same  time  a  copy  of  the  statement  or  report  in  an  electronic  format 
with  the  Ethics  Commission,  provided  the  Ethics  Commission  has  prescribed  the  format  at 
least  60  days  before  the  statement  or  report  is  due  to  be  filed. 

(2)  Filing  Electronic  Copies  of  Campaign  Statements  Required  by  Local  Law. 
Whenever  any  committee  is  required  to  file  a  campaign  disclosure  statement  or  report  with  the 
Ethics  Commission  under  this  Chapter,  the  committee  shall  file  the  statement  or  report  in  an 
electronic  format,  provided  the  Ethics  Commission  has  prescribed  the  format  at  least  60  days 
before  the  statement  or  report  is  due  to  be  filed. 

(3)  Continuous  Filing  of  Electronic  Statements.  Once  a  committee  is  subject 
to  the  electronic  filing  requirements  imposed  by  this  Section,  the  committee  shall  remain 
subject  to  the  electronic  filing  requirements,  regardless  of  the  amount  of  contributions 
received  or  expenditures  made  during  each  reporting  period,  until  the  committee  terminates 
pursuant  to  this  Chapter  and  the  California  Political  Reform  Act,  California  Government  Code 
Section  81000  et  seq. 

(4)  Disclosure  of  Expenditure  Dates.  All  electronic  statements  filed  under 
this  Section  shall  include  the  date  any  expenditure  required  to  be  reported  on  the  statement 
was  incurred,  provided  that  the  Ethics  Commission's  forms  accommodate  the  reporting  of 
such  dates. 

(b)      COMMITTEES  SUBJECT  TO  ELECTRONIC  FILING  REQUIREMENTS, 
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(1 )  A  committee  must  file  electronic  copies  of  statements  and  reports  ijji 
receives  contributions  or  makes  expenditures  that  total  $5.0001,000  or  more  in  a  calendar  year 
and  is:

(a)  Every  appointing  authority  whose  appointees  file  statements  required  by 
Sections  3.1-101  and  3.1-102  of  the  Campaign  and  Governmental  Conduct  Code  vyitn  the 
Ethics  Commission  shall  provide  written  notice  to  the  Ethics  Commission  of  the  name  of  any 
appointee  who  has  assumed  or  left  office  or  employment.  Such  notice  shall  be  provided 
within  15  days  of  the  City  officer  or  employee  assuming  or  leaving  office  or  employment. 
Failure  to  provide  such  notice  may  constitute  official  misconduct. 

(b)  Whenever  the  Mayor  or  a  board  or  commission  appoints  a  department  head,  or 
receives  the  resignation  or  retirement  notice  of  a  department  head,  the  official  or  the  secretary 
to  the  board  or  commission  who  makes  the  appointment  or  receives  the  resignation  or 
retirement  notice,  shall  inform  the  department  head  of  the  necessity  to  file  within  30  days  of 
assuming  office  or  leaving  office  a  statement  of  economic  interests.  The  official  or  the  secretary 
of  the  board  or  commission  who  makes  the  appointment  or  receives  (he  resignation  or  retirement  notice 
shall  also  inform  the  Ethics  Commission  of  the  appointment,  resignation  or  retirement  within  15  days 
of  the  department  head's  assumption  of  or  departure  from  office.  Such  written  notice  shall  include  the 
name  of  the  department  head,  and  the  date  on  which  the  department  was  appointed,  resigned  or  retired. 
Upon  receiving  notice  of  the  appointment,  or  the  resignation  or  retirement,  of  the  department 
head,  the  Ethics  Commission  shall  perform  the  required  duties  of  the  filing  officer  and  obtain 
the  required  statement  of  economic  interests.

Be  it  ordained  by  the  People  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco: 

Section  1.  The  San  Francisco  Police  Code  is  hereby  amended  by  amending  Section 
1.1  to  read  as  follov/s: 

SEC.  1.1     MOORING  IN  CLIPPER  COVE  SPECIAL-USE  AREA 

(a)    Special-Use  Area.  In  order  to  promote  the  recreational  use  of  Clipper  Cove 
reduce  existing  and  potential  conflicts  among  recreational  users  of  Clipper  Cove,  protect  the 
overall  public  health  and  safety  of  users  of  the  Cove,  and  to  eliminate  adverse  environmental 
impacts  to  the  San  Francisco  Bay,  Clipper  Cove  is  hereby  designated  a  Special-tvrse  Area 
as  that  tenn  is  defined  and  used  in  California's  Harbor^  and  Navigation  Code  (see,  California 
Harbors  and Navisation  Code  $$651,  660).

Section  1.  Findings. 

(A)  Pursuant  to  Section  4.135  of  the  Charter  of  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco,  the  Historic  Preservation  Commission  has  authority  "to  recommend  approval, 
disapproval,  or  modification  of  landmark  designations  and  historic  district  designations  under 
the  Planning  Code  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors." 

(B)  In  May  2011,  the  Historic  Preservation  Commission  added  401  Castro  Street 
(Twin  Peaks  Tavern),  to  the  Landmark  Designation  Work  Program. 

(C)  On  September  19,  2012  the  Historic  Preservation  Commission  passed 
Resolution  No.  689,  initiating  designation  of  401  Castro  Street  (Twin  Peaks  Tavern),  Lot  71  in 
Assessor's  Block  No.  3582,  as  a  San  Francisco  Landmark  pursuant  to  Section  1004.1  of  the 
San  Francisco  Planning  Code.  Such  resolution  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  in  File 
No.  121061  and  incorporated  herein  by  reference. 

(D)  On  October  17,  2012,  after  holding  a  public  hearing  on  the  proposed  designation 
and  having  considered  the  specialized  analyses  prepared  by  Planning  Department  staff  and 
the  Landmark  Designation  Case  Report  prepared  by  Moses  Corette  and  reviewed  by  Tim 
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Frye.  dated  September  19,  2012,  the  Historic  Preservation  Commission  recommended 
approval  of  the  proposed  landmark  designation  of  401  Castro  Street  (Twin  Peaks  Tavern),  Lot 
71  in  Assessor's  Block  No.  3582,  in  Resolution  No.  693.  Such  resolution  is  on  file  with  the 
Clerk  of  the  Board  in  File  No.  121061. 

(E)  Pursuant  to  Planning  Code  Section  302,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  finds  that  the 
proposed  landmark  designation  of  401  Castro  Street  (Twin  Peaks  Tavern)  will  serve  the  public 
necessity,  convenience  and  welfare.

In  brief,  401  Castro  Street  (Twin  Peaks 
Tavern)  is  eligible  for  designation  under  National  Register  of  Historic  Places  Criterion  A 
(association  with  events  that  have  made  a  significant  contribution  to  the  broad  patterns  of  our 
history),  as  first  known  gay  bar  to  feature  full  length  open  plate  glass  windows,  and  as  a  living 
symbol  of  the  liberties  and  rights  gained  by  the  lesbian,  gay,  bisexual,  transgendered  (LGBT) 
community  in  the  second  half  of  the  20**^  century. 

(C)  The  particular  exterior  features  that  shall  be  preserved,  or  replaced  in-kind  as 
determined  necessary,  are  those  generally  shown  in  photographs  and  described  in  the 
Landmark  Designation  Case  Report,  which  can  be  found  in  Planning  Department  Docket  No. 
2011.1123L,  and  which  are  incorporated  in  this  designation  by  reference  as  though  fully  set 
forth.  Specifically,  the  following  exterior  features  shall  be  preserved  or  replaced  in  kind:  (i)  all 
exterior  elevations  and  rooflines;  (ii)  all  architectural  finishes  and  features  of  the  exterior

Section  1.  Findings 

The  California  Public  Utilities  Commission  ("the  CPUC")  requires  the  Investor-Owned 
Utilities  ("lOUs")  to  use  ratepayer  dollars  to  fund  and  administer  a  portfolio  of  programs  that 
enhance  system  reliability  and  provide  in-state  benefits,  including  cost-effective  energy 
efficiency. 

Since  2003,  the  City,  through  the  Department  of  the  Environment,  and  the  Pacific  Gas 
and  Electric  Company  ("PG&E"),  the  lOU  serving  the  City,  have  entered  into  a  series  of 
contracts  and  contract  modifications  to  conduct  energy  efficiency  programs  in  the  City  using 
funds  allocated  for  this  purpose  by  the  CPUC  through  PG&E.  Under  the  current  three-year 
contract  for  $17,120,000,  the  Department  of  the  Environment  is  operating  the  San  Francisco 
Energy  Watch  ("SFEW")  program,  which  since  2010,  has  provided  technical  services  and 
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$8,600,000  in  incentives  to  upgrade  over  2,600  business  and  multifamily  buildings  in  San 
Francisco,  reducing  energy  bills  by  $10,000,000  annually. 

On  November  8,  2012,  the  CPUC  issued  a  Decision  v^hich  included  directing  PG&E  to 
extend  and  potentially  expand  contracts  through  December  2014  with  local  governments  that 
are  implementing  successful  energy  efficiency  programs,  and  to  do  so  v^/ithin  sixty  (60)  days 
from  the  date  of  the  Decision.  These  local  governments,  including  San  Francisco,  had 
submitted  qualifying  proposals  to  PG&E  and  were  included  in  PG&E's  portfolio  of  energy 
efficiency  programs  under  consideration  by  the  CPUC. 

The  $13.1  million  award  includes  $403,000  in  continuing  funds  for  a  pilot  program  to 
address  the  pervasive  use  of  old,  inefficient  refrigeration  units  in  restaurants  and  convenience 
stores  in  San  Francisco,  which  was  previously  approved  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in 
Ordinance  No.  098-12.  The  execution  of  that  contract  was  delayed  due  to  clauses  in  the 
contract  regarding  new  PG&E  data  security  requirements.  Rather  than  moving  forward  with 
two  agreements,  PG&E  has  included  the  $403,000  for  the  refrigeration  pilot  program  in  the 
new  contract  authorization  for  2013-2014  and  activity  on  the  program  will  now  commence  in 
2013. 

Section  2.  Authorization  to  Accept  and  Expend  Funds. 

The  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  authorizes  the  Department  of  the  Environment  to 
accept  and  expend  $13.1  million  (including  $403,000  previously  authorized)  from  the  CPUC, 
through  PG&E,  to  effectuate  the  Grant  and  implement  an  Energy  Use  and  Demand  Reduction 
Through  Energy  Efficiency  Program  in  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco.

[Building  Code  -  Fees  and  Permit  Extensions] 

Ordinance  amending  the  Building  Code,  Sections  106A.3.7,  106A. 3.8.1,  106A  4.1,  and 
106A.4.4,  to  address  permit  expirations  and  extensions  and  Tables  1A-A,  1A-G,  1A-J, 
1A-K,  and  1A-L,  of  Section  110A,  to  modify  various  fees;  and  making  environmental 
findings. 


Be  it  ordained  by  the  People  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco: 
Section  1.  Findings. 

(a)  In  Ordinance  No.  122-08,  a  copy  of  which  is  in  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  File  No.  080719  and  incorporated  herein  by  reference,  the  Board  enacted  certain 
fee  adjustments  and  made  other  Building  Code  changes,  including  the  fee  for  the  Report  of 
Residential  Records  (3R).  Some  of  these  changes  had  been  accidentally  deleted  through 
adoption  of  Ordinance  No.  276-10,  copy  of  which  is  in  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
File  No.  100946  and  incorporated  herein  by  reference.  This  Ordinance  re-instates  some  of 
the  changes  that  were  deleted. 

(b)  On  March  21,  2012  and  September  19,  2012,  the  Building  Inspection  Commission 
conducted  duly  noticed  public  hearings  on  the  legislative  amendments  proposed  in  this 
Ordinance. 

(c)  The  Planning  Department  has  determined  that  the  actions  contemplated  in  this 
ordinance  comply  with  the  California  Environmental  Quality  Act  (California  Public  Resources 
Code  Sections  21000  et  seq.).  Said  determination  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  in  File  No.  120959  and  is  incorporated  herein  by  reference. 
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Section  2.  The  San  Francisco  Building  Code  is  hereby  amended  by  amending 
Sections  106A.3.7,  106A.3.8.1,  106A.4.1,and  106A.4.4,  to  read  as  follows: 

Section  106A.3.7  Application  expiration.  The  Building  Official  may  hold  in  abeyance  or 
reject  any  application,  plans,  or  specifications  filed  which  in  the  Building  Official's  opinion,  do 
not  provide  the  necessary  information  in  a  clear  and  concise  manner  as  required  in  Section 
106A  3.3,  and  shall  cancel  such  an  application  upon  the  expiration  of  the  time  period  set  forth 
per  Table  A. 

At  the  time  the  application  has  been  deemed  acceptable  for  building  plan  review  by  the 
Department  of  Building  Inspection,  any  corrections,  additional  information,  plans  or 
documents  that  are  necessary  to  complete  the  processing  by  any  of  the  enforcing  agencies  by  the 
Department  of  Building  Inspection  shall  be  submitted  and  approved  within  the  following  time 
limitations:

The  time  limitation  shall  apply  until  the  application  has  been  approved  and  permit  is 
issued,  A  one-time  extension  per  Table  A  may  be  granted  by  the  Building  Official  at  any  point 
during  the  approval  process,  upon  written  request  by  the  applicant  and  payment  of  fee. 
Additional  extensions  may  be  granted  by  the  Building  Official  prior  to  extension  expiration 
upon  written  request  from  the  applicant  and  payment  of  fee.  See  Section  1 10A,  Table  1A-J  - 
Miscellaneous  Fees  -  for  applicable  fee.  In  the  event  an  extension  of  time  extends  the  life  of 
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an  application  beyond  the  effective  date  of  the  adoption  of  a  new  code,  the  Building  Official 
may  require  that  all  or  part  of  the  application  be  subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  new  code  and 
payment  of  an  additional  plan  review  fee  per  Table  1A-A  -  Building  Permit  Fees.  In  the  event 
the  application  has  not  been  approved  and  issued  within  ^  60  days  before  the  end  of  the 
stated  time  period  in  Table  A,  the  Department  shall  notify  the  applicant  that  the  application  will 
be  canceled  in  2^60  days  unless  the  application  is  extended.  An  application  which  exceeds 
the  stated  or  extended  time  period  after  such  notice  shall  be  deemed  canceled  without  further 
action  by  the  Department. 
EXCEPTIONS: 

1.  For  applications  resulting  from  enforcement  actions  initiated  by  the  Building 
Official  to  abate  code  violations,  the  above  time  limits  shall  be  reduced  to  30  days  and  10 
days,  respectively.  The  Building  Official  may  grant  an  extension  for  hardship  or  procedural 
error.  Upon  cancellation,  such  cases  shall  be  referred  to  the  City  Attorney  for  legal  action. 

2.  The  above  time  limits  shall  not  apply  to  applications  which  are  subject  to  the 
work  without  permit  investigation  fee  per  Section  110A,  Table  1A-K  -  Penalties,  Hearings, 
Code  Enforcement  Assessments.  Such  applications  shall  be  canceled  only  through  specific 
action  by  the  Building  Official. 

3.  The  above  time  limits  shall  be  suspended  whenever  an  application  is  returned  to  the 
Planning  Department  for  review  due  to  a  design  change  that  the  Building  Code(s)  requires. 

Section  106A.3.8  Disapproval  of  application.  Any  application  that  does  not  meet  the 
requirements  of  this  code  or  any  other  laws,  ordinances  or  regulations  enforced  by  any 
interested  departments  or  agencies  shall  be  disapproved  by  the  Building  Official  or  upon 
request  by  the  applicant.  If  such  a  request  is  not  made  by  the  applicant  to  disapprove  an 
application,  the  application  shall  be  held  in  abeyance  and  then  canceled  as  provided  for  in  Section 
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106A.3. 7  the  Building  Official  shall  notih'  the  upplicanf  thai  the  applicalion  will  be  disapproved  in  60 
days  and  the  application  revoked. 

Section  106A.3.8  1  Withdrawal  of  application.  Applications  filed  for  permits  may  be 
withdrawn  by  the  owner,  provided  that  no  part  of  the  work  proposed  on  the  application  has 
been  performed.  All  applicable  fees  must  be  paid  before  an  application  can  be  M>ithdraM>n. 

Section  106A.4.1  Issuance.  The  application,  plans,  specifications,  computations  and 
other  data  filed  by  an  applicant  for  a  permit  shall  be  reviewed  by  the  building  official.  Such 
plans  may/shall  be  reviewed  by  other  departments  of  this  jurisdiction  to  verify  compliance  with 
any  applicable  laws  under  their  jurisdiction.  If  the  Building  Official  finds  that  the  work 
described  in  an  application  for  a  permit  and  the  plans,  specifications  and  other  data  filed 
therewith  conform  to  the  requirements  of  this  code  and  other  pertinent  laws  and  ordinances, 
and  that  the  fees  specified  in  Section  107  have  been  paid,  the  building  official  shall  issue  a 
permit  therefor  to  the  applicant. 

When  the  building  official  issues  the  permit  where  plans  are  required,  the  building 
official  shall  endorse  in  writing  or  Stamp  each  pase  of  {he  plans  and  the  first  page  of  the 
specifications  APPROVED.  Such  approved  plans  and  specifications  shall  not  be  changed, 
modified  or  altered  without  authorizations  from  the  building  official,  and  all  work  regulated  by 
this  code  shall  be  done  in  accordance  with  the  approved  plans. 

The  building  official  may  issue  a  permit  for  the  construction  of  part  of  a  building  or 
structure  before  the  entire  plans  and  specifications  for  the  whole  building  or  structure  have 
been  submitted  or  approved,  provided  adequate  information  and  detailed  statements  have 
been  filed  complying  with  all  pertinent  requirements  of  this  code.  The  holder  of  a  partial  permit 
shall  proceed  without  assurance  that  the  permit  for  the  entire  building  or  structure  will  be 
granted. 
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Section  106A.4.4  Permit  expiration.  Every  permit  issued  by  the  Building  Official  under 
the  provisions  of  this  code,  unless  an  extension  of  time  has  been  specifically  approved  by  the 
Building  Official,  shall  expire  by  limitation  and  become  null  and  void  when  the  time  allowed  in 
Table  B  is  reached,  or  when  any  of  the  following  circumstances  is  applicable: 

1.  For  Building  Official-initiated  code  compliance  permits,  the  work  shall  start 
within  30  days  from  the  date  of  such  permit. 

2.  If  the  building  or  work  authorized  is  suspended  or  abandoned  at  any  time  after 
the  work  has  started,  for  a  period  as  follows: 

2.1.  Thirty  days  for  Building  Official-  initiated  code  compliance  permits 

2.2.  One-hundred-eighty  days  for  all  other  permits. 

3.  An  extension  of  time  from  the  stated  periods  may  be  permitted  for  good 
reason,  provided  such  requests  for  an  extension  are  submitted  to  the  Building  Official  in 
writing  prior  to  the  end  of  the  time  period  accompanied  by  payment  of  a  fee.  Unless  approved 
by  the  Building  Official,  no  more  than  one  extension  of  time  may  be  granted. 

3.1.     For  all  other  permits,  see  Table  B  -  Maximum  Time  Allowed  to  Complete 
All  Work  Authorized  by  Building  Permit.  The  maximum  time  allowed  for  Building  Official- 
initiated  code  compliance  permits  shall  be  12  months  for  all  permits  exceeding  $25,000  total 
valuation. 

4.  A  demolition  permit  shall  expire  180  days  after  issuance  Only  one  extension  of 
time  of  9^180  days  shall  be  granted  upon  written  request  to  the  Building  Official,  accompanied 
by  payment  of  a  fee.  If  there  is  a  permit  for  a  replacement  structure,  the  demolition  permit 
shall  expire  concurrently  with  the  permit  for  that  replacement  structure. 

5.  The  Building  Official  may  administratively  authorize  the  processing  of 
applications  involving  compliance  actions  initiated  by  the  Department,  in  a  manner  other  than 
set  forth  in  this  code,  so  as  to  effect  said  compliance  most  expeditiously;  provided,  however. 
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that  due  process  is  assured  all  applicants.  In  this  regard,  the  Building  Official  may  reduce  the 
time  periods  set  forth  in  this  section  as  they  apply  to  a  second  application  and  permit  required 
by  the  Building  Official  to  effect  full  compliance  with  this  code  and  other  applicable  laws  and 
regulations  if  by  doing  so  code  compliance  would  be  more  expeditiously  accomplished. 

EXCEPTION.  In  order  to  avoid  repetitive  filings  and  processing  of  applications  to  effect 
code  compliance,  the  Building  Official  is  hereby  authorized  to  establish  alternate  procedures 
and  extensions  of  time  from  cancellation  pursuant  to  Section  106A.4.1  and  from  expiration 
pursuant  to  this  section;  provided,  however,  that  the  Building  Official,  in  establishing  alternate 
procedures  and  extension  of  time,  shall  proceed  as  expeditiously  as  possible  toward 
abatement  of  the  violations. 

When  a  permit  is  issued  but  delayed  due  to  actions  before  the  Board  of  Appeals  or 
other  City  agencies,  or  cases  in  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  or  is  under  review  by  a 
State  or  regional  regulatory  body,  the  time  allowable  shall  be  computed  from  the  date  of  the 
final  action  of  the  agency  or  court  of  jurisdiction.

The  Board  hereby  approves  the  issuance  of  commercial  paper 
from  time  to  time  to  fund  costs  of  the  Moscone  Expansion  Project.  The  proceeds  of  the 
Certificates  will  be  used  to  fund  (i)  costs  of  the  Moscone  Expansion  Project,  including 
repayment  of  commercial  paper  and  interest  thereon  issued  for  such  purpose;  (ii)  a  debt 
service  or  other  similar  reserve,  as  appropriate;  (iii)  capitalized  interest,  if  any;  and  (iv)  costs  of 
issuance  (including  the  costs  of  prosecuting  any  validation  action  authorized  herein)  of  the 
Certificates  and  the  Assessment  Notes.  The  Certificates  shall  be  designated  as  "Certificates 
of  Participation  (Moscone  Expansion  Project)."  with  such  other  or  additional  designation, 
including  the  year  of  execution  and  delivery,  as  determined  by  the  Director  of  Public  Finance 
of  the  City  or  her  designee,  acting  for  and  on  behalf  of  the  City  Controller  (collectively,  the 
"Director  of  Public  Finance").

The  Director  of  Public  Finance  is  hereby  authorized,  to  the  extent  such 
officer  deems  it  necessary  or  advisable  and  in  the  interests  of  the  City,  to  procure  credit 
enhancement  for  the  Certificates,  including  but  not  limited  to  municipal  bond  insurance  or  a 
debt  service  reserve  fund  policy. 

The  Director  of  Public  Finance  is  hereby  authorized,  to  the  extent  such  officer  deems  it 
necessary  or  advisable  and  in  the  interests  of  the  City,  to  cause  the  execution  and  delivery  of 
the  Certificates  (i)  with  interest  with  respect  thereto  exempt  or  not  from  federal  income  tax, 
and  (ii)  under  any  federal  tax  law  provisions  which  provide  for  federal  grants  or  credits  to  the 
City  or  to  investors  in  lieu  of  the  exemption  of  interest  from  federal  income  tax. 

Section  4.     Approval  of  the  Trust  Agreement;  Authorization  of  the  Selection  of  the 
Trustee.  The  form  of  the  Trust  Agreement  between  the  City  and  the  Trustee,  as  presented  to 
the  Board,  a  copy  of  which  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk,  is  hereby  approved.  The  Mayor  of  the  City 
or  his  designee  (collectively,  the  "Mayor")  is  hereby  authorized  to  execute  and  deliver  the 
Trust  Agreement,  and  the  Clerk  is  hereby  authorized  to  attest  to  and  affix  the  seal  of  the  City 
on  the  Trust  Agreement,  with  such  changes,  additions  and  modifications  as  the  Mayor  may 
make  or  approve  in  accordance  with  Section  19  hereof. 

The  Director  of  Public  Finance  is  hereby  authorized  to  select  the  Trustee  in  accordance 
with  City  policies  and  procedures,  including  but  not  limited  to  the  City's  policy  to  provide 
locally  disadvantaged  business  enterprises  an  equal  opportunity  to  participate  in  the 
performance  of  all  City  contracts. 
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Section  5.     Approval  of  the  Property  Lease.  The  form  of  the  Property  Lease  between 
the  City  and  the  Trustee,  as  presented  to  the  Board,  a  copy  of  which  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk, 
is  hereby  approved.  The  Mayor  is  hereby  authorized  to  execute  and  deliver  the  Property 
Lease,  and  the  Clerk  is  hereby  authorized  to  attest  to  and  affix  the  seal  of  the  City  on  the 
Property  Lease,  with  such  changes,  additions  and  modifications  as  the  Mayor  may  make  or 
approve  in  accordance  with  Section  19  hereof. 

Section  6.     Approval  of  the  Project  Lease.  The  form  of  the  Project  Lease  between 
the  City  and  the  Trustee,  as  presented  to  the  Board,  a  copy  of  which  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk, 
is  hereby  approved.  The  Mayor  is  hereby  authorized  to  execute  and  deliver  the  Project 
Lease,  and  the  Clerk  is  hereby  authorized  to  attest  and  to  affix  the  seal  of  the  City  on  the 
Project  Lease  with  such  changes,  additions  and  modifications  as  the  Mayor  may  make  or 
approve  in  accordance  with  Section  19  hereof;  provided,  however,  that  the  maximum  Base 
Rental  (as  defined  in  the  Project  Lease)  scheduled  to  be  paid  under  the  Project  Lease  in  any 
fiscal  year  shall  not  exceed  Thirty-Nine  Million  Four  Hundred  Thousand  Dollars  ($39,400,000) 
and  the  initial  stated  term  of  the  Project  Lease  shall  not  extend  beyond  the  35th  year  following 
its  date  of  execution,  as  such  initial  term  may  be  extended  in  accordance  with  the  Project 
Lease. 

Section  7.     Approval  of  the  Leased  Property  and  the  Base  Rental  Payments.  The 
Board  hereby  approves  the  leasing,  pursuant  to  the  Property  Lease  and  the  Project  Lease,  of 
all  or  a  portion  of  the  Leased  Property.  The  Board  also  hereby  approves  the  payment  by  the 
City  of  the  Base  Rental  with  respect  thereto. 

Section  8      Sale  of  the  Certificates.  The  Director  of  Public  Finance  is  hereby 
authorized  to  sell  the  Certificates  by  competitive  or  negotiated  sale.  If  sold  by  competitive 
sale,  the  Director  of  Public  Finance  is  hereby  authorized  to  award  the  Certificates  to  the 
bidder  whose  bid  represents  the  lowest  true  interest  cost  to  the  City.  In  the  event  the  Director 
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of  Public  Finance  determines  to  sell  the  Certificates  by  negotiated  sale,  the  Director  of  Public 
Finance  is  hereby  authorized  to  sell  the  Certificates  by  negotiated  sale  pursuant  to  one  or 
more  purchase  contracts  (each,  a  "Purchase  Contract")  by  and  between  the  City  and  the 
undenA/riter  named  therein;  provided,  however,  that  the  underwriters'  discount  under  any  such 
Purchase  Contract  shall  not  exceed  one  percent  (2%)  of  the  principal  amount  of  the 
Certificates. 

In  order  to  accomplish  the  sale  of  the  Certificates  by  negotiated  sale,  the  Director  of 
Public  Finance  is  hereby  authorized  to  appoint  one  or  more  financial  institutions  to  act  as 
underwriter  for  the  Certificates  in  accordance  with  City  policies  and  procedures,  including  but 
not  limited  to  the  City's  policy  to  provide  locally  disadvantaged  business  enterprises  an  equal 
opportunity  to  participate  in  the  performance  of  all  City  contracts. 

Notwithstanding  anything  herein  to  the  contrary,  the  Director  of  Public  Finance  shall  not 
be  authorized  to  cause  the  delivery  of  any  Certificates,  whether  by  competitive  or  negotiated 
sale,  until  the  Board  shall  have  approved  the  form  of  Official  Statement  prepared  in 
connection  with  such  Certificates. 

Section  9.     Authorization  of  the  Assessment  Notes.  The  Director  of  Finance  is 
hereby  authorized  to  issue,  execute  and  deliver  the  "City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
Moscone  Expansion  District  Assessment  Notes"  under  and  subject  to  the  temis  of  this 
Ordinance,  the  Business  Assessment  Act,  the  Charter  and  other  applicable  laws  of  the  State 
of  California.  The  Assessment  Notes  shall  be  executed  and  delivered  in  one  or  more  series  in 
an  aggregate  principal  amount  of  not  to  exceed  the  authorized  aggregate  principal  amount 
evidenced  by  the  Certificates. 

Section  10.    Terms  of  the  Assessment  Notes. 

(a)      Registration.  The  Assessment  Notes  shall  be  executed  and  delivered  m  fully 
registered  form,  may  be  executed  and  delivered  in  one  or  more  series  from  time  to  time,  and 
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shall  be  numbered  as  determined  by  the  Director  of  Public  Finance.  The  Assessment  Notes 
shall  be  dated  the  date  of  delivery  thereof.  The  Assessment  Notes  shall  be  executed  and 
delivered  in  denominations  of  $5,000  or  any  integral  multiple  thereof. 

(b)  Maturity  Dates  and  Interest  Rates.  The  Assessment  Notes  shall  mature  on  the 
date  or  dates  and  in  the  amount  or  amounts  as  shall  be  provided  in  a  Certificate  to  be 
executed  and  delivered  by  the  Director  of  Public  Finance  on  or  prior  to  the  issuance  and 
delivery  thereof  (the  "Delivery  Certificate").  The  Assessment  Notes  shall  bear  interest  at  the 
rates  provided  in  the  Delivery  Certificate;  provided,  that  the  true  interest  cost  of  the 
Assessment  Notes  shall  not  exceed  twelve  percent  (12%)  per  annum.  Interest  on  the 
Assessment  Notes  shall  be  calculated  on  the  basis  of  a  360-day  year  composed  of  twelve  30- 
day  months  and  shall  be  payable  on  the  dates  set  forth  in  the  Delivery  Certificate.  The 
principal  of,  premium,  if  any,  and  interest  on  the  Assessment  Notes  shall  be  payable  in  lawful 
money  of  the  United  States  of  America. 

(c)  Form.  The  Assessment  Notes  shall  be  in  such  form  as  the  Director  of  Public 
Finance  shall  detennine.  The  Assessment  Notes  may  be  printed,  lithographed,  photocopied 
or  typewritten. 

(d)  Execution.  The  Assessment  Notes  shall  be  executed  by  and  in  the  name  of  the 
City  by  the  manual  signature  of  the  Mayor. 

(e)  Transfer  and  Exchange.  The  Assessment  Notes  shall  be  registered  in  the  name 
of  the  City  and  shall  be  non-transferable.  Any  Note  may  be  exchanged  for  a  new  Note  or 
Assessment  Notes,  in  authorized  denominations,  of  the  same  aggregate  principal  amount  and  j 
interest  rate. 

(f)  Redemption.  The  Assessment  Notes  may  be  subject  to  optional  and  mandatory 
redemption  prior  to  their  maturity  dates  as  provided  in  the  Delivery  Certificate. 
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Section  1 1 .   Application  of  Proceeds  of  the  Assessment  Notes.  Upon  the  issuance 
and  delivery  of  the  Assessment  Notes  to  and  payment  therefor  by  the  City,  the  proceeds 
thereof  shall  be  deposited  in  the  Project  Fund,  the  Debt  Service  Fund  and/or  the  Reserve 
Fund  as  provided  in  the  Delivery  Certificate. 

Section  12.    Note  Funds. 

(a)  Assessment  Fund.  There  is  hereby  established  a  special  fund  designated  as 
the  "Assessment  Fund,"  which  fund  shall  be  held  by  the  City  Treasurer  or  by  a  trustee 
designated  by  the  City  (respectively,  a  "Fiscal  Agent").  There  shall  be  deposited  in  the 
Assessment  Fund  that  portion  of  the  Assessments  necessary  from  time  to  time  to  pay  debt 
service  on  the  Assessment  Notes  and  to  replenish  the  Reserve  Fund.  Assessments  received 
by  the  City  from  time  to  time  in  excess  of  the  amounts  required  to  be  deposited  in  the 
Assessment  Fund  may  be  applied  to  any  lawful  purpose  for  such  Assessments. 

(b)  Project  Fund.  There  is  hereby  established  a  special  fund  designated  as  the 
"Project  Fund,"  which  fund  shall  be  held  by  a  Fiscal  Agent,  and  which  may  be  the  Project 
Fund  for  the  Certificates.  The  Fiscal  Agent  shall,  from  time  to  time,  disburse  money  from  the 
Project  Fund  to  pay  costs  of  the  Moscone  Expansion  Project. 

(c)  Debt  Service  Fund.  There  is  hereby  established  a  special  fund  designated  as 
the  "Debt  Service  Fund,"  which  shall  be  held  by  a  Fiscal  Agent.  There  shall  be  deposited  in 
the  Debt  Service  Fund  from  time  to  time  an  amount  from  the  Assessment  Fund  as  shall  be 
necessary  to  pay  the  principal  of,  premium,  if  any,  and  interest  on  the  Assessment  Notes  as 
the  same  shall  become  due. 

(d)  Reserve  Fund.  There  is  hereby  established  a  special  fund  designated  as  the 
"Reserve  Fund,"  which  shall  be  held  by  a  Fiscal  Agent.  The  Reserve  Fund  shall  be 
maintained  until  the  principal  of,  premium,  if  any  and  interest  on  the  Assessment  Notes  is  paid 
in  full  or  until  there  are  no  longer  any  Assessment  Notes  outstanding   If  on  any  date  the 
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amounts  on  deposit  in  the  Debt  Service  Fund  are  less  than  the  principal,  premium,  or  interest 
payments  then  due  with  respect  to  the  Assessment  Notes  on  such  date,  there  shall  be 
transferred  from  the  Reserve  Fund  for  credit  to  the  Debt  Service  Fund  an  amount  sufficient  to 
make  up  such  deficiency.  If  on  any  date  the  amounts  on  deposit  in  the  Resen/e  Fund  are  less 
than  the  Reserve  Requirement,  there  shall  be  transferred  from  the  Assessment  Fund  for 
credit  to  the  Reserve  Fund  an  amount  sufficient  to  make  up  such  deficiency.  The  Reserve 
Fund  may  secure  additional  Assessment  Notes  issued  on  a  parity  with  the  Assessment  Notes. 
Any  excess  amount  on  deposit  in  the  Reserve  Fund  may  be  withdrawn  by  the  Fiscal  Agent  for 
deposit  in  the  Assessment  Fund. 

Section  13.    Pledge  of  the  Assessments  and  the  Assessment  Notes.  Subject  only  to 
the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance  permitting  the  application  thereof  for  the  purposes  and  on  the 
terms  and  conditions  set  forth  herein,  all  of  the  Assessments  (including  redemptions  thereof), 
together  with  interest  and  any  penalties  thereon,  and  any  other  amounts  (including  proceeds 
of  the  sale  of  the  Assessment  Notes)  held  in  any  fund  or  account  established  pursuant  to  this 
Ordinance  are  hereby  pledged  to  secure  the  payment  of  the  principal  of,  premium,  if  any,  and 
interest  on  the  Assessment  Notes  in  accordance  with  their  terms,  the  provisions  of  this 
Ordinance  and  the  Business  Assessment  Act.  Such  pledge  shall  constitute  a  first  lien  on  and 
security  interest  in  such  amounts.  No  other  funds  of  the  City  are  pledged  to  secure  the 
payment  of  the  principal  of,  premium,  if  any,  or  interest  on  the  Assessment  Notes. 

In  addition,  the  Assessment  Notes  are  in  turn  pledged  to  pay  and  secure  the  payment 
of  the  principal,  premium,  if  any,  and  interest  evidenced  by  the  Certificates.  Such  pledge  shall 
constitute  a  first  lien  on  and  security  interest  in  the  Assessment  Notes. 

Section  14.    Additional  Assessment  Notes.  The  City  may,  from  time  to  time,  by  a 
supplement  or  amendment  to  this  Ordinance,  authorize  one  or  more  series  of  additional 
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Assessment  Notes,  secured  by  the  Assessments  on  a  parity  with  the  outstanding  Assessment 
Notes. 

Section  15.    Undertakings  of  the  City  Regarding  the  Assessmen:  Notes. 

(a)  Punctual  Payment.  The  City  shall  punctually  pay  or  cause  to  be  paid  the 
principal  of,  premium,  if  any,  and  interest  on  the  Assessment  Notes  when  due,  in  conformity 
with  the  terms  of  the  Assessment  Notes  and  this  Ordinance,  but  only  out  of  Assessments  and 
other  amounts  provided  for  such  payment  pursuant  to  this  Ordinance. 

(b)  Collection  and  Application  of  the  Assessments.  The  City  shall  comply  with  all 
requirements  of  the  Business  Assessment  Act  and  this  Ordinance  to  assure  the  timely 
collection  of  the  Assessments  and  interest  thereon,  including,  without  limitation,  the 
enforcement  of  delinquent  Assessments  and  remedies  available  with  respect  thereto  Any 
funds  received  by  the  City  in  and  from  the  Assessment  District,  including  but  not  limited  to 
collections  of  Assessments  and  interest  thereon,  and  delinquent  Assessments  and  interest 
and  penalties  thereon,  necessary  for  the  payment  of  the  Assessment  Notes  or  to  replenish  the 
Reserve  Fund  shall  be  deposited  in  the  Assessment  Fund. 

Section  16.  Assessment  Notes  Limited  Obligations.  The  Assessment  Notes  shall  not 
constitute  general  obligations  of  the  City,  but  shall  be  limited  obligations  of  the  City,  payable 
solely  from  the  Assessments  and  the  other  amounts  provided  therefor  under  this  Ordinance. 
Neither  the  faith  and  credit  nor  the  taxing  power  of  the  City  or  the  State  of  California,  or  any 
political  subdivision  thereof,  is  pledged  to  the  payment  of  the  principal  of,  premium,  if  any,  or 
interest  on  the  Assessment  Notes. 

Section  17.   Validation  Action.  The  City  Attorney  is  hereby  authorized  to  bring  an 
action  or  actions  pursuant  to  the  Validation  Act  to  confirm  the  validity  of  Property  Lease,  the 
Project  Lease,  the  Trust  Agreement,  the  Certificates  and/or  the  Assessment  Notes,  and  such

Section  1.  The  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code  is  hereby  amended  by  adding 
Section  6.22(Q),  to  read  as  follows: 

fO)      Contractor  Prompt  Payment.  All  construction  contracts  under  this  Chapter  shall 
require  the  contractor  to  pay  its  subcontractors  within  seven  calendar  days  after  receipt  of  each 
progress  payment  from  the  City,  unless  otherwise  agreed  to  in  writing  in  advance  by  both  contractor 
and  subcontractor.

Be  it  ordained  by  the  People  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco: 
Section  1,.  Findings. 

(a)  The  Planning  Department  has  determined  that  the  actions  contemplated  in  this 
ordinance  comply  with  the  Calrfornia  Environmental  Quality  Act  (California  Public  Resources 
Code  Section  21000  et  seq.).  Said  determination  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  cf

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(c)  This  Board  finds  that  these  Planning  Code  amendments  are  consistent  with  the 
General  Plan  and  with  the  Priority  Policies  of  Planning  Code  Section  101.1  for  the  reasons  set 
forth  in  Planning  Commission  Resolution  No.  18755  and  the  Board  hereby  incorporates  such 
reasons  herein  by  reference. 

Section  2.  The  San  Francisco  Planning  Code  is  hereby  amended  by  amending  Section 
166,  to  read  as  follows: 

(a)  Findings.  The  Board  hereby  finds  and  declares  as  follows:  One  of  the  challenges 
posed  by  new  development  is  the  increased  number  of  privately-owned  automobiles  it  brings 
to  San  Francisco's  congested  neighborhoods.  Grovi^h  in  the  number  of  privately-owned 
automobiles  increases  demands  on  the  City's  limited  parking  supply  and  often  contributes  to 
increased  traffic  congestion,  transit  delays,  pollution  and  noise.  Car-sharing  can  mitigate  the 
negative  impacts  of  new  development  by  reducing  the  rate  of  individual  car-ownership  per 
household,  the  average  number  of  vehicle  miles  driven  per  household  and  the  total  amount  of 
automobile-generated  pollution  per  household.  Accordingly,  car-sharing  services  should  be 
supported  through  the  Planning  Code  when  a  car-sharing  organization  can  demonstrate  that  it 
reduces:  (i)  the  number  of  individually-owned  automobiles  per  household,  (ii)  vehicle  miles 
traveled  per  household;  and  (iii)  vehicle  emissions  generated  per  household. 

(b)  Definitions.  For  purposes  of  this  Code,  the  following  definitions  shall  apply: 

(1)  A  "car-share  service"  is  a  mobility  enhancement  service  that  provides  an 
integrated  citywide  network  of  neighborhood-based  motor  vehicles  available  only  to  members 
by  reservation  on  an  hourly  basis,  or  in  smaller  intervals,  and  at  variable  rates.  Car-sharing  is 
designed  to  complement  existing  transit  and  bicycle  transportation  systems  by  providing  a 
practical  alternative  to  private  motor  vehicle  ownership,  with  the  goal  of  reducing  over- 
dependency  on  individually  owned  motor  vehicles.  Car-share  vehicles  must  be  located  at 
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unstaffed,  self-service  locations  (other  than  any  incidental  garage  valet  service)  and  geru.-raliy 
be  available  for  pick-up  by  members  24  hours  per  day.  A  car-share  sen/ice  shall  provide 
automobile  insurance  for  its  members  when  using  car-share  vehicles  and  shall  assume 
responsibility  for  maintaining  car-share  vehicles. 

(2)  A  "certified  car-share  organization"  is  any  public  or  private  entity  that 
provides  a  membership-based  car-share  service  to  the  public  and  manages,  maintains  and 
insures  motor  vehicles  for  shared  use  by  individual  and  group  members.  To  qualify  as  a 
certified  car-share  organization,  a  car-share  organization  shall  submit  a  written  report 
prepared  by  an  independent  third  party  academic  institution  or  transportation  consulting  firm 
that  clearly  demonstrates,  based  on  a  statistically  significant  analysis  of  quantitative  data,  that 
such  car-sharing  service  has  achieved  two  or  more  of  the  following  environmental 
performance  goals  in  any  market  where  they  have  operated  for  at  least  two  years:  {i^  (At  lower 
household  automobile  ownership  among  members  than  the  market  area's  general  population;

This  report  shall  be  called  a  Car-sharing 
Certification  Study  and  shall  be  reviewed  by  Planning  Department  staff  for  accuracy  and 
made  available  to  the  public  upon  request.  The  Zoning  Administrator  shall  only  approve 
certification  of  a  car-share  organization  if  the  Planning  Department  concludes  that  the 
Certification  Study  is  technically  accurate  and  clearly  demonstrates  that  the  car-share 
organization  has  achieved  two  or  more  of  the  above  environmental  performance  goals  during 
a  two-year  period  of  operation.  The  Zoning  Administrator  shall  establish  specific  quantifiable 
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performance  thresholds,  as  appropriate,  for  each  of  the  three  environmental  performance 
goals  set  forth  in  this  subsection. 

(3)  The  Planning  Department  shall  maintain  a  list  of  certified  car-share 
organizations  that  the  Zoning  Administrator  has  determined  satisfy  the  minimum 
environmental  performance  criteria  set  forth  in  subsection  166(b)(2)  above.

Property  owners  may  enact  reasonable  security  measures  to  ensure  such  24-hour  access 
does  not  jeopardize  the  safety  and  security  of  the  larger  parking  facility  where  the  car-share 
parking  space  is  located  so  long  as  such  security  measures  do  not  prevent  practical  and 
ready  access  to  the  off-street  car-share  parking  spaces.

(a)  General  Findino.  The  Building  Inspection  Commission  considered  this  ordinan(

(a)  Environmental  Finding.  The  Planning  Department  has  determined  that  the 
actions  contemplated  in  this  ordinance  comply  with  the  California  Environmental  Quality  Act 
(California  Public  Resources  Code  Section  21000  et  seq.).  Said  detennination  is  on  file  with 
the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No.  121018  and  is  incorporated  herein  by 
reference. 

££l(b)  Findings  pursuant  to  Health  and  Safety  Code  Section  17958.5  The  Board  of 
Supervisors  finds  that  the  legislative  findings  set  forth  in  Subsection  (c)  below  constitute 
findings  of  local  conditions  justifying  deviation  from  the  California  Housing  Code.

(1)  The  high  cost  of  housing  in  San  Francisco  makes  residential  hotel  guest  rooms  with 
common  toilet  and  bathing  facilities  ("SROs")  the  only  available  housing  option  for  many 
seniors,  persons  v^ith  disabilities,  and  others  on  low  or  fixed  incomes. 

(2)  The  Mayor's  Office  of  Housing  2010-2014  Consolidated  Plan  (with  the  Mayor's 
Office  of  Economic  and  Workforce  Development  and  the  former  San  Francisco 
Redevelopment  Agency)  identified  8,000  seniors  and  young  adults  with  disabilities  living  in 
SROs. 

(3)  In  2012,  the  Senior  Action  Network  and  Mission  SRO  Collaborative,  Central  City 
SRO  Collaborative,  and  SRO  Families  United  Collaborative  prepared  "The  2012  Senior  and 
Adults  with  Disabilities  in  SRO's  Survey,"  which  found  that  48  percent  of  the  151  respondents 
surveyed  did  not  have  grab  bars  in  their  common  toilet  and  bathing  facilities.  There  is  no 
current  grab  bar  requirement. 

(4)  It  is  important  that  seniors  and  persons  with  disabilities  residing  in  SROs  have 
access  to  a  working  telephone  in  the  room  in  which  they  reside.  California  Civil  Code  Section

(5)  Firms  shall  meet  all  criteria  that  the  HRG-City  Administraior  shall  by  rule  adopt  to 
the  end  that  firms  certified  as  PUC-LBEs  shall  be  similarly  situated  to  LBEs  to  the  extent 
practicable,  taking  into  account  the  special  circumstances  of  their  location  and  the  needs  of 
the  PUC  Regional  projects.

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population  of  transit  customers;  increase  transit  use  and  reduce  travel  time;  reduce  air  and 
noise  pollution  and  provide  congestion  relief. 

(c)  Construction  of  the  subway  portion  of  tiie  extension,  from  underneath  Interstate 
80  to  the  Chinatown  Station,  requires  the  use  of  two  tunnel  boring  machines.  The  Project 
originally  included  plans  to  remove  the  tunnel  boring  machines  from  a  location  in  North  Beach 
in  the  right-of-way  of  Columbus  Avenue,  between  Powell  Street  and  Union  Street, 
approximately  2000  feet  beyond  the  Chinatown  Station.  Retrieval  of  the  machines  from 
Columbus  Avenue  will  require  closing  two  lanes  of  Columbus  Avenue  for  almost  a  year.  After 
further  consideration,  and  in  order  to  avoid  the  traffic  disruptions  caused  by  the  original 
retrieval  location,  the  SFMTA  proposes  to  change  the  location  where  the  tunnel  boring 
machines  are  retrieved  to  an  off-street  location  at  1731-1741  Powell  Street. 

(d)  The  proposed  new  location  for  the  removal  of  the  machines  is  currently 
occupied  by  the  former  Pagoda  Palace,  or  Pagoda  Theater.  The  Pagoda  Palace  is  a  former 
movie  and  live  performance  theater  built  around  1908.  The  building  is  approximately  56  feet 
tall.  The  building  height  is  consistent  with  other  building  heights  in  the  same  block  where  it  is 
located,  including  the  height  of  the  building  directly  adjacent  to  the  Pagoda  Palace  to  the 
south;  however,  it  exceeds  the  current  height  limit  in  the  area,  which  is  40  feet.  The  building 
has  been  officially  closed  since  1994,  is  currently  vacant. 

(e)  On  January  8,  2009,  in  Motion  number  17797,  the  San  Francisco  Planning 
Commission  approved  a  conditional  use  authorization  to  allow  the  building  to  be  converted 
from  a  movie  theater  use  to  a  mixed-use  residential,  parking  and  ground  floor  retail  project 
with  basement  parking.  The  Planning  Commission  approved  an  amended  conditional  use 
authorization  on  October  28,  2010,  in  Motion  number  18204,  which  did  not  alter  the  project, 
but  allowed  the  project  sponsor  to  change  the  method  by  which  the  project  sponsor  complied 
with  the  City's  affordable  housing  requirements. 
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(f)  As  approved  by  the  Planning  Commission  in  Motion  numbers  17797  and  18204, 
the  reuse  of  1731-1741  Powell  as  a  mixed-use  residential  and  retail  project  would  have 
consisted  of  a  seismic/structural  retrofit,  and  would  not  have  constituted  structural  demolition. 
As  an  alteration  of  a  non-complying  structure,  and  not  demolition,  the  approved  project  would 
comply  with  the  applicable  zoning  regulations  relative  to  building  height,  which  allows  altered 
non-conforming  buildings  to  remain  at  their  current  height.  However,  use  of  the  site  by  the 
Central  Subway  to  remove  the  tunnel  boring  machines  will  require  the  demolition  of  the 
structure  in  order  to  provide  the  necessary  construction  access.  This  Ordinance  will  allow  the 
Central  Subway  to  demolish  the  non-complying  structure  while  preserving  the  ability  of  the 
project  sponsor  to  construct  the  previously  approved  mixed-use  residential/retail  use,  which 
included  a  building  consistent  with  the  previously  existing  height.  By  adopting  a  special  use 
district  exclusively  for  the  site,  the  40  foot  height  limit  remains  applicable  for  other  parcels  in 
the  area. 

(g)  In  addition,  since  the  time  that  the  Planning  Commission  approved  Motions 
17797  and  18204,  several  Planning  Code  provisions  have  been  added  or  amended  which,  if 
applicable  to  the  project  site,  would  trigger  additional  restrictions  on  the  ability  of  the  project 
sponsor  to  construct  the  previously  approved  project.  These  restrictions  would  not  apply  to  the 
previously  approved  project.  This  Ordinance  would  allow  the  construction  of  the  previously 
approved  project  without  requiring  compliance  with  these  later  enacted  Planning  Code 
provisions. 

Section  2.  Findings. 

(a)      On  August  7,  2008,  the  City's  Planning  Commission  certified  that  the  Final 
Supplemental  Environmental  Impact  Statement/Supplemental  Environmental  Impact  Report

(4)  Rear  Yard.  The  provisions  of  Section  134  shall  not  apply  in  this  District. 

(5)  Ground  Floor  Ceilins  Heights.  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  section  145. 1,  ground 
floor  non-residential  uses  in  this  District  shall  have  a  minimum  floor-to-floor  height  of  8.5  feet. 

(6)  Exposure.  The  requirements  of  Section  140  shall  not  apply.  Any  dwelling  unit  shall 
either  face  onto  a  public  street  or  a  lightwell  measuring  at  least  25  feet. 

(7)  Demolition.  Notwithstanding  any  other  provision  in  this  Code,  in  this  District,  an 
application  authorizing  demolition  of  a  building  may  be  granted  prior  to  fund  approval  of  a  building 
permit  for  construction  of  a  replacement  building,  as  long  as  the  replacement  building  has  been 
conditionally  authorized.

The  provisions  of  Section  352  shall  apply  to  this  District,  provided  however,  that  if 
the  Planning  Commission  has  approved  a  conditional  use  authorization  for  a  substantially  similar 
project  within  the  previous  4  years  of  the  effective  date  of  this  ordinance,  such  fees  shall  be  waived. 

(d)  Sunset  Provision.  This  Section  249. 70  shall  be  repealed  5  years  after  its  initial  effective 
date  unless  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  on  or  before  that  date,  extends  or  re-enacts  it.

Ordinance  amending  the  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code,  by  adding  sections 
16.704  and  16.29-7.6,  to  mandate  payments  to  City  employees  to  offset  federal  income 
taxation  on  health  insurance  premiums  for  their  same-sex  spouses  or  same-sex 
domestic  partners,  and  to  exclude  such  payments  from  the  computation  of 
compensation  under  the  San  Francisco  Employees'  Retirement  System. 


Be  it  ordained  by  the  People  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco: 
Section  1.  The  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code  is  hereby  amended  by  adding 
Section  16.704,  as  follows: 

SEC.  1 6. 704.  REMEDYING  DISCRIMINATION  AGAINST  EMPLOYEES  /A^  SAME-SEX 
MARRIAGES  OR  IN  SAME-SEX  DOMESTIC  PARTNERSHIPS 

fa)      Findinss  and  Purpose.  The  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  fCin')  finds  that  its  own 
employees  with  same-sex  spouses  or  same-sex  domestic  partners  suffer  both  dignitary  and  economic 
harm  as  a  result  of  discriminatory  federal  laws.  In  particular,  as  a  result  of  discriminatory  treatment 
under  federal  tax  laws  thai  impose  taxes  on  health  care  coverage  provided  to  employees  with  same-sex, 
but  not  those  with  opposite-sex,  spouses.  City  employees  with  same-sex  spouses  or  same-sex  domestic 
partners  suffer  not  only  the  indignities  of  being  treated  as  second-class  citizens  by  their  own 
government:  they  also  suffer  measurable  financial  harm  that  is  concrete,  persistent,  and  si^uficant. 
and  in  some  cases  immense. 
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The  City  is  committed  to  the  equitable  principle  that  all  City  employees  receive  equal  pay  for 
equal  work.  That  principle  is  unattainable  for  City  employees  with  same-sex  spouses  or  same-sex 
domestic  partners  so  Ions  as:  (J)  state  law  prevents  same-sex  couples  from  marryins:  (2)  federal  law 
treats  the  value  of  employer  contributions  for  same-sex  spouses'  or  same-sex  domestic  partners'  health 
insurance  premiums  as  taxable  income,  and  does  not  tax  employer  subsidies  for  opposite-sex  spouses ' 
health  insurance  premiums:  and  (3)  federal  law  prevents  the  use  of  pre-tax  dollars  by  employees  to  pay 
health  insurance  premiums  for  their  same-sex  spouses  or  same-sex  domestic  partners,  while  allowing 
the  use  of  pre-tax  dollars  by  employees  to  pay  health  insurance  premiums  for  their  opposite-sex 
spouses. 

In  an  effort  to  offset  the  discriminatory  impact  of  federal  taxation  on  same-sex  spouse  and  same 
sex-domestic  partner  health  insurance  premiums,  and  to  come  closer  to  achieving  the  equitable 
principle  of  equal  pay  for  equal  work,  this  Section  16. 704  requires  the  City  to  make  payments  to  City 
employees  who  are  provided  subsidies  for,  and/or  who  pay  all  or  part  of  the  premiums  for,  their  same- 
sex  spouses'  or  same-sex  domestic  partners'  health  insurance  premiums. 

fb)      For  each  City  employee  Health  Service  System  member  who  is  sub  ject  to  federal 
taxation  on  health  insurance  premiums  (both  medical  and  dentaO  paid  by  the  City  for  a  same-sex 
spouse,  or  same-sex  domestic  partner,  the  City  shall  pay  an  amount  equal  to  tM'ent\'  (20%)  percent  of 
the  portion  of  the  employee's  health  insurance  premiums  attributable  to  the  same-sex  spouse,  or  same- 
sex  par  tJier,  as  determined  by  the  San  Francisco  Health  Service  System.  These  payments  shall  not  be 
part  of  the  employee's  base  pay,  are  not  payments  made  as  compensation  for  hours  of 
employment,  and  shall  not  be  included  in  any  overtime  or  premium  pay  calculations. 

(c)  Operative  Date.  This  Section  16. 704  shall  become  operative  on  July  1,  2013. 

(d)  Expiration.    This  Section  16. 704  shall  expire  in  its  entirety,  or  g.v  applied  specifically  to 
one  or  more  of  the  following  three  group.y  of  City  employees  -  employees  with  same-sex  spouses  who 
married  in  California:  employees  with  same-sex  spouses  who  married  outside  of  California:  and 
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employees  with  same-sex  domestic  partners  —  if,  and  when,  the  City  Attorney's  Office  certifies  lo  the 
Mayor  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors  that  one  or  more  of  those  i^roups  of  Cir\'  employees  are  no  longer 
subject  to  discriminatory  federal  income  taxation  of  health  insurance  premiums  attributable  to  their 
same-sex  spouses  or  same-sex  domestic  partners.  This  Ordinance  shall  continue  to  apply  to  those 
groups  of  City  employees  listed  above  who  continue  to  be  subject  to  discriminatory  federal  income  tax 
on  health  insurance  premiums  attributable  to  their  same-sex  spouses  or  same-sex  domestic  parttiers. 

Section  2.  The  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code  is  hereby  amended  by  adding 
Section  16.29-7.6,  as  follows: 

SEC  16.29-7.6.  DEFINITIONS- COMPENSATION  PAID  TO  OFFSET  FEDEHh  I. 
TAXATION  OF  HEALTH  INSURANCE  PREMIUMS  FOR  CITY  EMPLOYEES  WITH  SAME  SEX 
SPOUSES  OR  SAME  SEX  DOMESTIC  PARTNERS  EXCLUDED. 

When  the  compensation  of  a  member  is  a  factor  in  any  computation  to  be  made  under  the 
Retirement  System,  there  shall  be  excluded  from  such  computation  any  compensation  paid  to  offset 
federal  taxation  of  health  insurance  premiums  for  same-sex  spouses  or  same-sex  domestic  partners.

Section  1.  The  San  Francisco  Police  Code  is  hereby  amended  by  amending

(1)  "Firearm  ammunition,"  as  used  in  this  Section,  shall  include  any  ammunition

(2)  Ammunition  designated  by  its  manufacturer  for  purchase  by  law:  enforcement  or 
military  agencies  only,  unless  other  ammunition  is  available  to  the  general  public  that  has  physical 
properties  resulting  in  ballistics  performance  identical  to  such  ammunition. 

(b)  Possession  Prohibited;  Exceptions.  No  person,  firm,  corporation  or  other  entity  may

Ordinance  amending  tlie  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code,  Section  14B.16,  to 
rescind  the  sunset  clause  in  the  San  Francisco  Bonding  and  Financial  Assistance 
Program,  make  technical  amendments,  and  make  environmental  findings  and  findings 


Be  it  ordained  by  the  People  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco: 

Section  1.  The  Planning  Department  has  determined  that  the  actions  contemplated  in 
this  ordinance  comply  with  the  California  Environmental  Quality  Act  (California  Public 
Resources  Code  Section  21000  et  seq.).  Said  determination  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No.  121211  and  is  incorporated  herein  by  reference. 

Section  2.  The  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code  is  hereby  amended  by  amending 
Section  14B.16,  to  read  as  follows: 

(A)  San  Francisco  Bonding  and  Financial  Assistance  Program. 

(1)  Program  Description.  The  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  acting  through  the 
City  Administrator,  or,  in  his  or  her  discretion,  as  delegated  to  the  Director  of  Risk  Management,  a 
division  of  the  Office  of  the  City  Administrator  ("Risk  Mana2er")Commission.  intends  to  provide 
guarantees  to  private  bonding  companies  and  financial  institutions  in  order  to  induce  those 
entities  to  provide  required  bonding  and  financing  to  eligible  contractors  and  subcontractors 
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bidding  on  and  performing  City  public  works/construction  contracts.  This  bonding  and  financial 
assistance  program  is  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  Section  14B. 16(A) 

(2)  Eligible  Contracts.  The  assistance  described  in  this  Section  14B. 16(A)  shall  be 
available  for  any  City  public  works/  construction  contract  to  which  this  Ordinance  applies. 

(3)  Eligible  Businesses.  Businesses  must  meet  the  following  criteria  to  qualify  for 
assistance  under  this  Section  148. 16(A). 

(a)  The  business  may  be  either  a  prime  contractor  or  subcontractor;  and 

(b)  The  business  must  be  certified  by  the  Diroaor  Contract  Monitorum  Division  of 
the  Office  of  the  City  Administrator  ("CMP")  as  an  LBE  according  to  the  requirements  of  Section 
14B.3,  14B.5,  or14B.6; 

(c)  The  business  may  be  required  to  participate  in  a  "bonding  assistance 
training  program"  as  offered  by  the  Risk  Manaser Commission,  which  is  anticipated  to  provide 
the  following: 

(i)  Bond  application  assistance. 

(ii)  Assistance  in  developing  financial  statements, 

(iii)  Assistance  in  development  of  a  pre-bond  surety  profile, 

(iv)  Identification  of  internal  financial  control  systems,  and 

(v)  Development  of  accurate  financial  reporting  tools. 

(4)  Agreements  Executed  by  the  Risk  ManaserHumon  Rights  Commission.  The  Risk 
ManaserDircctor  is  hereby  authorized  to  enter  into  the  following  agreements  in  order  to 
implement  the  bonding  and  financial  assistance  program  described  in  this  Section  14B. 16(A): 

(a)  With  respect  to  a  surety  bond,  the  agreement  to  guaranty  up  to  40  percent 
of  the  face  amount  of  the  bond  or  $750,000,  whichever  is  less; 

(b)  With  respect  to  a  construction  loan  to  be  made  to  a  contractor  or 
subcontractor,  an  agreement  to  guaranty  up  to  50  percent  of  the  original  pnncipal  amount  of 
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the  construction  loan  or  50  percent  of  the  actual  loss  suffered  by  the  financial  institution  as  a 
result  of  a  loan  default,  whichever  is  less;  provided  that  in  any  event  the  City's  obligations  with 
respect  to  a  guaranty  shall  not  exceed  $750,000; 

(c)    Any  other  documents  deemed  necessary  by  the  Risk  Manager Dif  vcfor  to 
carry  out  the  objectives  of  this  program,  provided  that  such  documents  shall  be  subject  to 
review  and  approval  by  the  City  Attorney's  Office. 

(5)  Monitoring  and  Enforcement.  The  Risk  Manager  Director  shall  maintain  records 
on  the  use  and  effectiveness  of  this  program,  including  but  not  limited  to  (1)  the  identities  of 
the  businesses  and  bonding  companies  participating  in  this  program,  (2)  the  types  and  dollar 
amounts  of  public  work  contracts  for  which  the  program  is  utilized,  and  (3)  the  types  and  dollar 
amounts  of  losses  which  the  City  is  required  to  fund  under  this  program.  The  Risk  Manaiier 
Director  shall  submit  written  reports  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  every  six  months  beginning 
January  1,  2007,  advising  the  Board  of  the  status  of  this  program  and  its  funding  capacity,  and 
an  analysis  of  whether  this  program  is  providing  to  be  useful  and  needed. 

(6)  Contributions  to  the  San  Francisco  Self-insurance  Surety  Bond  Fund.  Subject 
to  the  budgetary  and  fiscal  provisions  of  the  San  Francisco  Charter,  each  department  that 
conducts  public  works  or  improvements  under  Chapter  6  of  the  Administrative  Code  shall 
contribute  annually  to  the  San  Francisco  Self-Insurance  Surety  Bond  Fund  ("the  Fund  ')  an 
amount  that  is  set  by  multiplying  the  annual  contribution  rate  set  pursuant  to  Section 

1 0. 1 00-371  (c)  times  its  total  appropriations  for  capital  construction  and  improvement. 

— No  later  than  May  1,  2009,  the  Director  in  consuliation  with  the  City's  Risk  Manager 
shall  conduct  a  study  of  the  City's  maintenance  and  facility  contracts  for  the  purpose  of  recommending 
a  process  for  the  annual  contribution  rate  that  would  enable  the  City  to  include  such  contracts  in  the 
City's  Bonding  and  Financial  Assistance  Program.  No  later  than  June  1,  2009,  the  Director  shall

The  City  AdministratorPirector  shall  continue  to  develop 
and  ff?-strengthen  cu/.v/me  education  and  training  programs  for  LBEs  and  City  contract 
awarding  personnel. 

(C)  Cooperative  Agreements.  With  the  approval  of  the  C^mimission  and  the  Board  of 
Supervisors,  the  ( /n^  Administrator  Director  may  enter  into  cooperative  agreements  with 
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agencies,  public  and  private,  concerned  with  increasing  the  use  of  LBEs  in  government 
contracting.

The  rear  yard  requirements  established  by  this  Section  1 34  shall  apply  to  every 
building  in  an  R  NC-1 ,  NC-2  District  or  Individual  Neighborhood  Commercial  District  as  noted 
in  Subsection  (a),  except  those  buildings  which  contain  only  single  room  occupancy  (SRO)  or 
live/work  units  and  except  in  the  Bernal  Heights  Special  Use  District,  We  stem  So  Ma  Specia!  Use 
Pi  stria,  and  Residential  Character  Districts  to  the  extent  these  provisions  are  inconsistent  v^ith 
the  requirements  set  forth  in  Section^  242  and  823  of  this  Code.  With  the  exception  of 
dwellings  in  the  South  of  Market  Mixed  Use  and  Eastern  Neighborhoods  Mixed  Use  Districts 
containing  only  SRO  units,  the  rear  yard  requirements  of  this  Section  134  shall  also  apply  to 
every  dwelling  in  a(n)  MUG,  WMUG.  MUO,  MUR,  UMU,  SPD,  RED.  RED-MX.  RSD.  SLR,  SLI, 
SSO,  NC-2,  NCT-1,  NCT-2,  NC-3,  NCT-3,  Individual  Area  Neighborhood  Commercial  Transit 
District,  Individual  Neighborhood  Commercial  District  as  noted  in  Subsection  (a),  C  or  M 
District.  Rear  yards  shall  not  be  required  in  NC-S  Districts.  These  requirements  are  intended 
to  assure  the  protection  and  continuation  of  established  midblock,  landscaped  open  spaces, 
and  maintenance  of  a  scale  of  development  appropriate  to  each  district,  consistent  with  the 
location  of  adjacent  buildings. 

(a)  Basic  Requirements.  The  basic  rear  yard  requirements  shall  be  as  follows  for  the 
districts  indicated: 

(1)  RH.1(D),  RH-1,  RH-1(S),  RM-3,  RM-4,  RC-1,  RC-2,  RC-3,  RC-4,  NC,  C,  M, 
MUG,  WMUG,  MUO,  MUR,  UMU,  RED,  RED-MX,  SPD,  RSD,  SLR,  SLI  and  SSO  Districts. 

The  minimum  rear  yard  depth  shall  be  equal  to  25  percent  of  the  total  depth  of  the  lot  on 
which  the  building  is  situated,  but  in  no  case  less  than  15  feet.  For  buildings  containing  only 
SRO  units  in  the  South  of  Market  Mixed  Use  and  Eastern  Neighborhoods  Mixed  Use  Districts, 
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the  minimum  rear  yard  depth  shall  be  equal  to  25  percent  of  the  total  depth  of  the  lot  on  which 
the  building  is  situated,  but  the  required  rear  yard  of  SRO  buildings  not  exceeding  a  height  of 
65  feet  shall  be  reduced  in  specific  situations  as  described  in  Subsection  (c)  below 

(A)  RH-1(D),  RH-1,  RH-1(S),  RM-3,  RM-4,  RC-1,  NC-1,  NCT-1.  Inner 
Sunset,  Outer  Clement  Street,  Haight  Street,  Sacramento  Street,  24th  Street-Noe  Valley, 
and  West  Portal  Avenue  Districts.  Rear  yards  shall  be  provided  at  grade  level  and  at  each 
succeeding  level  or  story  of  the  building. 

(B)  NC-2,  NCT-2,  Ocean  Avenue,  Castro  Street,  Inner  Clement  Street, 
Upper  Fillmore  Street,  North  Beach,  Union  Street,  Valencia  Street,  24th  Street-Mission^ 
ff«^GIen  Park.  RCD  and  Folsom  Street  Districts.  Rear  yards  shall  be  provided  at  the  second 
story,  and  at  each  succeeding  story  of  the  building,  and  at  the  first  story  if  it  contains  a 
dwelling  unit.

(C)  RC-2,  RC-3,  RC-4,  NC-3,  NCT-3,  Broadway,  Hayes-Gough,  \CT, 
Upper  Market  Street,  Uvver  Market  Street NCT,  SoMa,  ACT,  Mission  Street,  \CT,  Polk 
Street,  Pacific  Avenue,  C,  M,  REDy  SPD,  RSD,  SLR,  SLI,  SSO,  MUR,  MUG,  MUO,  and  UMU 

Districts.  Rear  yards  shall  be  provided  at  the  lowest  story  containing  a  dwelling  unit,  and  at 
each  succeeding  level  or  story  of  the  building.  In  the  Hayes-Gough  NCT,  lots  fronting  the  east 
side  of  Octavia  Boulevard  between  Linden  and  Market  Streets  (Central  Freeway  Parcels  L.  M, 
N,  R,  S,  T,  U,  and  V)  are  not  required  to  provide  rear  yards  at  any  level  of  the  building. 
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provided  that  the  project  fully  meets  the  usable  open  space  requirement  for  dwelling  units  per 
Section  135  of  this  Code,  the  exposure  requirements  of  Section  140,  and  gives  adequate 
architectural  consideration  to  the  light  and  air  needs  of  adjacent  buildings  given  the 
constraints  of  the  project  site. 

(D)  Upper  Market  NCT  and  Upper  Market  NCD.  Rear  yards  shall  be 
provided  at  the  grade  level,  and  at  each  succeeding  story  of  the  building.  For  buildings  in  the 
Upper  Market  NCT  that  do  not  contain  residential  uses  and  that  do  not  abut  adjacent  lots  with 
an  existing  pattern  of  rear  yards  or  mid-block  open  space,  the  Zoning  Administrator  may 
waive  or  reduce  this  rear  yard  requirement  pursuant  to  the  procedures  of  subsection  (e). 

(E)  RED,  RED-MXand  WMUG  Districts  Rear  yards  shall  he  provided  at  the 
^ound  level  for  any  building  containing  a  dwelling  unit,  and  at  each  succeding  level  or  story  of  the 
building. 

(2)  RH-2,  RH-3,  RTO,  RTO-M,  RM-1  and  RM-2  Districts.  The  minimum  rear 
yard  depth  shall  be  equal  to  45  percent  of  the  total  depth  of  the  lot  on  which  the  building  is 
situated,  except  to  the  extent  that  a  reduction  in  this  requirement  is  permitted  by  Subsection 
(c)  below.  Rear  yards  shall  be  provided  at  grade  level  and  at  each  succeeding  level  or  story  of 
the  building. 
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(c)  Reduction  of  Requirements  In  RH-2,  RH-3,  RTO,  RTO-M,  RM-1  and  RM-2 
Districts.  The  rear  yard  requirement  stated  in  Paragraph  (a)(2)  above,  for  RH-2,  RH-3,  RTO, 
RTO-M,  RM-1  and  RM-2  Districts,  and  as  stated  in  Paragraph  (a)(1)  above,  for  single  room 
occupancy  buildings  located  in  either  the  South  of  Market  Mixed  Use  or  Eastern 
Neighborhoods  Mixed  Use  Districts  not  exceeding  a  height  of  65  feet,  shall  be  reduced  in 
specific  situations  as  described  in  this  Subsection  (c),  based  upon  conditions  on  adjacent  lots 
Except  for  those  SRO  buildings  referenced  above  in  this  paragraph  whose  rear  yard  can  be 
reduced  in  the  circumstances  described  in  Subsection  (c)  to  a  15-foot  minimum,  under  no 
circumstances,  shall  the  minimum  rear  yard  be  thus  reduced  to  less  than  a  depth  equal  to  25 
percent  of  the  total  depth  of  the  lot  on  which  the  building  is  situated,  or  to  less  than  15  feet, 
whichever  is  greater. 

(1)  General  Rule.  In  such  districts,  the  forward  edge  of  the  required  rear  yard 
shall  be  reduced  to  a  line  on  the  subject  lot,  parallel  to  the  rear  lot  line  of  such  lot,  which  is  an 
average  between  the  depths  of  the  rear  building  walls  of  the  two  adjacent  buildings.  Except  for 
single  room  occupancy  buildings  in  the  South  of  Market  Mixed  Use  Districts,  in  any  case  in 
which  a  rear  yard  requirement  is  thus  reduced,  the  last  10  feet  of  building  depth  thus 
permitted  on  the  subject  lot  shall  be  limited  to  a  height  of  30  feet,  measured  as  prescribed  by 
Section  260  of  this  Code,  or  to  such  lesser  height  as  may  be  established  by  Section  261  of 
this  Code. 

(2)  Alternative  Method  of  Averaging,  If,  under  the  rule  stated  in  Paragraph 
(c)(1)  above,  a  reduction  in  the  required  rear  yard  is  permitted,  the  reduction  may  alternatively 
be  averaged  in  an  irregular  manner;  provided  that  the  area  of  the  resulting  reduction  shall  be 
no  more  than  the  product  of  the  width  of  the  subject  lot  along  the  line  established  by 
Paragraph  (c)(1)  above  times  the  reduction  in  depth  of  rear  yard  permitted  by  Paragraph 
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(c)(1);  and  provided  further  that  all  portions  of  the  open  area  on  the  part  of  the  lot  to  which  the 
rear  yard  reduction  applies  shall  be  directly  exposed  laterally  to  the  open  area  behind  the 
adjacent  building  having  the  lesser  depth  of  its  rear  building  wall. 

(3)  Method  of  Measurement.  For  purposes  of  this  Subsection  (c),  an  "adjacent 
building"  shall  mean  a  building  on  a  lot  adjoining  the  subject  lot  along  a  side  lot  line,  In  all 
cases  the  location  of  the  rear  building  wall  of  an  adjacent  building  shall  be  taken  as  the  line  of 
greatest  depth  of  any  portion  of  the  adjacent  building  which  occupies  at  least    the  width 
between  the  side  lot  lines  of  the  lot  on  which  such  adjacent  building  is  located,  and  which  has 
a  height  of  at  least  20  feet  above  grade,  or  two  stories,  whichever  is  less,  excluding  all 
permitted  obstructions  listed  for  rear  yards  in  Section  1 36  of  this  Code.  Where  a  lot  adjoining 
the  subject  lot  is  vacant,  or  contains  no  dwelling  or  group  housing  structure,  or  is  located  in  an 
RH-1(D),  RH-1,  RH-1(S),  RM-3,  RM-4,  RC,  RED,  RED-MX.  MUG.  WMUG,  MUR.  UMU,  SPD, 
RSD,  SLR,  SLI,  SSO,  NC,  C,  M  or  P  District,  such  adjoining  lot  shall,  for  purposes  of  the 
calculations  in  this  Subsection  (c),  be  considered  to  have  an  adjacent  building  upon  it  whose 
rear  building  wall  is  at  a  depth  equal  to  75  percent  of  the  total  depth  of  the  subject  lot. 

(4)  Applicability  to  Special  Lot  Situations.  In  the  following  special  lot 
situations,  the  general  rule  stated  in  Paragraph  (c)(1)  above  shall  be  applied  as  provided  in 
this  Paragraph  (c)(4),  and  the  required  rear  yard  shall  be  reduced  if  conditions  on  the  adjacent 
lot  or  lots  so  indicate  and  if  all  other  requirements  of  this  Section  134  are  met. 
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(A)  Corner  Lots  and  Lots  at  Alley  Intersections.  On  a  corner  iot  as 
defined  by  this  Code,  or  a  lot  at  the  intersection  of  a  street  and  an  alley  or  two  alleys  the 
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forward  edge  of  the  required  rear  yard  shall  be  reduced  to  a  line  on  the  subject  lot  which  is  at 
the  depth  of  the  rear  building  wall  of  the  one  adjacent  building. 

(B)  Lots  Abutting  Properties  with  Buildings  that  Front  on  Another 
Street  or  Alley.  In  the  case  of  any  lot  that  abuts  along  one  of  its  side  lot  lines  upon  a  lot  with  a 
building  that  fronts  on  another  street  or  alley,  the  lot  on  which  it  so  abuts  shall  be  disregarded, 
and  the  forward  edge  of  the  required  rear  yard  shall  be  reduced  to  a  line  on  the  subject  lot 
which  is  at  the  depth  of  the  rear  building  wall  of  the  one  adjacent  building  fronting  on  the  same 
street  or  alley.  In  the  case  of  any  lot  that  abuts  along  both  its  side  lot  lines  upon  lots  with 
buildings  that  front  on  another  street  or  alley,  both  lots  on  which  it  so  abuts  shall  be 

10    I  disregarded,  and  the  minimum  rear  yard  depth  for  the  subject  lot  shall  be  equal  to  25  percent

of  the  total  depth  of  the  subject  lot,  or  15  feet,  whichever  is  greater. 

(C)  Through  Lots  Abutting  Properties  that  Contain  Two  Buildings. 

Where  a  lot  is  a  through  lot  having  both  its  front  and  its  rear  lot  line  along  streets,  alleys,  or  a 
street  and  an  alley,  and  both  adjoining  lots  are  also  through  lots,  each  containing  two 
dwellings  or  group  housing  structures  that  front  at  opposite  ends  of  the  lot,  the  subject  through 
lot  may  also  have  two  buildings  according  to  such  established  pattern,  each  fronting  at  one 
end  of  the  lot,  provided  all  the  other  requirements  of  this  Code  are  met.  In  such  cases  the  rear 
yard  required  by  this  Section  134  for  the  subject  lot  shall  be  located  in  the  central  portion  of 
the  lot,  between  the  two  buildings  on  such  lot,  and  the  depth  of  the  rear  wall  of  each  building 
from  the  street  or  alley  on  which  it  fronts  shall  be  established  by  the  average  of  the  depths  of 
the  rear  building  walls  of  the  adjacent  buildings  fronting  on  that  street  or  alley.  In  no  case, 
however,  shall  the  total  minimum  rear  yard  for  the  subject  lot  be  thus  reduced  to  less  than  a 
depth  equal  to  25  percent  of  the  total  depth  of  the  subject  lot,  or  to  less  than  15  feet, 
whichever  is  greater.  Furthermore,  in  all  cases  in  which  this  Subparagraph  {c)(4)(C)  is 
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applied,  the  requirements  of  Section  132  of  this  Code  for  front  setback  areas  shall  be 
applicable  along  both  street  or  alley  frontages  of  the  subject  through  lot. 


(f)     Modification  of  Requirements  in  the  Eastern  Neighborhoods  Mixed  Use 
Districts.  The  rear  yard  requirement  in  Eastern  Neighborhoods  Mixed  Use  Districts  may  be 
modified  or  waived  by  the  Planning  Commission  pursuant  to  Section  329.-t?W  The  rear  yard 
requirement  in  Eeastern  Neighborhoods  Mixed  Use  Districts  mar  be  modified  by  the  Zoning 
Administrator  pursuant  to  the  procedures  set  forth  in  Section  307(h)  for  other  projects, 
provided  that: 

(1)  A  comparable,  but  not  necessarily  equal  amount  of  square  footage  as 
would  be  created  in  a  code  conforming  rear  yard  is  provided  elsewhere  within  the 
development; 

(2)  The  proposed  new  or  expanding  structure  will  not  significantly  impede  the 
access  to  light  and  air  from  adjacent  properties  or  adversely  affect  the  interior  block  open 
space  formed  by  the  rear  yards  of  adjacent  properties;  and 

(3)  The  modification  request  is  not  combined  with  any  other  residential  open 
space  modification  or  exposure  variance  for  the  project,  except  exposure  modifications  in 
designated  landmark  buildings  under  Section  307(h)(1).

SEC.  141 .  SCREENING  OF  ROOFTOP  FEATURES  R,  NC,  C,  M,  MUG,  WMUG, 
MUO,  H  MUO,  MUR,  UMU,  RED,  RED-MX,  DTR,  SPD,  RSD,  SLR,  SLI,  SALl  AND  SSO 
DISTRICTS. 

(a)  In  R.  SPD,  RSD,  NC,  C,  M,  MUG,  WMVG,  MUO,  WMUO.  MUR.  UMU,  RED.  RED- 
MX,  SLR,  SLI,  SALJ  and  SSO  Districts,  rooftop  mechanical  equipment  and  appurtenances  to 
be  used  in  the  operation  or  maintenance  of  a  building  shall  be  arranged  so  as  not  to  be  visible 
from  any  point  at  or  below  the  roof  level  of  the  subject  building.  This  requirement  shall  apply  in 
construction  of  new  buildings,  and  in  any  alteration  of  mechanical  systems  of  existing 
buildings  that  results  in  significant  changes  in  such  rooftop  equipment  and  appurtenances. 
The  features  so  regulated  shall  in  all  cases  be  either  enclosed  by  outer  building  walls  or 
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parapets,  or  grouped  and  screened  in  a  suitable  manner,  or  designed  in  themselves  so  that 
they  are  balanced  and  integrated  with  respect  to  the  design  of  the  building.  Minor  features  not 
exceeding  one  foot  in  height  shall  be  exempted  from  this  regulation. 

SEC.  145.1.  STREET  FRONTAGES  IN  NEIGHBORHOOD  COMMERCIAL, 
RESIDENTIAL-COMMERCIAL,  COMMERCIAL,  AND  MIXED  USE  DISTRICTS. 

(c)  Controls.  The  following  requirements  shall  generally  apply,  except  for  those 
controls  listed  in  subsections  (1)  Above  Grade  Parking  Setback  and  (4)  Ground  Floor  Ceiling 
Height,  which  only  apply  to  a  "development  lot"  as  defined  above. 

In  NC-S  Districts,  the  applicable  frontage  shall  be  the  primary  facade(s)  which  contain 
customer  entrances  to  commercial  spaces. 

(1)  Above-Grade  Parking  Setback.  Off-street  parking  at  street  grade  on  a 
development  lot  must  be  set  back  at  least  25  feet  on  the  ground  floor  and  at  least  1 5  feet  on 
floors  above,  from  any  facade  facing  a  street  at  least  30  feet  in  width  Parking  above  the 
ground  level  shall  be  entirely  screened  from  all  public  rights-of-way  in  a  manner  that 
accentuates  ground  floor  uses,  minimizes  mechanical  features  and  is  in  keeping  with  the 
overall  massing  and  architectural  vocabulary  of  the  building.  In  C-3  Districts,  parking  above 
the  ground  level,  where  permitted,  shall  also  be  designed  to  facilitate  conversion  to  other  uses 
by  maintaining  level  floors  and  a  clear  ceiling  height  of  nine  feet  or  equal  to  that  of  the 
adjacent  street-fronting  active  uses,  whichever  is  greater.  Removable  parking  ramps  are 
excluded  from  this  requirement. 

The  following  shall  apply  to  projects  subject  to  this  section: 

(A)  when  only  one  parking  space  is  permitted,  if  a  space  is  proposed  it 
must  be  within  the  first  25  feet  of  the  building; 
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(B)  when  two  or  more  parking  spaces  are  proposed,  one  space  may  be 
within  the  first  25  feet  of  the  building; 

(C)  when  three  or  more  parking  spaces  are  proposed,  all  parking  spaces 
must  be  set  back  at  least  25  feet  from  the  front  of  the  development. 

(2)  Parking  and  Loading  Entrances.  No  more  than  one-third  of  the  width  or  20 
feet,  whichever  is  less,  of  any  given  street  frontage  of  a  new  or  altered  structure  parallel  to 
and  facing  a  street  shall  be  devoted  to  parking  and  loading  ingress  or  egress.  In  NC-S 
Districts,  no  more  than  one-third  or  50  feet,  whichever  is  less,  of  each  lot  frontage  shall  be 
devoted  to  ingress/egress  of  parking.  In  RED  Districts,  no  more  than  one  garage  door  shall  be 
permitted  per  lot,  and  the  siarage  door  shall  be  limited  to  no  more  than  10  feel  in  width.  Street-facing 
garage  structures  and  garage  doors  may  not  extend  closer  to  the  street  than  a  primary 
building  facade  unless  the  garage  structure  and  garage  door  are  consistent  with  the  features 
listed  in  Section  136  of  this  Code.  The  total  street  frontage  dedicated  to  parking  and  loading 
access  should  be  minimized,  and  combining  entrances  for  off-street  parking  with  those  for  off- 
street  loading  is  encouraged.  The  placement  of  parking  and  loading  entrances  should 
minimize  interference  with  street-fronting  active  uses  and  with  the  movement  of  pedestrians, 
cyclists,  public  transit,  and  autos.  Entrances  to  off-street  parking  shall  be  located  at  least  six 
feet  from  a  lot  corner  located  at  the  intersection  of  two  public  rights-of-way.  Off-street  parking 
and  loading  entrances  should  minimize  the  loss  of  on-street  parking  and  loading  spaces.  Off- 
street  parking  and  loading  are  also  subject  to  the  provisions  of  Section  1 55  of  this  Code.  In  C- 
3  Districts,  so  as  not  to  preclude  the  conversion  of  parking  space  to  other  uses  in  the  future, 
parking  at  the  ground-level  shall  not  be  sloped,  and  the  floor  shall  be  aligned  as  closely  as 
possible  to  sidewalk  level  along  the  principal  pedestrian  frontage  and/or  to  those  of  the  street- 
fronting  commercial  spaces  and  shall  have  a  minimum  clear  ceiling  height  of  14  feet  or  equal 
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to  that  of  street-fronting  commercial  spaces,  whichever  is  greater.  Removable  parking  ramps 
are  excluded  from  this  requirement. 

(3)  Active  Uses  Required.  With  the  exception  of  space  allowed  for  parking  and 
loading  access,  building  egress,  and  access  to  mechanical  systems,  space  for  active  uses  as 
defined  in  Subsection  (b)(2)  and  permitted  by  the  specific  district  in  which  it  is  located  shall  be 
provided  within  the  first  25  feet  of  building  depth  on  the  ground  floor  and  1 5  feet  on  floors 
above  from  any  facade  facing  a  street  at  least  30  feet  in  width.  Building  systems  including 
mechanical,  electrical,  and  plumbing  features  may  be  exempted  from  this  requirement  by  the 
Zoning  Administrator  only  in  instances  where  those  features  are  provided  in  such  a  fashion  as 
to  not  negatively  impact  the  quality  of  the  ground  floor  space. 

(4)  Ground  Floor  Ceiling  Height.  Unless  othenA/ise  established  elsewhere  in 

this  Code: 

(A)  Ground  floor  non-residential  uses  in  UMU  Districts  shall  have  a 
minimum  floor-to-floor  height  of  17  feet,  as  measured  from  grade. 

(B)  Ground  floor  non-residential  uses  in  all  C-3,  C-M,  NOT.  DTR, 
Chinatown  Mixed  Use,  RSD,  SLR,  SLI,  SPD,  SSO,  RED-MX.  WMUG.  MUG,  MUR,  WSdVO  and 
MUO  Districts  shall  have  a  minimum  floor-to-floor  height  of  14  feet,  as  measured  from  grade. 

(C)  Ground  floor  non-residential  uses  in  all  RC  districts,  C-2  districts, 
RED  districts,  and  NC  districts  other  than  NCT,  shall  have  a  minimum  floor-to-floor  height  of 
14  feet,  as  measured  from  grade  except  in  40-foot  and  50-foot  height  districts,  where 
buildings  shall  have  a  minimum  floor-to-floor  height  of  10  feet. 

(5)  Street-Facing  Ground-Level  Spaces.  The  floors  of  street-fronting  interior 
spaces  housing  non-residential  active  uses  and  lobbies  shall  be  as  close  as  possible  to  the 
level  of  the  adjacent  sidewalk  at  the  principal  entrance  to  these  spaces.  Street-facing  ground- 
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level  spaces  housing  non-residential  active  uses  in  hotels,  office  buildings,  shopping  centers, 
and  other  large  buildings  shall  open  directly  onto  the  street,  rather  than  solely  into  lobbies  and 
interior  spaces  of  the  buildings.  Such  required  street-facing  entrances  shall  remain  open  to 
the  public  during  business  hours. 

(6)  Transparency  and  Fenestration.  Frontages  with  active  uses  that  are  not 
residential  or  PDR  must  be  fenestrated  with  transparent  windows  and  doorways  for  no  less 
than  60  percent  of  the  street  frontage  at  the  ground  level  and  allow  visibility  to  the  inside  of  the 
building.

(7)  Gates,  Railings,  and  Grillwork.  Any  decorative  railings  or  grillwork,  other 
than  wire  mesh,  which  is  placed  in  front  of  or  behind  ground  floor  windows,  shall  be  at  least  75 
percent  open  to  perpendicular  view.  Rolling  or  sliding  security  gates  shall  consist  of  open 
grillwork  rather  than  solid  material,  so  as  to  provide  visual  interest  to  pedestrians  when  the 
gates  are  closed,  and  to  permit  light  to  pass  through  mostly  unobstructed.  Gates,  when  both 
open  and  folded  or  rolled  as  well  as  the  gate  mechanism,  shall  be  recessed  within,  or  laid 
flush  with,  the  building  facade.

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and/or  shuttle  service.  This  is  encouraged,  but  not  required,  for  retail  uses  less  than  20,000 
square  feet. 

(iii)  Parking  shall  be  limited  to  short-term  use  only. 

(iv)  Parking  shall  be  available  to  the  general  public  at  times  when 
such  parking  is  not  needed  to  serve  the  use  or  uses  to  which  it  is  accessory. 

(2)  Additionally,  in  granting  approval  for  such  accessory  parking  above  that 
permitted  by  right,  the  Commission  may  require  the  property  owner  to  pay  the  annual 
membership  fee  to  a  certified  car-share  organization,  as  defined  in  Section  166(b)(2),  for  any 
resident  of  the  project  who  so  requests  and  who  otherwise  qualifies  for  such  membership, 
provided  that  such  requirement  shall  be  limited  to  one  membership  per  dwelling  unit,  when  the 
findings  set  forth  in  Section  151 .1(e)(2)  are  made.

(d)  All  off-street  freight  loading  and  service  vehicle  spaces  in  the  C-3,  DTR,  MUG, 
WMUO,  MUG.  WMUG,  MUR,  and  South  of  Market  Mixed  Use  Distncts  shall  be  completely 
enclosed  and  access  from  a  public  street  or  alley  shall  be  provided  by  means  of  a  private 
service  driveway,  which  is  totally  contained  within  the  structure.  Such  a  private  service 
driveway  shall  include  adequate  space  to  maneuver  trucks  and  service  vehicles  into  and  out 
of  all  provided  spaces,  and  shall  be  designed  so  as  to  facilitate  access  to  the  subject  property 
while  minimizing  interference  with  street  and  sidewalk  circulation.  Any  such  private  sen/ice 
driveway  shall  be  of  adequate  width  to  accommodate  drive-in  movement  from  the  adjacent 
curb  or  inside  traffic  lane  but  shall  in  no  case  exceed  30  feet.  Notwithstanding  the  foregoing,  if 
an  adjacent  street  or  alley  is  determined  by  the  Zoning  Administrator  to  be  primarily  used  for 
building  service,  up  to  four  off-street  freight  or  loading  spaces  may  be  allowed  to  be 
individually  accessible  directly  from  such  a  street  or  alley,  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of 
Section  309  in  a  C-3  District,  the  provisions  of  Section  307(g)  in  a  South  of  Market  Mixed  Use 
District,  the  provisions  of  Section  309.1  in  a  DTR  District,  the  provisions  of  Section  329  for 
projects  subject  to  Section  329  in  a  MUG,  WMUO,  MUG,  WMUG.  or  MUR  District,  or  by 
administrative  decision  of  the  Zoning  Administrator  for  projects  that  are  not  subject  to  Section 
329  in  a  MUG,  WMUO.  MUG.  WMUG.  or  MUR  Distnct. 
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(g)  In  order  to  discourage  long-term  commuter  parking,  any  off-street  parking  spaces 
provided  for  a  structure  or  use  other  than  residential  or  hotel  in  a  C-3,  C-M,  DTR,  SLR,  SSO, 
SPD,  MUG,  li'MlXJ,  MUR  IVAJUO  or  MUO  District,  whether  classified  as  an  accessory  or

NCT-2  District, 

(hi)  Valencia  Street  between  15th  and  23rd  Streets  in  the  Valencia  Street 

NCT  District, 

(!)  Mission  Street  for  the  entirety  of  the  Mission  Street  NCT  District, 
(J)  24th  Street  for  the  entirety  of  the  24th  Street-Mission  NCT, 
(K)  16th  Street  between  Guerrero  and  Capp  Streets  within  the  Valencia

It  is  the  intent  of  this  Section  to  provide  for  an  orderly  transition  p-om  prior 
zoning  and  planning  requirements  to  the  requirements  imposed  in  implementing  the  Western  SoMa 
Controls,  without  impairing  the  validity  of  prior  actions  by  the  City,  or  frustrating  completion  of 
actions  authorized  prior  to  the  effective  date  of  those  Controls.

(5)  For  proposed  Residential  Projects  where  such  uses  are  not  permitted  under  the 
Western  SoMa  Controls.  Subsection  (d)(1),  above  shall  apply  as  if  the  residential  use  were  located  in 
an  Western  SoMa  Mixed  Use  General  (WMUG)  District. 
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SEC.  163.  TRANSPORTATION  MANAGEMENT  PROGRAMS  AND 
TRANSPORTATION  BROKERAGE  SERVICES  IN  C-3,  EASTERN  NEIGHBORHOODS 
MIXED  USE.  AND  SOUTH  OF  MARKET  MIXED  USE  DISTRICTS. 

(a)  Purpose  This  Section  is  intended  to  assure  that  adequate  measures  are  undertaken 
and  maintained  to  minimize  the  transportation  impacts  of  added  office  employment  in  the 
downtown  and  South  of  Market  area,  in  a  manner  consistent  with  the  objectives  and  policies 
of  the  General  Plan,  by  facilitating  the  effective  use  of  transit,  encouraging  ridesharing,  and 
employing  other  practical  means  to  reduce  commute  travel  by  single-occupant  vehicles. 

(b)  Applicability.  The  requirements  of  this  Section  apply  to  any  project  meeting  one  of 
the  following  conditions: 

(1)  In  the  C-3,  Eastern  Neighborhoods,  Mixed  Use  and  South  of  Market  Mixed  Use 
Districts,  projects  where  the  gross  square  feet  of  new  construction,  conversion,  or  added  floor 
area  for  office  use  equals  at  least  100,000  square  feet; 

(2)  In  the  C  3-0(SD)  District,  where  new  construction,  conversion,  or  added  floor 
area  for  residential  use  equals  at  least  100,000  square  feet  equals  at  least  100  dwelling  units; 

(3)  In  the  C-3-0(SD)  District,  projects  where  the  gross  square  feet  of  new 
construction  or  added  floor  area  for  any  non-residential  use  equals  at  least  100,000  square 
feet;  or 

(4)  In  the  case  of  the  SSO.  WMUO.  or  MUO  District,  where  the  gross  square  feet  of 
new,  converted  or  added  floor  area  for  office  use  equals  at  least  25,000  square  feet. 

SEC.  182.  NONCONFORMING  USES:  CHANGES  OF  USE. 

The  following  provisions  shall  apply  to  nonconforming  uses  with  respect  to  changes  of 

use: 
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(a)  A  nonconforming  use  shall  not  be  changed  or  modified  so  as  to  increase  the  degree 
of  nonconformity  under  the  use  limitations  of  this  Code,  with  respect  to  the  type  of  use  or  its 
intensity  except  as  provided  in  Section  181  for  nighttime  entertainment  activities  within  the 
RSD,  MUG,  MUR,  or  SLR  Districts  and  in  Subsection  (f)  below.

(b)  Except  as  limited  in  this  Subsection,  a  nonconforming  use  may  be  reduced  in  size, 
extent  or  intensity,  or  changed  to  a  use  that  is  more  widely  permitted  by  the  use  districts  of  the 
City  than  the  existing  use,  subject  to  the  other  applicable  provisions  of  this  Code.  Except  as 
othenwise  provided  herein,  the  new  use  shall  still  be  classified  as  a  nonconforming  use. 

(1)  A  nonconforming  use  in  a  Residential  District  (other  than  a  Residential- 
Commercial  Combined  District  or  an  RED  District),  which  use  is  located  more  than     mile  from 
the  nearest  Individual  Area  Neighborhood  Commercial  District  or  Restricted  Use  Subdistrict 
described  in  Article  7  of  this  Code,  may  change  to  another  use  which  is  permitted  as  a 
principal  use  at  the  first  story  and  below  in  an  NC-1  District,  or  it  may  change  to  another  use 
which  is  permitted  as  a  conditional  use  at  the  first  story  and  below  in  an  NC-1  District  only 
upon  approval  of  a  conditional  use  application  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  Article  3  of  this 
Code.  If  the  nonconforming  use  is  seeking  to  change  in  use  to  a  retail  sales  activity  or  retail 
sales  establishment  which  is  also  a  formula  retail  use,  as  defined  in  Section  703.3  of  this 
Code,  it  shall  comply  with  the  provisions  of  Section  703.3  of  this  Code.  The  nonconforming 
use  shall  comply  with  other  building  standards  and  use  limitations  of  NC-1  Districts,  as  set 
forth  in  Sections  710.10  through  710.95  of  this  Code. 

If  the  nonconforming  use  is  located  within     mile  from  any  Individual  Area 
Neighborhood  Commercial  District  or  Restricted  Use  Subdistnct  descnbed  in  Article  7  of  this 
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Code,  the  nonconforming  use  may  change  to  another  use  which  is  permitted  as  a  principal 
use  at  the  first  story  and  below  in  an  NC-1  District  and  in  the  Individual  Area  Neighborhood 
Commercial  District  or  Restricted  Use  Subdistrict  or  Districts  within  Va  mile  of  the  use,  or  it 
may  change  to  another  use  which  is  permitted  as  a  conditional  use  at  the  first  story  and  below 
in  an  NC-1  District  and  in  the  Individual  Area  Neighborhood  Commercial  District  or  Districts 
within  %  mile  of  the  use  only  upon  approval  of  a  conditional  use  application  pursuant  to  the 
provisions  of  Article  3  of  this  Code.  If  the  nonconforming  use  is  seeking  to  change  in  use  to  a 
retail  sales  activity  or  retail  sales  establishment  which  is  also  a  formula  retail  use,  as  defined 
in  Section  703.3  of  this  Code,  it  shall  comply  with  the  provisions  of  Section  703.3  of  this  Code.

(3)  A  nonconforming  use  in  a  Neighborhood  Commercial  District  may  be 
changed  to  another  use  as  provided  in  Subsections  (c)  and  (d)  below  or  as  provided  in 
Section  186.1  of  this  Code. 

(4)  A  nonconforming  use  in  any  district  other  than  a  Residential,  Downtown 
Residential,  or  Neighborhood  Commercial  District  may  be  changed  to  another  use  listed  in 
Articles  2  or  7  of  this  Code  as  a  principal  use  for  the  district  in  which  the  existing  use  would 
first  be  permitted  as  a  principal  use. 

(5)  A  nonconforming  use  in  any  South  of  Market  Mixed  Use  District  may  not  be 
changed  to  an  office,  retail,  bar,  restaurant,  nighttime  entertainment,  adult  entertainment, 
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hotel,  motel,  inn,  hostel,  or  movie  theater  use  in  any  district  where  such  use  is  otherwise  not 
permitted  or  conditional,  except  as  provided  in  Subsection  (g)  below. 

(f)  Any  nonconforming  use  in  an  RED  District  may  change  (o  any  use  falling  within  zoning 
categories  816.36,  816. 42  through  816. 17,  816.55,  or  816.64  through  816.67,  subject  to  the  applicable 
provisions  of  this  Code  other  than  those  controlling  uses,  and  the  new  use- may  thereafter  continue  an  a 

nonconforming  use. 

igf)  Once  a  nonconforming  use  has  been  changed  to  a  principal  or  conditional  use 
permitted  in  the  district  in  which  the  property  is  located,  or  brought  closer  in  any  other  manner 
to  conformity  with  the  use  limitations  of  this  Code,  the  use  of  the  property  may  not  thereafter 
be  returned  to  its  former  nonconforming  status,  except  that: 

(1)  Any  area  which  is  used  as  a  live/work  unit  shall  be  allowed  to  return  to  its 
former  nonconforming  status. 

(2)  Within  any  South  of  Market  Mixed  Use  District,  any  area  occupied  by  a

15  feet. 

(2)  Timins  of  Desisnation.  In  the  case  of  the  new  construction  of  a  building  that  extends 

beyond  40  feet  in  height,  exclusive  of  permitted  obstructions  under  Section  260(b),  any  designated  arts 
activity  story  shall  be  established  prior  to  the  issuance  of  a  first  building  permit  or  along  with  any 
associated  Planning  Commission  action,  whichever  occurs  first.  In  the  case  of  buildings  that  were 
constructed  prior  to  the  effective  date  of  this  Section  that  would  be  expanded  such  that  they  would 
extend  beyond  40  feet  in  height,  exclusive  of  permitted  obstructions  under  Section  260(b).  any  such 
story  shall  be  designated  prior  to  the  issuance  of  any  building  permit  or  along  \\  iih  any  associated 
Planning  Commission  action,  whichever  occurs  first.

191-67-2.  and  No.  273.80.  In  any  special  use  district  the  provisions  of  the  applicable  use 

district  established  by  Section  201  shall  prevail,  except  as  specifically  provided  in  Sections 

236  through  249.5  and  823. 

SEC.  270.2.  SPECIAL  BULK  AND  OPEN  SPACE  REQUIREMENT:  MID-BLOCK 
ALLEYS  IN  LARGE  LOT  DEVELOPMENT  IN  THE  EASTERN  NEIGHBORHOODS  MIXED 
USE,  SOUTH  OF  MARKET  MIXED  USE,  C-3,  C-M,  AND  DTR  DISTRICTS. 

(e)  Design  and  Performance  Standards.  The  alleys  provided  per  subsections  (a)  and 
(b)  above  shall  meet  the  following  standards: 

(1)  Generally  be  located  as  close  to  the  middle  portion  of  the  subject  block  face 
as  possible,  perpendicular  to  the  subject  frontage  and  connect  to  existing  adjacent  streets  and 
alleys; 

(2)  Provide  pedestrian  access; 

(3)  Provide  no,  limited  or  full  vehicular  access,  as  specific  conditions  warrant; 
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(4)  Have  a  minimum  width  of  20  feet  from  building  face  to  building  face, 
exclusive  of  those  obstructions  allowed  pursuant  to  Section  136,  and  a  minimum  clearance 
height  from  grade  of  15  feet  at  all  points.  In  RED.  RED-MX,  WMUG.  WKfUO.  and SALI  Districts, 
the  minimum  width  shall  be  30  feet; 

(5)  Have  a  minimum  clear  walking  width  of  10  feet  free  of  any  obstructions  in  the 
case  of  a  pedestrian-only  right-of-way,  and  dual  sidewalks  each  of  not  less  than  6  feet  in  width 
with  not  less  than  4  feet  minimum  clear  walking  width  in  the  case  of  an  alley  with  vehicular 
access; 

(6)  In  the  Eastern  Neighborhoods  Mixed  Use  Districts,  be  at  least  60%  open  to 
the  sky,  including  those  encroachments  permitted  in  front  setbacks  by  Section  136  of  this 
Code; 

(7)  Provide  such  ingress  and  egress  as  will  make  the  area  easily  accessible  to 
the  general  public; 

(8)  Be  protected  from  uncomfortable  wind,  as  called  for  elsewhere  in  this  Code; 

(9)  Be  ungated  and  publicly  accessible  24  hours  per  day,  as  defined  elsewhere 
in  this  Section; 

(10)  Be  provided  with  appropriate  paving,  furniture,  and  other  amenities  that 
encourage  pedestrian  use,  and  be  landscaped  to  greatest  extent  feasible; 

(11)  Be  provided  with  ample  pedestrian  lighting  to  ensure  pedestrian  comfort 

and  safety; 

(12)  Be  free  of  any  changes  in  grade  or  steps  not  required  by  the  underlying 
natural  topography  and  average  grade;  and 

(13)  Be  fronted  by  active  ground  floor  uses,  as  defined  in  Section  145.1,  to  the 
extent  feasible.

conditional  use  authorization  where  this  authorization  is  required  pursuant  to  Sections  178, 

179,  181(f)  or(g),  209.9(f),  209.9(h),  260(b)(2)(P)  or  263.11  of  this  Code;  zoning  categories 

.10,  .11,  .21,  .24  through  .27,  .38  through  .90,  and  .95  of  Sections  71 0  through  729  of  this 

Code  for  each  Neighborhood  Commercial  District;  Sections  813  through  818  for  the  South  of 

Market  Mixed  Use  Districts;  e^Section  840  through  843  for  the  Eastern  Neighborhoods  Mixed 

Use  Districts.-  or  Section  823  for  the  Western  SoMa  Special  Use  District.  The  criteria  for 

determinations  on  such  applications  are  set  forth  in  Section  303(c)  of  this  Code.  Additional 

criteria  for  determinations  on  applications  pursuant  to  zoning  categories  .10,  .11,  and  .21  of 

Article  7  are  set  forth  in  the  Section  of  this  Code  containing  the  control.  Additional  criteria  for 

determinations  on  certain  applications  within  Mixed  Use  Districts  are  set  forth  in  Sections 

263.11  and  803.5  through  803.9  of  this  Code.  Additional  criteria  for  determination  on  certain 

applications  within  I  he  Western  SoMa  Special  Use  District  are  set  forth  in  Section  823  of  this  Code. 

SEC.  329.  LARGE  PROJECT  AUTHORIZATION  IN  EASTERN  NEIGHBORHOODS 
MIXED  USE  DISTRICTS. 
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(b)  Applicability.  This  Section  applies  to  all  projects  in  the  Eastern  Neighborhoods 
Mixed  Use,  except  projects  in  the  Western  SoMa  Special  Use  District,  subject  to  Section  823(c)(12}. 
that  meet  at  least  one  of  the  following  criteria: 

(1)  The  project  includes  the  construction  of  a  new  building  greater  than  75  feet  in 
height  (excluding  any  exceptions  permitted  per  Section  260(b)),  or  includes  a  vertical  addition 
to  an  existing  building  with  a  height  of  75  feet  or  less  resulting  in  a  total  building  height  greater 
than  75  feet;  or 

(2)  The  project  involves  a  net  addition  or  new  construction  of  more  than  25,000 
gross  square  feet. 

SEC.  401.  DEFINITIONS. 

"Eastern  neighborhoods  Public  Benefits  Program."  The  program  intended  to 
implement  the  community  improvements  identified  in  the  ^bur  five  Area  Plans  affiliated  with  the 
Eastern  Neighborhoods  (Central  Waterfront,  East  SoMa,  Western  SoMa,  Mission,  and 
Showplace  Square/Potrero  Hill),  as  articulated  in  the  Eastern  Neighborhoods  Public  Beneftis 
Program  Document,  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  in  File  No.  081 1 55,  and  the  Western 
SoMa  Public  Benefits  Program  Document,  on  file  with  the  Cleric  of  the  Board  in  File  No.  130004.) 

SEC.  423.1.  FINDINGS. 

A.  New  Housing  and  Other  Land  Uses.  San  Francisco  is  experiencing  a  severe 
shortage  of  housing  available  to  people  at  all  income  levels.  In  addition.  San  Francisco  has  an 
ongoing  affordable  housing  crisis.  Many  future  San  Francisco  workers  will  be  earning  below 
80%  of  the  area's  median  income,  and  even  those  earning  moderate  or  middle  incomes. 
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above  the  City's  median,  are  likely  to  need  assistance  to  continue  to  live  in  San  Francisco.  In 
2007.  the  median  income  for  a  family  of  four  in  the  city  was  about  $86,000.  Yet  median  home 
prices  suggest  that  nearly  twice  that  income  is  needed  to  be  able  to  a  dwelling  suitable  for  a 
family  that  size.  Only  an  estimated  10%  of  households  in  the  City  can  afford  a  median-priced 
home. 

The  Association  of  Bay  Area  Governments'  (ABAG)  Regional  Housing  Needs 
Determination  (RHND)  forecasts  that  San  Francisco  must  produce  over  31,000  new  units  in 
the  next  five  years,  or  over  6,000  new  units  of  housing  annually,  to  meet  projected  needs.  At 
least  60%,  or  over  18,000,  of  these  new  units  should  be  available  to  households  of  very  low, 
low,  and  moderate  incomes.  With  land  in  short  supply  in  the  City,  it  is  increasingly  clear  that 
the  City's  formerly  industrial  areas  offer  a  critical  source  of  land  where  this  great  need  for 
housing,  particularly  affordable  housing,  can  be  partially  addressed. 

San  Francisco's  Housing  Element  establishes  the  Eastern  Neighborhoods  as  a  target 
area  for  development  of  new  housing  to  meet  San  Francisco's  identified  housing  targets.  The 
release  of  some  of  the  area's  formerly  industrial  lands,  no  longer  needed  to  meet  current 
industrial  or  PDR  needs,  offer  an  opportunity  to  achieve  higher  affordability,  and  meet  a 
greater  range  of  need.  The  Mission,  Showplace  Square  -  Potrero  Hill,  East  SoMa,  Western 
SoMa  and  Central  Waterfront  Area  Plans  of  the  General  Plan  (Eastern  Neighborhoods  Plans) 
thereby  call  for  creation  of  new  zoning  intended  specifically  to  meet  San  Francisco's  housing 
needs,  through  higher  affordability  requirements  and  through  greater  flexibility  in  the  way 
those  requirements  can  be  met,  as  described  in  Section  419.  To  support  this  new  housing, 
other  land  uses,  including  PDR  businesses,  retail,  office  and  other  workplace  uses  will  also 
grow  in  the  Eastern  Neighborhoods. 
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D.  Programmed  Improvements.  General  public  improvements  and  amenities  needed 
to  meet  the  needs  of  both  existing  residents,  as  well  as  those  needs  generated  by  new 
development,  have  been  identified  through  the  community  planning  processes  of  the  Area 
PlanSr.  In  the  Mission,  Showpiece  Square.  Potrero  Hill,  Eastern  SoMa  and  Central  Waterfront  Areas, 
these  general  public  improvements  and  amenities  were  based  on  the  standards-based  analysis 
contained  in  the  Eastern  Neighborhoods  Needs  Assessment,  San  Francisco  Planning 
Department,  Case  No.  2004.0160UU  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  in  File  No  081 1 55. 
and  on  community  input  during  the  Plan  adoption  process.  The  Planning  Department 
developed  generalized  cost  estimates,  based  on  similar  project  types  implemented  by  the  City 
in  the  relevant  time  period,  to  provide  reasonable  approximates  for  the  eventual  cost  of 
providing  necessary  Public  Benefits  in  the  Plan  Areas  (information  on  these  cost  estimates  is 
located  in  the  Eastern  Neighborhoods  and  Western  SoMa  Public  Benefits  Program  Documents). 
However  specific  public  improvements  are  still  under  development  and  will  be  further  clarified 
through  interdepartmental  efforts  with  input  from  the  Interagency  Plan  Implementation 
Committee,  the  Citizens  Advisory  Committee,  and  other  stal^eholders.  Specific  project 
identification,  design  work,  engineering,  and  environmental  review  will  still  be  required  and 
may  alter  the  nature  of  the  improvements,  as  well  as  the  sum  total  of  the  cost  for  these 
improvements. 

E.  Eastern  Neighborhoods  Impact  Fee.  Development  impact  fees  are  an  effective 
approach  to  mitigate  impacts  associated  with  growth  in  population.  The  proposed  Eastern 
Neighborhoods  Impact  Fee  would  be  dedicated  to  infrastructure  improvements  in  the  Plan 
Area,  directing  benefits  of  the  fund  clearly  to  those  who  pay  into  the  fund,  by  providing 
necessary  infrastructure  improvements  and  housing  needed  to  serve  new  development.  The 
net  increases  in  individual  property  values  in  these  areas  due  to  the  enhanced  neighborhood 
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amenities  financed  with  the  proceeds  of  the  fee  are  expected  to  exceed  the  payments  of  fees 
by  project  sponsors. 

The  fee  rate  has  been  calculated  by  the  Planning  Department  based  on  accepted 
professional  methods  for  the  calculation  of  such  fees,  and  described  fully  in  the  Eastern 
Neighborhoods  ami  IVesiem  SoMa  Nexus  Studies,  San  Francisco  Planning  Department,  Case 
No.  2004.01 60UU  and  2008.0877  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  in  File  No.  081 155 /or  r;?e' 
Mission,  Showplace  Square,  Potrero  Hill  East  SoMa  and  Central  Waterfront  Areas,  and  File  No. 
J 30002  for  the  Western  SoMa  Plan  Area.  The  Eastern  Neighborhoods  and  Western  SoMa  Public 
Benefits  Program  Document  contains  a  full  discussion  of  impact  fee  rationale. 

The  proposed  fee  would  cover  less  than  the  full  nexus  as  calculated  by  the  Eastern 
Neighborhoods  Nexus  Studies  The  proposed  fees  only  cover  impacts  caused  by  new 
development  and  are  not  intended  to  remedy  existing  deficiencies.  Those  costs  will  be  paid 
for  by  public,  community,  and  other  private  sources  as  described  in  the  Eastern 
Neighborhoods  Public  Benefits  Program.  Residential  and  non-residential  impact  fees  are  only 
one  of  many  revenue  sources  necessary  to  create  the  "complete  neighborhoods"  that  will 
provide  appropriate  amenities  for  residents  of  the  Eastern  Neighborhoods. 

SEC.  423.2.  DEFINITIONS. 

(a)  In  addition  to  the  definitions  set  forth  in  Section  401  of  this  Article,  the  following 
definitions  shall  govern  interpretation  of  Section  423.1  et  seq. 
(1)Tier1.

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(C)  The  residential  portion  of  all  projects  within  the  Urban  Mixed  Use 

(UMU)  district;  and 

(D)  All  changes  of  use  within  existing  structures. 

(2)  Tier  2.  All  additions  to  existing  structures  or  new  construction  on  other  sites 
not  listed  in  subsection  (1)  above  which  received  a  height  increase  of  nine  to  28  feet  as  part  of 
the  Eastern  Neighborhoods  Plan  (on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No. 
081 1 54)  or  the  Western  SoMa  Communin'  Plan  (on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in 
File  No.  130001): 

For  the  purposes  of  this  Section,  increase  in  heiehts  in  the  WMUG  District  m  Assessor  s  Blocks 
3733  and  3752  shall  be  measured  by  the  base  height  (as  defined  in  Section  263.1 1)  prior  to  the  effective 
date  of  the  Western  SoMa  Plan  (Ordinance  No.  }; 

(3)  Tier  3.  All  additions  to  existing  structures  or  new  construction  on  other  sites 
not  listed  in  subsection  (1)  above  which  received  a  height  increase  of  29  feet  or  more  as  part 
of  the  Eastern  Neighborhoods  Plan  (on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  File 
No.  081 1 54)  or  the  Western  SoMa  Community'  Plan  (on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
in  File  No.  130001). 

For  purposes  of  this  Section,  increase  in  heights  in  the  MUR  Disthct  shall  be  measured 
by  the  base  height  (as  defined  in  Section  263.1 1)  prior  to  the  effective  date  of  the  Eastern 
Neighborhoods  (Ordinance  #298-08). 

SEC.  423.3.  APPLICATION  OF  EASTERN  NEIGHBORHOODS  INFRASTRUCTURE 
IMPACT  FEE. 
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(d)  Option  for  In-Kind  Provision  of  Community  Improvements  and  Fee  Credits. 

Project  sponsors  may  propose  to  directly  provide  community  improvements  to  the  City.  In 
such  a  case,  the  City  may  enter  into  an  In-Kind  Improvements  Agreement  v^lth  the  sponsor 
and  issue  a  fee  waiver  for  the  Eastern  Neighborhoods  Infrastructure  Impact  Fee  from  the 
Planning  Commission,  subject  to  the  following  rules  and  requirements: 

(1 )  Approval  criteria.  The  City  shall  not  enter  into  an  In-Kind  Agreement  unless 
the  proposed  in-kind  improvements  meet  an  identified  community  need  as  analyzed  in  the 
Eastern  Neighborhoods  Community  Improvements  Program  and  where  they  substitute  for 
improvements  that  could  be  provided  by  the  Eastern  Neighborhoods  Community  Improvements 
Public  Benefits  Fund  (as  described  in  Section  423.5).  The  City  may  reject  in-kind 
improvements  if  they  are  not  consistent  with  the  priorities  identified  in  the  Eastern 
Neighborhoods  Area  Plans  (Central  Waterfront,  East  SoMa,  Western  SoMa,  Mission,  and 
Showplace  Square/Potrero  Hill),  by  the  Interagency  Plan  Implementation  Committee  (see 
Section  36  of  the  Administrative  Code),  the  Eastern  Neighborhoods  Citizens  Advisory 
Committee,  or  other  prioritization  processes  related  to  Eastern  Neighborhoods  Citizens 
community  improvements  programming.  No  physical  improvement  or  provision  of  space 
otherwise  required  by  the  Planning  Code  or  any  other  City  Code  shall  be  eligible  for 
consideration  as  part  of  this  In-Kind  Improvements  Agreement. 

(2)  Valuation.  The  Director  of  Planning  shall  determine  the  appropriate  value  of 
the  proposed  in-kind  improvements.  For  the  purposes  of  calculating  the  total  value,  the  project 
sponsor  shall  provide  the  Planning  Department  with  a  cost  estimate  for  the  proposed  in-kind 
improvement(s)  from  two  independent  sources  or,  if  relevant,  real  estate  appraisers.  If  the  City 
has  completed  a  detailed  site-specific  cost  estimate  for  a  planned  improvement  this  may 
serve  as  one  of  the  cost  estimates  provided  it  is  indexed  to  current  cost  of  construction. 
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(3)  Content  of  the  In-Kind  Improvements  Agreement.  The  In-Kind 

Improvements  Agreement  shall  include  at  least  the  following  items: 

(i)  A  description  of  the  type  and  timeline  of  the  proposed  in-kind 

improvements. 

(ii)  The  appropriate  value  of  the  proposed  in-kind  improvement,  as 
determined  in  subsection  (2)  above. 

(iii)  The  legal  remedies  in  the  case  of  failure  by  the  project  sponsor  to 
provide  the  in-kind  improvements  according  to  the  specified  timeline  and  terms  in  the 
agreement.  Such  remedies  shall  include  the  method  by  which  the  City  will  calculate  accrued 
interest. 

(4)  Approval  Process.  The  Planning  Commission  must  approve  the  material 
terms  of  an  In-Kind  Agreement.  Prior  to  the  parties  executing  the  Agreement,  the  City 
Attorney  must  approve  the  agreement  as  to  form  and  to  substance.  The  Director  of  Planning 
is  authorized  to  execute  the  Agreement  on  behalf  of  the  City.  If  the  Planning  Commission 
approves  the  In-Kind  Agreement,  it  shall  waive  the  amount  of  the  Eastern  Neighborhoods 
Infrastructure  Impact  Fee  by  the  value  of  the  proposed  In-Kind  Improvements  Agreement  as 
determined  by  the  Director  of  Planning.  No  credit  shall  be  made  for  land  value  unless 
ownership  of  the  land  is  transferred  to  the  City  or  a  permanent  public  easement  is  granted,  the 
acceptance  of  which  is  at  the  sole  discretion  of  the  City.  The  maximum  value  of  the  In-Kind 
Improvements  Agreement  shall  not  exceed  the  required  Eastern  Neighborhoods  Infrastructure 
Impact  Fee. 

(5)  Administrative  Costs.  Project  sponsors  that  pursue  an  In-Kind 
Improvements  Agreement  will  be  billed  time  and  materials  for  any  administrative  costs  that  the 
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Planning  Department  or  any  other  City  entity  incurs  in  negotiating,  drafting,  and  monitoring 
compliance  with  the  In-Kind  Improvements  Agreement. 

SEC.  423.5.  THE  EASTERN  NEIGHBORHOODS  PUBLIC  BENEFITS  FUND. 

(b)  Expenditures  from  the  Fund  shall  be  recommended  by  the  Planning  Commission, 
and  administered  by  the  Board  of  Supen/isors. 

(1)  All  monies  deposited  in  the  Fund  or  credited  asainst  Fund  oblieations  shall  be 
used  to  design,  engineer,  acquire,  and  develop  and  improve  public  open  space  and 
recreational  facilities;  transit,  streetscape  and  public  realm  improvements;  and  community 
facilities  including  child  care  and  library  materials,  as  defined  in  the  Eastern  Neighborhoods 
and  Western  SoMa  Nexus  Studies;  or  housing  preservation  and  development  within  the  Eastern 
Neighborhoods  Plan  Area.  Funds  may  be  used  for  childcare  facilities  that  are  not  publicly 
owned  or  "publicly-accessible."  Funds  generated  for  'library  resources'  should  be  used  for 
materials  in  branches  that  directly  service  Eastern  Neighborhoods  residents.  Monies  from  the 
Fund  may  be  used  by  the  Planning  Commission  to  commission  economic  analyses  for  the 
purpose  of  revising  the  fee,  and/or  to  complete  an  updated  nexus  study  to  demonstrate  the 
relationship  between  development  and  the  need  for  public  facilities  if  this  is  deemed 
necessary. 

(2)  Funds  may  be  used  for  administration  and  accounting  of  fund  assets,  for 
additional  studies  as  detailed  in  the  Eastern  Neighborhoods  Public  Benefits  Program 
Document,  and  to  defend  the  Community  Stabilization  fee  against  legal  challenge,  including 
the  legal  costs  and  attorney's  fees  incurred  in  the  defense.  Administration  of  this  fund  includes 
time  and  materials  associated  with  reporting  requirements,  facilitating  the  Eastern

A.  All  funds  collected  from  projects  in  the  Mission  NCT  that  are 
earmarked  for  affordable  housing  preservation  and  development  shall  be  expended  on 
housing  programs  and  projects  within  the  Mission  Area  Plan  boundaries. 

B.  All  funds  collected  from  projects  in  the  MUR  that  are  earmarked  for 
affordable  housing  preservation  and  development  shall  be  expended  on  housing  programs 
and  projects  shall  be  expended  within  the  boundaries  of  5th  to  10th  Streets/Howard  to 
Harrison  Streets. 

C.  Collectively,  the  first  $10  million  in  housing  fees  collected  between  the 
two  Designated  Affordable  Housing  Zones  shall  be  utilized  for  the  acquisition  and 
rehabilitation  of  existing  housing. 
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(3)  All  funds  are  supported  by  the  Eastern  Neighborhoods  and  Western  SoMa 
Nexus  Studies,  San  Francisco  Planning  Department,  Case  No.  2004.0160  a/?c/ 2008-0877. 
and  monitored  according  to  the  Eastern  Neighborhoods  Area  Plans  Monitoring  Program 
required  by  the  Administrative  Code  Section  10E  and  detailed  by  separate  resolution. 

SEC.  429.2.  APPLICATION. 

This  section  shall  apply  to: 

(b)  all  non-residential  projects  that  involve  construction  of  a  nev^  building  or  addition  of 
floor  area  in  excess  of  25,000  square  feet  and  that  have  submitted  their  first  complete 
Development  Application  on  or  after  January  1 ,  201 3  on  the  following  parcels: 

(1)  all  parcels  in  RH-DTR,  TB-DTR,  SB-DTR,  SLI,  SLR,  SSO,  C-M.  and  UMU, 
WMUG.  Wl^fUO  and SALl  Districts; 

(2)  properties  that  are  zoned  MUG,  MOU,  or  MUR  and  that  are  north  of 
Division/Duboce/13th  Streets;  and 

(3)  all  parcels  zoned  C-2  except  for  those  on  Blocks  4991  (Executive  Park)  and 
7295  (Stonestov^n  Galleria  Mall). 

For  the  purposes  of  this  Section,  a  "Development  Application"  shall  mean  any 
application  for  a  building  permit,  site  permit,  environmental  review,  Preliminary  Project 
Assessment  (PPA),  Conditional  Use,  or  Variance. 

SEC.  607.1.  NEIGHBORHOOD  COMMERCIAL  DISTRICTS. 

(f)  Business  Signs.  Business  signs,  as  defined  in  Section  602.3  shall  be  permitted  in 
all  Neighborhood  Commercial  Districts  subject  to  the  limits  set  forth  below. 
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(1)  NC-1  and  NCT-1  Districts. 

(A)  Window  Signs.  The  total  area  of  all  window  signs,  as  defined  in 
Section  602.1(b),  shall  not  exceed  1/3  the  area  of  the  window  on  or  in  which  the  signs  are 
located.  Such  signs  may  be  nonilluminated,  indirectly  illuminated,  or  directly  illuminated. 

(B)  Wall  Signs.  The  area  of  all  wall  signs  shall  not  exceed  one  square 
foot  per  square  foot  of  street  frontage  occupied  by  the  business  measured  along  the  wall  to 
which  the  signs  are  attached,  or  50  square  feet  for  each  street  frontage,  vyhichever  is  less. 
The  height  of  any  wall  sign  shall  not  exceed  1 5  feet  or  the  height  of  the  wall  to  which  it  is 
attached.  Such  signs  may  be  nonilluminated  or  indirectly  illuminated;  or  during  business 
hours,  may  be  directly  illuminated. 

(C)  Projecting  Signs.  The  number  of  projecting  signs  shall  not  exceed 
one  per  business.  The  area  of  such  sign,  as  defined  in  Section  602.1(a),  shall  not  exceed  24 
square  feet.  The  height  of  such  sign  shall  not  exceed  1 5  feet  or  the  height  of  the  wall  to  which 
it  is  attached.  No  part  of  the  sign  shall  project  more  than  75  percent  of  the  horizontal  distance 
from  the  street  property  line  to  the  curbline,  or  six  feet  six  inches,  whichever  is  less.  The  sign 
may  be  nonilluminated  or  indirectly  illuminated,  or  during  business  hours,  may  be  directly 
illuminated. 

(D)  Signs  on  Awnings.  Sign  copy  may  be  located  on  permitted  awnings 
in  lieu  of  wall  signs  and  projecting  signs.  The  area  of  such  sign  copy  as  defined  in  Section 
602.1(c)  shall  not  exceed  20  square  feet.  Such  sign  copy  may  be  nonilluminated  or  indirectly 
illuminated. 

(2)  NC-2,  NCT-2,  NC-S,  Broadway,  Castro  Street,  Inner  Clement  Street, 
Outer  Clement  Street,  Upper  Fillmore  Street,  Inner  Sunset,  Haight  Street,  Hayes-Gough, 
Upper  Market  Street,  North  Beach,  Ocean  Avenue,  Pacific  Avenue,  Polk  Street, 
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Sacramento  Street,  SoMa,  Union  Street,  Valencia  Street,  24th  Street  -  Mission,  24th 
Street  -  Noe  Valley,  West  Portal  Avenue,  and  Glen  Park,  RCD,  Folsom  Street 
Neighborhood  Commercial  Districts. 

(A)  Window  Signs.  The  total  area  of  all  window  signs,  as  defined  in 
Section  602.1(b).  shall  not  exceed  1/3  the  area  of  the  window  on  or  in  which  the  signs  are 
located.  Such  signs  may  be  nonilluminated,  indirectly  illuminated,  or  directly  illuminated. 

(B)  Wall  Signs.  The  area  of  all  wall  signs  shall  not  exceed  two  square 
feet  per  foot  of  street  frontage  occupied  by  the  use  measured  along  the  wall  to  which  the 
signs  are  attached,  or  1 00  square  feet  for  each  street  frontage,  whichever  is  less.  The  height 
of  any  wall  sign  shall  not  exceed  24  feet,  or  the  height  of  the  wall  to  which  it  is  attached,  or  the 
height  of  the  lowest  of  any  residential  windowsill  on  the  wall  to  which  the  sign  is  attached, 
whichever  is  lower.  Such  signs  may  be  nonilluminated,  indirectly,  or  directly  illuminated. 

(C)  Projecting  Signs.  The  number  of  projecting  signs  shall  not  exceed 
one  per  business.  The  area  of  such  sign,  as  defined  in  Section  602. 1  (a),  shall  not  exceed  24 
square  feet.  The  height  of  such  sign  shall  not  exceed  24  feet,  or  the  height  of  the  wall  to  which 
it  is  attached,  or  the  height  of  the  lowest  of  any  residential  windowsill  on  the  wall  to  which  the 
sign  is  attached,  whichever  is  lower.  No  part  of  the  sign  shall  project  more  than  75  percent  of 
the  horizontal  distance  from  the  street  property  line  to  the  curbline,  or  six  feet  six  inches, 
whichever  is  less.  Such  signs  may  be  nonilluminated  or  indirectly  illuminated;  or  during 
business  hours,  may  be  directly  illuminated. 

(D)  Signs  on  Awnings  and  Marquees.  Sign  copy  may  be  located  on 
permitted  awnings  or  marquees  in  lieu  of  projecting  signs  The  area  of  such  sign  copy  as 
defined  in  Section  602.1(c)  shall  not  exceed  30  square  feet.  Such  sign  copy  may  be 
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nonilluminated  or  indirectly  illuminated;  except  that  sign  copy  on  marquees  for  movie  theaters 
or  places  of  entertainment  may  be  directly  illuminated  during  business  hours. 

(E)  Freestanding  Signs  and  Sign  Towers.  With  the  exception  of 
automotive  gas  and  service  stations,  which  are  regulated  under  Paragraph  607.1(f)(4),  one 
freestanding  sign  or  sign  tower  per  lot  shall  be  permitted  in  lieu  of  a  projecting  sign,  rf  the 
building  or  buildings  are  recessed  from  the  street  property  line.  The  existence  of  a 
freestanding  business  sign  shall  preclude  the  erection  of  a  freestanding  identifying  sign  on  the 
same  lot.  The  area  of  such  freestanding  sign  or  sign  tower,  as  defined  in  Section  602.1(a), 
shall  not  exceed  20  square  feet  nor  shall  the  height  of  the  sign  exceed  24  feet.  No  part  of  the 
sign  shall  project  more  than  75  percent  of  the  horizontal  distance  from  the  street  property  line 
to  the  curbline,  or  six  feet,  whichever  is  less.  Such  signs  may  be  nonilluminated  or  indirectly 
illuminated;  or  during  business  hours,  may  be  directly  illuminated 

(3)  Mission  Street  NCT,  NC-3,  and  NCT-3  Neighborhood  Commercial 

Districts. 

(A)  Window  Signs.  The  total  area  of  all  window  signs,  as  defined  in 
Section  602.1(b),  shall  not  exceed  1/3  the  area  of  the  window  on  or  in  which  the  signs  are 
located.  Such  signs  may  be  nonilluminated,  indirectly  illuminated,  or  directly  illuminated. 

(B)  Wall  Signs.  The  area  of  all  wall  signs  shall  not  exceed  three  square 
feet  per  foot  of  street  frontage  occupied  by  the  use  measured  along  the  wall  to  which  the 
signs  are  attached,  or  150  square  feet  for  each  street  frontage,  whichever  is  less.  The  height 
of  any  wall  sign  shall  not  exceed  24  feet,  or  the  height  of  the  wall  to  which  it  is  attached  or  the 
height  of  the  lowest  of  any  residential  windowsill  on  the  wall  to  which  the  sign  is  attached, 
whichever  is  lower.  Such  signs  may  be  nonilluminated,  indirectly,  or  directly  illuminated 
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(C)  Projecting  Signs.  The  number  of  projecting  signs  shall  not  exceed 
one  per  business.  The  area  of  such  sign,  as  defined  in  Section  602.1(a),  shall  not  exceed  32 
square  feet  The  height  of  the  sign  shall  not  exceed  24  feet,  or  the  height  of  the  wall  to  which  it 
is  attached,  or  the  height  of  the  lowest  of  any  residential  windowsill  on  the  wall  to  which  the 
sign  is  attached,  whichever  is  lower.  No  part  of  the  sign  shall  project  more  than  75  percent  of 
the  horizontal  distance  from  the  street  property  line  to  the  curbline,  or  six  feet  six  inches, 
whichever  is  less.  Such  signs  may  be  nonilluminated,  indirectly,  or  directly  illuminated. 

(D)  Sign  Copy  on  Awnings  and  Marquees.  Sign  copy  may  be  located 
on  permitted  awnings  or  marquees  in  lieu  of  projecting  signs.  The  area  of  such  sign  copy,  as 
defined  in  Section  602.1(c),  shall  not  exceed  40  square  feet.  Such  sign  copy  may  be 
nonilluminated  or  indirectly  illuminated;  except  that  sign  copy  on  marquees  for  movie  theaters 
or  places  of  entertainment  may  be  directly  illuminated  during  business  hours. 

(E)  Freestanding  Signs  and  Sign  Towers.  With  the  exception  of 
automotive  gas  and  service  stations,  which  are  regulated  under  Paragraph  607.1(f)(4)  of  this 
Code,  one  freestanding  sign  or  sign  tower  per  lot  shall  be  permitted  in  lieu  of  a  projecting  sign 
if  the  building  or  buildings  are  recessed  from  the  street  property  line.  The  existence  of  a 
freestanding  business  sign  shall  preclude  the  erection  of  a  freestanding  identifying  sign  on  the 
same  lot.  The  area  of  such  freestanding  sign  or  sign  tower,  as  defined  in  Section  602.1(a), 
shall  not  exceed  30  square  feet  nor  shall  the  height  of  the  sign  exceed  24  feet.  No  part  of  the 
sign  shall  project  more  than  75  percent  of  the  horizontal  distance  from  the  street  property  line 
to  the  curbline,  or  six  feet,  whichever  is  less.  Such  signs  may  be  nonilluminated  or  indirectly 
illuminated,  or  during  business  hours,  may  be  directly  illuminated. 

(4)  Special  Standards  for  Automotive  Gas  and  Service  Stations.  For 
automotive  gas  and  service  stations  in  Neighborhood  Commercial  Districts,  only  the  following 
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signs  are  permitted,  subject  to  the  standards  in  this  Paragraph  (f)(4)  and  to  all  other  standards 
in  this  Section  607.1. 

(A)  A  maximum  of  two  oil  company  signs,  which  shall  not  extend  more 
than  10  feet  above  the  roofline  if  attached  to  a  building,  or  exceed  the  maximum  height 
permitted  for  freestanding  signs  in  the  same  district  if  freestanding.  The  area  of  any  such  sign 
shall  not  exceed  180  square  feet,  and  along  each  street  frontage,  all  parts  of  such  a  sign  or 
signs  that  are  within  1 0  feet  of  the  street  property  line  shall  not  exceed  80  square  feet  in  area. 
No  such  sign  shall  project  more  than  five  feet  beyond  any  street  property  line  The  areas  of 
other  permanent  and  temporary  signs  as  covered  in  Subparagraph  (B)  below  shall  not  be 
included  in  the  calculation  of  the  areas  specified  in  this  Subparagraph. 

(B)  Other  permanent  and  temporary  business  signs,  not  to  exceed  30 
square  feet  in  area  for  each  such  sign  or  a  total  of  180  square  feet  for  all  such  signs  on  the 
premises.  No  such  sign  shall  extend  above  the  roofline  if  attached  to  a  building,  or  in  any  case 
project  beyond  any  street  property  line  or  building  setback  line. 

SEC.  702.1.  NEIGHBORHOOD  COMMERCIAL  USE  DISTRICTS. 

(a)  The  following  districts  are  established  for  the  purpose  of  implementing  the 
Commerce  and  Industry  element  and  other  elements  of  the  General  Plan,  according  to  the 
objective  and  policies  stated  therein.  Description  and  Purpose  Statements  outline  the  main 
functions  of  each  Neighborhood  Commercial  (NC)  District  in  the  Zoning  Plan  for  San 
Francisco,  supplementing  the  statements  of  purpose  contained  in  Section  101  of  this  Code. 

The  description  and  purpose  statements  and  land  use  controls  applicable  to  each  of 
the  general  and  individual  area  districts  are  set  forth  in  Sections  710.1  through  ^84  of{h\s  Code 
for  each  district  class.  The  boundaries  of  the  various  Neighborhood  Commercial  Districts  are 
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shown  on  the  Zoning  Map  referred  to  in  Sections  105  and  106  of  this  Code,  subject  to  the 
provisions  of  that  Section.

SEC.  703.2.  USES  PERMITTED  IN  NEIGHBORHOOD  COMMERCIAL  DISTRICTS. 
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(b)  Use  Limitations.  The  uses  permitted  in  Neighborhood  Commercial  Districts  are 
either  principal,  conditional,  accessory,  or  temporary  uses  as  stated  in  this  Section,  and 
include  those  uses  set  forth  or  summarized  and  cross-referenced  in  the  zoning  control 
categories  as  listed  in  Paragraph  (a)  in  Sections  710.1  through  737.]  ofih\s  Code  for  each  district 
class.

(i)  An  establishment  which  sells  beer  or  wine  with  motor  vehicle  fuel  is  a  conditional 
use,  and  shall  be  governed  by  Section  229. 

(ii)  Notwithstanding  any  other  provision  of  this  Article,  a  change  in  use  or  demolition  of 
a  movie  theater  use,  as  set  forth  in  Section  790.64,  shall  require  conditional  use  authorization. 

This  Subsection  shall  not  authorize  a  change  in  use  if  the  new  use  or  uses  are 
otherwise  prohibited. 

(iii)  Notwithstanding  any  other  provision  of  this  Article,  a  change  in  use  or  demolition  of 
a  general  grocery  store  use,  as  defined  in  Section  790.102(a),  which  use  exceeds  5,000  gross 
square  feet  shall  require  conditional  use  authorization.  This  Subsection  shall  not  authorize  a 
change  in  use  if  the  new  use  or  uses  are  otherwise  prohibited. 

(iv)  Large-Scale  Urban  Agriculture,  as  defined  in  Section  102.35(b),  shall  require 
conditional  use  authorization. 
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(C)  Accessory  Uses.  Except  as  prohibited  in  Section  728  and  subject  to  the  limitations 
set  forth  below  and  in  Sections  204.1  (Accessory  Uses  for  Dwelling  Units  in  R  and  NC 
Districts),  204.4  {Dwelling  Units  Accessory  to  Other  Uses),  and  204.5  (Parking  and  Loading 
as  Accessory  Uses)  of  this  Code,  a  related  minor  use  which  is  either  necessary  to  the 
operation  or  enjoyment  of  a  lawful  principal  use  or  conditional  use,  or  is  appropnate,  incidental 
and  subordinate  to  any  such  use,  shall  be  permitted  as  an  accessory  use  when  located  on  the 
same  lot.  Any  use  which  does  not  qualify  as  an  accessory  use  shall  be  classified  as  a 
principal  or  conditional  use,  unless  it  qualifies  as  a  temporary  use  under  Sections  205  through 
205.4  of  this  Code. 

No  use  will  be  considered  accessory  to  a  permitted  principal  or  conditional  use  v^/hich 
involves  or  requires  any  of  the  following: 

(i)  The  use  of  more  than  1/3  of  the  total  floor  area  occupied  by  such  use  and  the 
principal  or  conditional  use  to  which  it  is  accessory,  except  in  the  case  of  accessory  off-street 
parking  and  loading  and  accessory  wholesaling,  manufacturing  or  processing  of  foods,  goods, 
or  commodities; 

(ii)  Any  Bar  or  Restaurant,  or  any  other  retail  establishment  which  serves  liquor  for 
consumption  on-site; 

(iii)  Any  Take-Out  Food  use,  as  defined  in  Section  790.122,  except  for  a  Take-Out 
Food  use  which  occupies  1/3  of  the  total  floor  area  or  up  to  500  s/f  whichever  is  more 
restrictive  in  a  general  grocery  or  specialty  grocery  store.  This  Take-Out  Food  use  includes 
the  area  devoted  to  food  preparation  and  service  and  excludes  storage  and  waiting  areas; 

(iv)  Any  Take-Out  Food  use,  as  defined  in  Section  790.122,  except  for  a  Take-Out 
Food  use  operating  as  a  minor  and  incidental  use  within  a  Restaurant  or  Limited-Restaurant 
use; 
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(v)  The  wholesaling,  manufacturing  or  processing  of  foods,  goods,  or  commodities  on 
the  premises  of  an  establishment  which  does  not  also  use  or  provide  for  retail  sale  of  such 
foods,  goods  or  commodities  at  the  same  location  where  such  wholesaling,  manufacturing  or 
processing  takes  place. 

(vi)  Any  retail  liquor  sales,  as  defined  in  Section  790.55,  except  for  beer,  wine,  and/or 
liquor  sales  for  the  consumption  off  the  premises  with  a  State  of  California  Alcoholic  Beverage 
Control  ("ABC")  Board  License  type  2(^(off-sale  beer  and  wine)  or  type  21  (off-sale  general) 
which  occupy  less  that  1 5%  of  the  gross  square  footage  of  the  establishment  (including  all 
areas  devoted  to  the  display  and  sale  of  alcoholic  beverages)  in  a  general  grocery  store  or 
specialty  grocery  store,  or  Limited-Restaurant  use  (ABC  license  type  20  only). 

(vii)  Medical  Cannabis  Dispensaries  as  defined  in  790.141. 

The  foregoing  rules  shall  not  prohibit  take-out  food  activity  which  operates  in  conjunction  with 
a  Limited-Restaurant  or  a  Restaurant.  A  Limited-Restaurant  or  a  Restaurant,  by  definition, 
includes  take-out  food  as  an  accessory  and  necessary  part  of  its  operation. 

(viii)  1  Any  other  entertainment  use,  as  defined  in  Section  790.38,  except  for  one  that 
both  (1)  involves  a  Limited  Live  Performance  Permit  as  set  forth  in  Police  Code  Section  1060 
et  seq.  and  (2)  is  located  outside  of  the  RCD. 

(D)  Temporary  Uses.  Temporary  uses  are  permitted  uses,  subject  to  the  provisions 
set  forth  in  Section  205  of  this  Code. 
(2)  Not  Permitted  Uses. 

(A)  Uses  which  are  not  specifically  listed  in  this  Article  are  not  permitted  unless  they 
qualify  as  a  nonconforming  use  pursuant  to  Sections  180  through  186.1  of  this  Code  or  are 
determined  by  the  Zoning  Administrator  to  be  permitted  uses  in  accordance  with  Section 
307(a)  of  this  Code. 
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(B)  No  use,  even  though  listed  as  a  permitted  use,  shall  be  permitted  in  a 
Neighborhood  Commercial  District  which,  by  reason  of  its  nature  or  manner  of  operation 
creates  conditions  that  are  hazardous,  noxious,  or  offensive  through  the  emission  of  odor, 
fumes,  smoke,  cinders,  dust,  gas,  vibration,  glare,  refuse,  water-carried  waste,  or  excessive 
noise. 

(C)  The  establishment  of  a  use  that  sells  alcoholic  beverages,  other  than  beer  and 
wine,  concurrent  with  motor  vehicle  fuel  is  prohibited,  and  shall  be  governed  by  Section  229. 
Except  in  the  SoMa  NCT,  where  these  uses  are  permitted  accessory  uses. 

SEC.  703.9.  PRESERVATION  OF  HISTORIC  BUILDINGS  WITHI\  THE  FOLSO.U 
STREET  NCT  AND  RCD  DISTRICTS 

The  following  controls  are  intended  to  support  the  economic  viahilir^'  ofhuildinss  of  historic 
importance  within  the  Folsom  NCT  and  RCD  Districts. 

(a)  This  subsection  applies  only  to  buildings  that  are  a  designated  landmark  building  per

(c)  The  Historic  Preservation  Commission  shall  review  the  proposed  project  for  compliance 
with  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior's  Standards,  (36  CF.R.  ^  67. 7  (200 F))  and  am'  applicable  provisions 
of  the  Planning  Code. 
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SEC.  748.1.  FOLSOM  STREET  NEIGHBORHOOD  COMMERCIAL  TRANSIT  DISTRICT 

The  Folsom  Street  Neighborhood  Commercial  Transit  District  (Folsom  Street  NCT)  is  located 
along  Folsom  Street  in  the  Western  SoMa  area,  generally  between  7'^  Street  and  10'''  Streets. 

The  Folsom  Street  NCT  has  a  pattern  of  ground  floor  commercial  and  upper  story  residential 
units.  Controls  are  designed  to  permit  moderate-scale  buildings  and  uses,  protecting  rear  yards  above 
the  ground  story  and  at  residential  levels.  Active,  neighborhood-serving  commercial  development  is 
required  at  the  ground  story  where  transparency  and  fenestration  requirements  add  to  the  activation  at 
the  street  level.  While  offices  and  general  retail  sales  uses  may  locate  on  the  second  story,  most 
commercial  uses  are  prohibited  above  the  second  story.  In  order  to  protect  the  balance  and  variet\>  of 
retail  use,  bars  and  restaurants  are  permitted  on  the  ground  floor,  and  liquor  stores  are  allowed  with  a 
conditional  use.  Continuous  non-residential  frontage  is  promoted  by  prohibiting  drive-up  facilities, 
some  automobile  uses,  and  permitting  a  mix  of  commercial  and  production,  distribution,  and  repair 
uses.  Parking  is  required  to  be  setback  if  above  grade  or  locate  below  ground.  Active,  pedestrian- 
oriented  ground  floor  uses  are  required. 

Housing  development  in  new  buildings  is  encouraged  above  the  ground  story,  and  student 
housing  is  only  permitted  in  newly  constructed  buildings.  Housing  density  is  not  controlled  by  the  size 
of  the  lot  or  by  density  controls,  but  by  bedroom  counts.  Given  the  area's  central  location  and 
accessibility  to  the  City's  transit  network,  parking  for  residential  and  commercial  uses  is  not  required.

SEC.  744.1.  REGIONAL  COMMERCIAL  DISTRICT 

The  Regional  Commercial  District  CRCD)  is  located  alone  the  9"'  Street  and  10'''  Street 
corridors,  generally  running  from  Mission  Street  to  Harrison  Street,  and  provides  for  a  wide  variet\>  of 
commercial  uses  and  services  to  a  population  greater  than  the  immediate  neighborhood.  While 
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providing  convenience  soods  and  services  to  the  surrounding  neinhhorhood,  the  RCD  corridors  are 
also  heavily  trafficked  thoroughfares  into  and  out  of  the  City  that  serve  shoppers  from  other 
neighborhoods  and  cities. 

Large-scale  lots  and  buildings  and  wide  streets  distinguish  the  RCD  from  smaller-scaled 
neighborhood  commercial  streets,  although  the  district  also  includes  small  as  w  ell  as  moderately 
scaled  lots.  Buildings  typically  ranse  in  heisht  from  two  to  four  stories  with  occasional  taller 
structures. 

A  diverse  commercial  environment  is  encouraged  for  the  RCD.  Eatins  and  drinking 
establishments,  general  retail  office,  certain  auto  uses,  and  production,  distribution,  and  repair  uses 
generally  are  permitted  with  certain  limitations  at  the  first  and  second  stories.  Arts  activities  are 
encouraged  on  all  floors,  but  nighttime  entertainment  uses  are  prohibited. 

Housing  development  is  encouraged  at  the  second  story  and  above,  and  permitted  on  the 
ground  floor  on  smaller  lots.  Student  housing  is  not  permitted,  and  existing  residential  units  are 
protected  by  limitations  on  demolitions  and  conversions.

SEC.  803.3.  USES  PERMITTED  IN  EASTERN  NEIGHBORHOODS  MIXED  USE 
DISTRICTS  AND  SOUTH  OF  MARKET  USE  MIXED  USE  DISTRICTS. 

(a)  Use  Categories.  A  use  is  the  specified  purpose  for  which  a  property  or  building  is 
used,  occupied,  maintained,  or  leased.  Whether  or  not  a  use  is  permitted  in  a  specific  Eastern 
Neighborhood  Mixed  Use  District  and  South  of  Market  Mixed  Use  Distnct  is  generally  set 
forth,  summarized  or  cross-referenced  in  Sections  81 3r^  through  818  and  840  through 
of  this  Code  for  each  district  class. 
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(b)  Use  Limitations.  Uses  in  Eastern  Neighborhood  Mixed  Use  Districts  and  South  of 
Market  Mixed  Use  Districts  are  either  permitted,  conditional,  accessory,  temporary  or  are  not 
permitted. 

(1)  Permitted  Uses.  If  there  are  two  or  more  uses  in  a  structure,  any  use  not 
classified  below  under  Section  803.3(b)(1)(C)  of  this  Code  as  accessory  will  be  considered 
separately  as  an  independent  permitted,  conditional,  temporary  or  not  permitted  use. 

(A)  Principal  Uses.  Principal  uses  are  permitted  as  of  right  in  an  Eastern 
Neighborhood  Mixed  Use  District  and  South  of  Market  Mixed  Use  District,  when  so  indicated 
in  Sections  813  through  818  and  840  through  84^847  of  this  Code  for  the  distnct.  Additional 
requirements  and  conditions  may  be  placed  on  particular  uses  as  provided  pursuant  to 
Section  803  5  through  803.9  and  other  applicable  provisions  of  this  Code. 

(B)  Conditional  Uses.  Conditional  uses  are  permitted  in  an  Eastern 
Neighborhood  Mixed  Use  District  and  South  of  Market  Mixed  Use  District,  when  authorized  by 
the  Planning  Commission:  whether  a  use  is  conditional  in  a  given  district  is  generally  indicated 
in  Sections  813  through  818  and  840  through  S43-847  Code.  Conditional  uses  are 
subject  to  the  applicable  provisions  set  forth  in  Sections  178,  179,  263.11,  303,  316,  and 
803.5  through  803.9  of  this  Code. 

(i)  An  establishment  which  sells  beer  or  wine  with  motor  vehicle 
fuel  is  a  conditional  use,  and  shall  be  governed  by  Section  229. 

(ii)  Notwithstanding  any  other  provision  of  this  Article,  a  change  in 
use  or  demolition  of  a  movie  theater  use,  as  set  forth  in  Section  890.64,  shall  require 
conditional  use  authorization.  This  Section  shall  not  authorize  a  change  in  use  if  the  new  use 
or  uses  are  otherwise  prohibited. 
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(iii)  Notwithstanding  any  other  provision  of  this  Article,  a  change  in 
use  or  demolition  of  a  general  grocery  store  use,  as  set  forth  in  Section  890.102(a)  and  as 
further  defined  in  Section  790.102(a),  shall  require  conditional  use  authorization.  This 
Subsection  shall  not  authorize  a  change  in  use  if  the  new  use  or  uses  are  othenvise 
prohibited. 

(iv)  Large-Scale  Urban  Agriculture,  as  defined  in  Section 
102.35(b),  shall  require  conditional  use  authorization. 

(C)  Accessory  Uses.  Subject  to  the  limitations  set  forth  below  and  in 
Sections  204.1  (Accessory  Uses  for  Dwelling  Units  in  R  and  NC  Districts),  204.2  (Accessory 
Uses  for  Uses  Other  Than  Dwellings  in  R  Districts);  204.4  (Dwelling  Units  Accessory  to  Other 
Uses),  and  204.5  (Parking  and  Loading  as  Accessory  Uses)  of  this  Code,  an  accessory  use  is 
a  related  minor  use  which  is  either  necessary  to  the  operation  or  enjoyment  of  a  lawful 
principal  use  or  conditional  use,  or  is  appropriate,  incidental  and  subordinate  to  any  such  use, 
and  shall  be  permitted  as  an  accessory  use  in  an  Eastern  Neighborhoods  Mixed  Use  District 
and  South  of  Market  Mixed  Use  District.  In  order  to  accommodate  a  principal  use  which  is 
carried  out  by  one  business  in  multiple  locations  within  the  same  general  area,  such 
accessory  use  need  not  be  located  in  the  same  structure  or  lot  as  its  principal  use  provided 
that  (1)  the  accessory  use  is  located  within  1,000  feet  of  the  principal  use;  and  (2)  the  multiple 
locations  existed  on  April  6,  1990  (the  effective  date  of  this  amendment).  Accessory  uses  to 
non-office  uses  (as  defined  in  Section  890.70)  may  occupy  space  which  is  non-contiguous  or 
on  a  different  story  as  the  principal  use  so  long  as  the  accessory  use  is  located  in  the  same 
building  as  the  principal  use  and  complies  with  all  other  restrictions  applicable  to  such 
accessory  uses.  Any  use  which  does  not  qualify  as  an  accessory  use  shall  be  classified  as  a 
principal  use.

(ii)  A  hotel,  motel,  inn,  hostel,  adult  entertainment,  massage 
establishment,  large  fast  food  restaurant,  or  movie  theater  use  in  a  RED,  RED- MX,  SPD,  RSD, 
SLR,  SLI,  SSO,  DTR,  MUG,  WMUG,  MUR,  MUO.  WA4VO,  SALl  or  UMU  District; 

(iii)  Any  take-out  food  use,  except  for  a  take-out  food  use  which 
occupies  100  square  feet  or  less  (including  the  area  devoted  to  food  preparation  and  service 
and  excluding  storage  and  waiting  areas)  in  a  restaurant,  bar,  catenng  establishment,  bakery, 
retail  grocery  or  specialty  food  store. 

(iv)  Any  sign  not  conforming  to  the  limitations  of  Section 

607.2(f)(3). 

(v)  Medical  Cannabis  Dispensaries  as  defined  in  890.133. 

(vi)  Any  nighttime  entertainment  use,  as  defined  in  Section  102.17; 
provided,  however,  that  a  Limited  Live  Performance  Permit  as  set  forth  in  Police  Code  Section 
1060  et  seq.  is  allowed  in  any  District  except  for  (a)  an  SLI  Distha  thai  is  included  in  the  Western 
SoMa  Planning  Area  Special  Use  District  or  (h)  an  RED,  RED-MX.  RSD.  SLR,  MUR,  WMUG.  or 
MUG  District. 

(D)  Temporary  Uses.  Temporary  uses  not  otherwise  permitted  are 
permitted  in  Eastern  Neighborhoods  Mixed  Use  Distncts  and  South  of  Market  Mixed  Use 
Districts  to  the  extent  authorized  by  Sections  205  through  205.3  of  this  Code.

(a)  Preservation  of  Landmark  Buildings,  Significant  or  Contributory  Buildings  Within  the 
Extended  Prcs^vatimt-l^istricf-and/or  Contributory  Historic  Buildings  Within  Designated  Historic 
Distriefs  within  the  South  of  Market  Mixed  Use  Districts.  Within  the  South  of  Market  Mixed

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SEC.  813.  RED  -  RESIDENTIAL  ENCLAVE  DISTRICT. 

Residential  Enclave  Districts  (RED)  encompass  many  of  the  the  clusters  of  low-scale, 
medium  density,  predominantly  residential  neighborhoods  located  along  the  narrow  side 
streets  of  the  SLR  and  MUR  Districts  South  of  Market  area.  Within  these  predominantly 
residential  enclaves  lie  a  number  of  vacant  parcels,  parking  lots  and  other  properties  in  open 
storage  use.  These  properties  are  undeveloped  or  underdeveloped  and  are  viewed  as 
opportunity  sites  for  new,  moderate-income,  in-fill  housing. 

The  zoning  controls  for  this  district  are  tailored  to  the  design  needs  and  neighborhood 
characteristics  of  these  enclaves  and  are  intended  to  encourage  and  facilitate  the 
development  of  attractive,  compatible  and  economically  feasible  in-fill  housing  while  providing 
adequate  residential  amenities  to  the  site  and  neighborhood. 

Dwelling  units  are  permitted  as  a  principal  use.  Social  services  aiid  institutional  uses  arc 
permitted  as  conditional  uses.  Group  housing,  retail,  entertainment,  general  commercial  and  services 
light  industrial  uscsNonresidential  uses,  except  art  related  activities,  are  not  permitted,  except  for 
certain  uses  in  historic  buildinss.  Existing  commercial  activities  in  nonresidential  structures  may 
continue  as  nonconforming  uses  subject  to  the  termination  requirements  of  Sections  185  and 
186.  Live/work  units  limited  to  arts  activities  arc  permitted  within  the  district  as  a  principal  use.- 
Existing  live/work  units  with  other  nonresidential  uses  may  continue  as  nonconforming  uses.

The  South  of  Market  Special  Hall  of  Justice  Legal  Services  District,  as  shown  on 
Sectional  Map  8SU  of  the  Zoning  Map,  is  governed  by  Sections  803.9(f),  ami  817  50  and 
846.65b  of  this  Code. 

SEC.  823.  WESTERN  SOMA  PLANNING  AREA  SPECIAL  USE  DISTRICT. 

(a)  The  Western  SoMa  Planning  Area  Special  Use  District,  as  shown  on  Section  Maps 
1SU,  7SU,  and  8SU  of  the  Zoning  Map,  is  governed  b«y  Sections  803.6  and  803.7  of  this 
Code,  and  Board  of  Supervisors  Resolution  No.  731-04. 

(b)  The  area  of  the  City  known  as  Western  South  of  Marlcct  ("Western  SoMa")  is  currently 
undergoing  a  comprehensive  community'  based  planning  process  pursuant  to  Resolution  No.  731  04. 
which  was  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  on  November  23,  2004.  Resolution  73  J  01  established 
a  22  member  Western  SoMa  Citizens  Planning  Task  Force  charged  with  adx'ising  the  Board-of 
Supervisors  and  Planning  Commission  on  future  planning  for  the  area.  The  Western  So.Vla  Flanmng 
Area  Special  Use  District  will  further  recognition  of  the  Western  SoMa  as  a  special  planning  area  of 
the  City. 

(c)  Educational  Service  uses  as  defined  by  Section  890. 50(c)  in  the  Western  SoMa  Planning 
Area  Special  Use  District  are  subject  to  conditional  use  authorization  in  accordance  with  Section  303. 

(b)  Design  Standards.  The  construction  of  new  buildinss  and  alteration  of  exi.stins.  buildings 
in  the  Western  SoMa  Special  Use  District  shall  be  consistent  with  the  desisn  policies  and  guidelines  of 
the  "WSoMa  Desisn  Standards  "  as  adopted  and  periodically  amended  b\  the  Plannins  Commission. 
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(c)  Controls.  All  provisions  of  the  Planning  Code  shall  apply  except  as-  otherwise  provided  in 
this  Section. 

(1)  Rear  Yard.  The  requirements  of  Section  124  shall  apply  except  as  follows: 

(A)  Front  setback  credit  for  rear  yards  in  the  RED-MX District.  The  required 
rear  yard  in  the  RED-MX  District  may  be  reduced  by  the  distance  of  any  provided  front  setback,  as 
measured  from  the  property  line  to  the  main  builidins  wall.  The  front  setback  shall  be  measured  as  the 
line  of  greatest  depth  of  any  portion  of  the  front  building  wall  that  occupies  at  least    the  width 
betM'een  the  side  lot  lines  of  the  property.  However,  in  no  case  shall  the  rear  yard  be  reduced  to  less 
than  15  feet. 

(B)  Modification.  Only  corner  lots  are  eligible  for  rear  yard  modifications 
from  the  Zonins  Administrator  pursuant  to  Sections  134{f),  134(e,)  and  307(h)  of  this  Code.

(A)  The  gross  floor  area  of  the  re-established  nonconforming  ninhttime 
entertainment  use  may  be  increased  up  to  25  percent  more  than  the  area  it  occupied  in  the  building 
proposed  for  demolition; 

(B)  If  the  nonconforming  nighttime  entertainment  use  is  not  re-established  in 
the  new  buildins  within  three  years  of  vacating  the  building  proposed  for  demolition  it  shall  be 
considered  abandoned  pursuant  to  Planning  Code  Section  183. 

(5)  Vertical  Architectural  Elements.  Vertical  architectural  elements,  pursuant  to 
Section  263.21  of  this  Code,  shall  not  be  permitted. 

(6)  Good  Neishbor  Policies.  Good  Neighbor  Policies  for  certain  uses  in  the  Eastern 
Neighborhood  Mixed  Use  Districts,  pursuant  to  Section  803.5(b)  of  this  Code,  shall  apply  throughout 
the  Western  SoMa  Special  Use  District  regardless  of  the  underlying  zoning  district. 

(7)  Single  Room  Occupancy  (SRO)  Units.  SRO  units,  as  defined  in  Section  890.88(c) 
of  this  Code,  shall  have  a  minimum  size  of 275  gross  square  feet. 

(8)  Recreation  Facilities.  The  demolition  of  recreation  facilities,  as  defined  in  Section 
890.81  of  this  Code,  shall  be  governed  by  the  following: 

(A)     Demolition  of  an  existing  recreation  facility  shall  require  conditional  use 
authorization  from  the  Planning  Commission,  pursuant  to  Section  303  of  this  Code.  In  granting  such 
conditional  use  authorization,  the  Planning  Commission  must  also  find  the  following: 
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0)  The  project  sponsor  demonstrates  that  the  loss  of  the  recreational 
facility  and  the  associated  services  to  the  neighborhood  or  to  the  population  of  existing  users  can  be 
met  by  other  recreational  facilities  that: 

a.  are  either  existing  or  proposed  as  pan  of  the  associated 

project; 

b.  are  or  will  be  within  the  boundaries  of  the  Western  SoMa 

Special  Use  District;  and 

c.  will  provide  similar  facilities,  services,  and  affordability  as  the 
recreational  facility  proposed  to  be  removed. 

(9)  Buffers  from  nishttime  entertainment  and  animal  services.  Additional 
requirements  applicable  to  nighttime  entertainment  uses  and  kennels,  as  defined  in  Section  224,  are  as 
follows: 

(A)  Nishttime  entertainment  No  portion  of  a  nighttime  entertainment  use,  as 
defined  in  Section  102.17  of  this  Code,  shall  be  permitted  within  200  linear  feet  of  any  propert\>  within 
a  RED  or  RED-MX  District. 

(B)  Animal  Services.  No  portion  of  an  animal  service  use,  as  defined  in 
Section  224  of  this  Code,  and  that  operates  as  a  24-hour  facilitw  shall  be  permitted  within  200  linear 
feet  of  an  existing  building  containing  a  legal  residential  use,  as  defined  in  Section  890.88,  within  an 
RED  or  RED-MX  District. 

(4^) — Educational  Services.  Educational  Services,  as  defined  by  Section 
8Q0T^Q(<})-Gf-^is-Ge4e,  shall  require  conditional  use  authorization  pursuant  to  Section  303  of 
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XIQA-)  Formula  Retail  Uses.  In  addition  to  existing  findings  required  in  Planning 
Code  Section  803. 6  for  formula  retail  uses  rec/uirins  conditional  use  authorization  in  the  Western 
SoMa  Special  Use  District,  the  Planning  Commission  shall  consider  the  following  criteria.

noise,  fumes,  and  light  shall  be  designed  to  minimize  any  impacts  on  sensitive  users  of  the  site 
Buildings  shall  be  designed  to  minimize  the  impact  of  wind  and  shadows  on  open  spaces  on  the 
development  site  and  adjacent  properties. 

e.  Architectural  design.  Locate  fenestralion,  decks,  doors, 
and  open  spaces  to  minimize  potential  on-site  conflicts  hetM-een  uses  and  users  (e.z.  residential  and 
commercial  uses). 

(v)  Projects  on  development  sites  of  3  acres  or  greater  are  permitted  to 
contain  up  to  24,999  gross  square  feet  of  office  use,  and  up  to  24,999  gross  square  feet  of  retail  use, 
regardless  of  the  controls  of  the  underlying  zoning,  district. 

fvi)  Projects  on  development  sites  greater  than  .5  acre,  but  less  than  3 
acres,  shall  be  subject  to  the  Tier  BAB  affordable  housing  requirements  of  Section  419.3(b)(2)  of  this 
Code.  The  residential  portiono  of  such  projects  shall  also  be  subject  to  the  Tier  1  -Eastef r 
Neighborhood  infrastructure  impact  fees,  rogardlosG  of  the  Tier  lovoi  of  the  subject  property. 
SEC.  844.  WMUG—  WSOMA  MIXED  USE  -  GENERAL  DISTRICT 
The  WSoMa  Mixed  Use-General  (WMUG)  District  is  largely  comprised  of  the  low-scale, 
production,  distribution,  and  repair  uses  mixed  with  housing  and  small-scale  retail  The  WMUG  is 
designed  to  maintain  and  facilitate  the  growth  and  expansion  of  small-scale  light  industrial,  wholesale 
distribution,  arts  production  and  performance/exhibition  activities,  general  commercial  and 
neighborhood-serving  retail  and  personal  service  activities  while  protecting  existing  housing  and 
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encouraging  the  development  of  housing  at  a  scale  and  demity  compaiihle  with  the  existing 
neighborhood. 

Housing  is  encouraged  over  ground  floor  commercial  and  production,  disrribntion,  and  repair 
uses.  New  residential  or  mixed  use  developments  are  encouraged  to  provide  as  much  mixed-income 
family  housing  as  possible.  Existing  group  housing  and  dwelling  units  will  be  protected  from 
demolition  or  conversion  to  nonresidential  use  by  requiring  conditional  use  review. 

Hotels,  nighttime  entertainment,  movie  theaters,  adult  entertainment  and  hea\y  industrial  uses 
are  not  permitted.  Office  use  is  restricted  to  customer-based  services  on  the  ground  floor.

Residential  Enclave-Mixed  Districts  (RED-MX)  encompass  some  of  the  clusters  of  low-scale, 
medium  density,  predominantly  residential  neighborhoods  located  alons  the  narrow  side  streets  of  the 
Western  SoMa  area.  Many  parcels  in  these  residential  enclaves  are  underdeveloped  and  represent 
opportunities  for  new  residential  and  low-intensity  commercial  uses. 

While  residential  uses  are  encouraged  throughout  these  districts,  group  housing  is  limited,  and 
student  housing  and  sinsle-room-occupancy  units  are  prohibited.  Small-scale  retail,  restaurants,  arts 
activities,  and  other  commercial  uses  are  principally  permitted  to  create  the  potential  for  more  active 
mixed  use  alleys.  Some  automobile-related  and  production,  distribution,  and  repair  uses  are  also 
permitted  with  limitations.  Existing  commercial  activities  in  nonresidential  structures  may  continue  as 
nonconforming  uses  subject  to  the  termination  requirements  of  Article  1.  7.

Be  it  ordained  by  the  People  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco: 

Section  1.  In  accordance  with  the  actions  contemplated  herein,  this  Board  adopted 

Ordinance  No.  ,  that  included  findings  pursuant  to  the  California  Environmental

21  ,  Implementation  Matrix,  including  the  Arts  Commission,  Department  of  Building  Inspection 

22  i  (DBI).  Department  of  Public  Health  (DPH),  Division  of  Emergency  Services  (DEM),  Capital 

23  Planning  Committee,  City  Administrator's  Office,  Controller's  Office,  Department  of  Public 

24  I  Works  (DPW),  Human  Services  Agency  (HSA),  Mayor's  Office  on  Community  Investment

(6)  The  purpose  of  this  Monitoring  Program  shall  be  to  provide  rigorous 
monitoring  and  review  of  the  effectiveness  of  the  Eastern  Neighborhoods  Area  Plans,  to 
ensure  rational  grovrth  in  these  neighborhoods,  and  to  ensure  implementation  of 
improvements  to  accompany  this  growth.  The  program  shall  monitor  progress  towards  the 
Eastern  Neighborhoods  Area  Plans'  objectives  and  policies,  by  evaluating  advancement 
according  to  each  Plan's  matrix  of  implementation  actions;  and  measure  the  balance  of 
growth  against  needed  improvements,  according  to  standards  established  in  the  Eastern 
Neighborhoods  Needs  Assessment.

15  or  infrastructure  as  described  in  the  Eastern  Neighborhoods  Public  Benefits  Program,  a  copy 

16  of  which  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No.  081155  and  is 

17  incorporated  herein  by  reference.  The  report  shall  include  the  following  categories  of 

18  information: 

19  (A)     inclusionary  Housing  Program.  A  summary  of  the  number  and  income 

20  mix  of  units  constructed  or  assisted  through  this  program,  an  analysis  of  units  constructed

18  (7)     Fees  and  Revenues.  The  report  shall  monitor  expenditure  of  all 

19  implemented  fees,  including  the  Eastern  Neighborhoods  Impact  Fee  and  all  Citywide  fees, 

20  !|  and  tax  revenue,  as  listed  below.  It  shall  report  on  studies  and  implementation  strategies  for 

21  I    additional  fees  and  programming. 

22  I  (A)     Impact  Fee.  A  summary  of  the  collected  funds  from  the  Eastern 

23  I    Neighborhoods  Impact  Fee  collected  from  development,  and  a  detailed  accounting  of  its 

24  I  expenditure  over  that  same  period.

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(B)  Fiscal  Revenues.  An  estimate  of  the  net  increment  of  revenues  by  type 
(property  tax,  business  taxes,  hotel  and  sales  taxes)  from  all  uses. 

(C)  Fee  Adjustments. 

(i)  The  Planning  Department  shall  review  the  amount  of  the  Eastern 
Neighborhoods  fee  against  any  increases  in  construction  costs,  according  to  changes 
published  in  the  Construction  Cost  Index  published  by  Engineering  News  Record,  or 
according  to  another  similar  cost  index  should  there  be  improvements  to  be  funded  through 
the  Eastern  Neighborhoods  Impact  Fee  as  listed  in  the  Eastern  Neighborhoods  Program. 

(ii)  The  Planning  Department  shall  review  the  level  of  the  Eastern 
Neighborhoods  housing  requirements  and  fees  to  ensure  they  are  not  so  high  as  to  prevent 
needed  housing  or  commercial  development. 

(8)  Agency  Responsibilities.  All  implementing  agencies  identified  in  the 
Eastern  Neighborhoods  Implementation  Matnx  shall  be  responsible  for: 

(A)  Reporting  to  the  Planning  Department,  for  incorporation  into  the 
Monitoring  report,  on  action  undertaken  in  the  previous  reporting  period  to  complete  the 
implementation  actions  under  their  jurisdiction,  as  referenced  in  the  Eastern  Neighborhoods 
Implementation  Matrix. 

(B)  Providing  an  analysis  of  the  actions  to  be  completed  in  the  next 
reporting  period,  for  incorporation  into  the  Monitoring  report,  including  a  description  of  the 
integrated  approach  that  will  be  used  to  complete  those  tasks. 

(i)     To  the  extent  the  Agencies  identified  in  the  Implementation  Matrix  are 
outside  the  jurisdiction  of  this  Board,  this  Board  hereby  urges  such  Agencies  to  participate  in 
this  process. 

(9)  Budget  Implications.  In  cooperation  with  the  Annual  Progress  reports 
required  by  Administrative  Code  Chapter  36.4,  and  prior  to  the  annual  budget  process,  the

16  to  evaluate  the  effectiveness  of  the  Plans'  implementation  as  grov^h  occurs. 

17  (2)  Controls. 

18  (A)     Reporting  Requirements.  By  July  1st  five  years  after  Plan  adoption,  and 

1 9  every  five  years  thereafter,  the  Planning  Department  shall  submit  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors 

20  I    and  the  Office  of  the  Controller  an  Eastern  Neighborhoods  Capital  Expenditure  Evaluation 

21  I  Report.  The  Eastern  Neighborhoods  Capital  Expenditure  Evaluation  Report  shall  specifically 

22  I    report  the  amount  of  funds  collected  to  date  from  the  Eastern  Neighborhoods  Impact  Fee.  The 

23  I  Capital  Expenditure  Evaluation  Report  shall  also  describe  how  these  funds  have  been 

24  !   allocated  or  spent  for  the  purpose  of  developing  capital  projects  as  identified  in  the  Eastern 

25  I  Neighborhoods  Priority  Capital  Project  list.  The  Capital  Expenditure  Evaluation  shall 
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specifically  report  on  allocations  of  funds  or  expenditures,  based  on  their  percentages  share 
of  the  total  fees  collected  to  date,  toward  the  following  Eastern  Neighborhoods  Priority  Capital 
Project  development  activities:  planning,  design,  environmental  review,  approval,  and 
implementation.  For  the  purposes  of  this  section,  the  "Eastern  Neighborhoods  Pnority  Capital 
Project  List"  shall  mean  a  list  of  capital  projects  which  are  a  priority  subset  of  the  full  Eastern 
Neighborhoods  Public  Benefits  Program  as  set  forth  in  the  Eastern  Neighborhoods 
Interdepartmental  Memorandum  of  Understanding  and  amended  from  time  to  time  by  the 
Planning  Commission  with  advice  from  the  Eastern  Neighborhoods  Citizens  Advisory 
Committee.  A  draft  copy  of  said  memorandum  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  in  File  No.  081446  and  is  incorporated  herein  by  reference, 

(B)     Office  of  Controller  Assessment.  Within  60  days  of  receiving  the 
Eastern  Neighborhoods  Capital  Expenditure  Evaluation  Report,  the  Controller  shall  assess 
whether  funds  collected  from  the  Eastern  Neighborhoods  Impact  Fee  are  being  effectively 
utilized  for  capital  projects  included  on  the  Eastern  Neighborhoods  Priority  Capital  Project  List, 
and  whether  such  projects  are  successfully  advancing  towards  implementation.  For  the 
purposes  of  this  section,  "effectively  utilized"  shall  mean  approximately  eighty  percent  of  total 
Eastern  Neighborhoods  impact  fees  collected  in  each  Improvement  Type  category  (as 
identified  in  Tables  423.5  and  423. 5A)  upon  issuance  of  the  Eastern  Neighborhoods  Capital 
Expenditure  Evaluation  Report  have  been  allocated  to  one  or  more  of  the  projects  identified  in 
the  Eastern  Neighborhoods  Priority  Capital  Projects  list,  whether  or  not  such  projects  have 
been  approved  or  completed,  or  that  all  projects  in  that  Improvement  Type  category  have 
been  funded.  On  or  after  the  ten-year  anniversary  of  Plan  Adoption  the  Controller  shall  also 
consider  whether  projects  that  were  initially  funded  by  the  issuance  of  the  five  year  report,  or 
any  subsequent  updated  or  revised  report,  have  been  fully  funded  and/or  completed. 
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assuming  sufficient  funds  are  available  from  the  Eastern  Neighborhoods  impact  fees  collected 
to  date. 

(C)     Inclusion  in  Annual  Capital  Plan.  Each  year  the  Planning  Department 
shall  submit  for  inclusion  into  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  Proposed  Capital  Plan  for 
the  current  fiscal  year,  in  accordance  with  Sections  3.20  et  seq.,  a  schedule  of  capital 
improvements  to  be  funded,  developed  and  implemented  within  the  Eastern  Neighborhoods, 
by  neighborhood.  That  schedule  shall  illustrate  costs  and  revenue  streams,  total  projects 
costs  and  the  proposed  timeline  for  implementation, 
(d)     INTEGRATED  PDR  REPORTING. 

(1)  The  owner  of  any  property  subject  to  an  Integrated  PDR  Notice  of  Special 
Restrictions  (NSR)  recorded  pursuant  to  Planning  Code  Section  328  is  required  to  ensure  that 
any  new  tenants  or  new  occupants  of  any  space  that  is  permitted  as  Integrated  PDR  contact 
the  Integrated  PDR  Program  of  the  Office  of  Economic  and  Workforce  Development  (OEWD), 
or  its  successor,  to  register  their  respective  Integrated  PDR  business  with  OEWD's  Integrated 
PDR  Program  Database  and  that  these  same  businesses  continually  update  OEWD's  PDR 
Program  Database  on  an  annual  basis. 

(2)  Upon  successful  registration  of  a  new  Integrated  PDR  business,  OEWD 
will  provide  each  individual  Integrated  PDR  business  registrant  with  a  dated  receipt 
acknowledging  that  the  subject  Integrated  PDR  business  has  newly  registered  or  updated 
their  existing  registration  with  OEWD.  This  receipt  shall  be  referred  to  as  an  "Integrated  PDR 
Registration  Record"  for  purposes  of  this  Section  and  Planning  Code  Section  328.  If  an 
Integrated  PDR  business  failed  to  register  for  an  Integrated  PDR  Registration  Record  as  of 
December  31st  of  the  subject  year,  the  OEWD  is  prohibited  from  issuing  a  receipt  for  that 
year. 
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(3)  It  is  the  responsibility  of  the  owner  of  any  property  subject  to  an  Integrated 
PDR  NSR  recorded  pursuant  to  Planning  Code  Sections  328  to  collect  and  retain  copies  of 
any  Integrated  PDR  Registration  Records  obtained  by  any  tenant  or  occupant  m  a  property 
subject  to  this  Section. 

(4)  Property  owners  who  cannot  provide  sufficient  evidence  in  the  form  of 
Integrated  PDR  Registration  Records  to  demonstrate  to  the  Planning  Department  that  current 
and  former  occupants  of  any  Integrated  PDR  space  have  satisfied  the  initial  registration  and 
annual  reporting  requirements  outlined  in  this  Section  will  not  be  eligible  for  any  waivers  or 
reductions  of  Outstanding  Discount-Program  Fees  as  set  forth  in  Planning  Code  Section  328. 

(5)  OEWD,  or  its  successor,  shall  make  available  summary  reports  of  any  and 
all  Integrated  PDR  business  data  collected  pursuant  to  this  program  at  the  request  of  the 
Planning  Department  staff  or  the  Planning  Commission,  as  necessary  for  their  enforcement  of 
any  provisions  of  the  Planning  Code  or  for  general  information. 

(6)  OEWD,  or  its  successor,  shall  provide  a  5-year  summary  report  on  the 
status  of  employment  of  disadvantaged  workers,  as  defined  in  Planning  Code  Section 
328(b)(2)  and  the  profile  of  all  businesses  registered  under  this  program  within  6  months  of 
the  5-year  anniversary  of  the  adoption  of  this  Section.  This  summary  report  shall  contain  data 
on  the  total  number  and  types  of  businesses  occupying  Integrated  PDR  space,  as  well  the 
total  percentage  share  of  the  total  workforce  employed  by  businesses  occupying  Integrated 
PDR  space  that  qualify  as  disadvantaged  workers  as  of  the  5-year  anniversary  of  the  effective 
date  of  this  Section.

Committee  (CAC)  is  hereby  established.  Within  6  months  of  adoption  of  the  Eastern 
Neighborhoods  Area  Plan  and  related  Planning  Code  changes,  the  Mayor  and  the  Board  of 
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Supervisors  shall  have  appointed  all  members  to  the  CAC.  The  CAC  shall  be  the  central 
community  advisory  body  charged  with  providing  input  to  City  agencies  and  decision  makers 
with  regard  to  all  activities  related  to  implementation  of  the  Eastern  Neighborhoods  Area 
Plans.  The  CAC  is  established  for  the  purposes  of  providing  input  on  the  prioritization  of 
Public  Benefits,  updating  the  Public  Benefits  program,  relaying  information  to  community 
members  in  each  of  the  four  neighborhoods  regarding  the  status  of  development  proposals  in 
the  Eastern  Neighborhoods,  and  providing  input  to  Plan  Area  monitoring  efforts  as 
appropriate.  The  CAC  shall  be  advisory,  as  appropriate,  to  the  Planning  Department,  the 
Interagency  Planning  &  Implementation  Committee  (IPIC),  the  Planning  Commission  and  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  The  CAC  may  perform  the  following  functions  as  needed: 

(A)  Collaborate  with  the  Planning  Department  and  the  Interagency  Plan 
Implementation  Committee  on  pncitizing  the  community  improvement  projects  and  identifying 
implementation  details  as  part  of  annual  expenditure  program  that  is  adopted  by  the  Board  of 
Supervisors; 

(B)  Provide  an  advisory  role  in  a  report-back  process  from  the  Planning 
Department  on  enforcement  of  individual  projects'  compliance  with  the  Area  Plans  standards 
and  on  specific  conditions  of  project  approvals  so  that  those  agreements  will  be  more 
effectively  implemented; 

(C)  Collaborate  with  the  Planning  Department  and  relevant  city  agencies  in 
the  monitoring  of  the  Plans'  implementation  program  at  approximately  every  fifth  year,  in 
coordination  with  the  Monitoring  Program  required  by  the  Administrative  Code  Section  10.E; 
and  provide  input  to  Plan  Area  monitoring  efforts  for  required  time-series  reporting. 

(2)     Representation  and  Appointments. 

(A)     The  CAC  shall  consist  19  members  representing  the  diversity  of  the 
Eastern  Neighborhoods,  key  stakeholders,  including  resident  renters,  resident  homeowners, 
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low-income  residents,  local  merchants,  established  neighborhood  groups  within  the  Plan 
Area;  and  other  groups  identified  through  refinement  of  the  CAC  process.  The  1 9  members  of 
the  CAC  shall  be  comprised  of  JS-vofing  members  and  4  non  voting  members  on  svl  forth  below. 

(B)  All  members  shall  live,  work,  own  property  or  own  a  business  in  the 
Eastern  Neighborhoods  Plan  Area  they  are  appointed  to  represent.  For  purposes  of  this 
Subsection,  the  Eastern  Neighborhoods  Flan  Area  also  shall  include  the  Western  SoMa  Planning  Area 
Special  Use  District  as  set  forth  in  Planning  Code  Section  823.

(3)    Committees  or  Working  Groups  of  the  CAC:  According  to  procedures  set 
forth  in  bylaws  adopted  by  the  CAC,  the  CAC  may,  at  its  discretion  create  subcommittees  or 
working  groups  based  around  geographic  areas  or  functional  issues.  Each  of  these 
subcommittees  or  working  groups  shall  contain  at  least  one  CAC  member  who  is  eligible  to 
vote,  but  may  also  be  comprised  of  individuals  who  are  not  members  of  the  CAC.  If  a  non- 
voting member  of  the  CAC  serves  on  a  subcommittee  or  working  group  that  individual  may  act 
as  a  voting  member  of  the  subcommittee  or  working  group. 
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(4)     Staffing  for  Eastern  Neighborhoods  Citizens  Advisory  Committee:  The

(5)    The  Eastem  Neighborhoods  CAC  will  automatically  terminate  on 
December  31 ,  2020,  unless  the  Board  of  Supen/isors  extends  the  CAC's  term  by  Ordinance. 

Section  3.  Effective  Date.  This  ordinance  shall  become  effective  30  days  from  the 
date  of  passage.

law  provisions  governing  signatures  in  lieu  of  filing  fees;  reinstate  candidate  filing  fee 
provisions;  and  make  other  technical  amendments. 


Be  it  ordained  by  the  People  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco: 
Section  1.  The  San  Francisco  Municipal  Elections  Code  is  hereby  amended  by 

amending  Sections  100,  110,  200,  205,  220,  230,  260,  335,  500,  and  590,  and  adding  section 

810,  to  read  as  follows: 

SEC.  100.  CHARTER  AUTHORIZATION;  INCORPORATION  OF  STATE  AND 

FEDERAL  LAW. 

This  San  Francisco  Municipal  Elections  Code  is  adopted  consistent  with  San  Francisco 
Charter  Section  13.100.  Where  not  othenwise  provided  for  by  the  Charter  or  by  this  Municipal 
Elections  Code,  applicable  provisions  of  State  and  federal  law  shall  apply.  All  references  in  this 
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SAN  FRANCISCO 


Code  to  sf (  lions  or  divisions  of  the  California  Elections  Code  shall  also  he  construed  to  refer  to  any 
successor  provisions  of  those  sections  or  divisions. 

SEC.  110.  DEFINITIONS. 

Whenever  the  following  terms  are  used  in  this  Municipal  Elections  Code,  these 
definitions  shall  apply: 

(a)       "City  elective  officef"  shall  mean  the  offices  of  Mayor,  Member  of  the  Board  of 
Super\  isors,  City  Attorney,  District  Attorney,  Treasurer,  Sheriff,  Assessor,  Public  Defender,  Member  of 
the  Board  of  Education  of  the  San  Francisco  Unified  School  District  and  Member  of  the  Governine 
Board  of  the  San  Francisco  Community  College  District. 

{ab)    "Measure"  means  an  ordinance,  charter  amendment,  referendum,  recall, 
declaration  of  policy,  or  bond  measure  that  will  be  voted  on  only  in  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco. 

{he)    "Signed  and  sworn  statement"  means  a  statement  signed  under  penalty  of 
perjury  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  California,  that  includes  the  original  signature  of  the 
signer.  Facsimile  or  electronically  produced  or  reproduced  signatures  are  not  original 
signatures  for  purposes  of  this  Article. 

{ed)    "Voter  means  an  individual  who  is  registered  to  vote  in  the  City  and  County 
of  San  Francisco. 
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SEC.  200.  NOMINATION  AND  RECALL  OF  ELECTIVE  OFFICERS; 
INCORPORATION  OF  STATE  LAW. 

Except  as  otherwise  provided  by  the  Charter  or  this  Mur^icipal  Elections  Code, 
nomination  of  elective  officers  for  the  Board  of  Education  of  the  San  Francisco  Unified  School 
District  or  the  Governing  Board  of  the  San  Francisco  Community  College  District  shall  be  made 
pursuant  to  California  Elections  Code  Section  10602  et  seq.  and  nomination  of  all  oilier  City  elective 
officers  shall  be  made  pursuant  to  California  Elections  Code  Section  10220  et  seq.r_  and  ijhe 
recall  of  elective  officers  shall  be  made  pursuant  to  California  Elections  Code  Section  1 1 000 
et  seq.  If  the  official  proposed  to  be  removed  at  a  recall  election  is  recalled,  the  vacancy  shall 
be  filled  pursuant  to  Charter  Sections  3.100(15)  and  13.101.5. 

SEC.  205.  NOMINATION  DEADLINES. 

Candidates  for  the  Board  of  Education  of  the  San  Francisco  Unified  School  District  or 
the  Govorning  Board  of  tho  San  Francisco  Community  Collogo  District  shall  follow  the 
nomination  doadlinoo  ostabliohod  by  California  Elections  Codo  Section  10602  ot  soq.  (al 
Candidates  for  Mavor  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors  for  all  othor  Citv  oloctivo  offices  must  file 
nomination  papers  no  later  than  the  146th  147th  day  before  a  municipal  election  during  normal 
office  hours,  as  posted.  Not  earlier  than  the  4^4^11 72nd  dav  nor  later  than  the  446^1 47th  day 
before  the  election,  the  voters  mav  nominate  these  candidates  for  election  bv  ^ignino  a 
nomination  paper. 

(b)  Candidates  for  all  other  Citv  elective  offices  shall  follow  the  nomination  deadlines 
established  bv  California  Elections  Code  Section  10220  et  sea. 

SEC.  220.  CANDIDATE  QUALIFICATION  STATEMENTS. 
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(a)  Content  and  Form  of  Statement.  Candidates  may  file  a  candidate 
qualification  statement  including  the  name,  age  and  occupation  of  the  candidate  and  a 
description  of  no  more  than  200  words  of  the  candidate's  education  and  qualifications  as 
expressed  by  the  candidate.  To  ensure  that  all  statements  are  filed  in  a  uniform  format,  the 
statement  shall  be  in  a  manner  specified  and  on  a  form  provided  by  the  Director  of  Elections 
for  this  purpose. 

(b)  Deadline  for  Submission  of  Statement.  Candidates  who  choose  to  submit  a 
candidate  qualification  statement  shall  file  the  statement  with  the  Department  of  Elections 
when  the  candidate  returns  his  or  her  nomination  papers  for  filing. 

(c)  Inclusion  of  Nominators  and  Supporters.  The  candidate  qualification 
statement  may  but  need  not  include  the  names  of  some  or  all  of  the  candidate's  nominators. 
The  statement  may  also  include  the  names  of  individuals  and  entities  which  support  the 
candidate  but  which  did  not  serve  as  nominators.  However,  the  names  of  such  supporters 
shall  not  be  published  as  part  of  the  candidate's  qualification  statement  unless  the  candidate 
provides  the  supporter's  written  authorization  at  the  time  the  statement  is  submitted  to  the 
Director  of  Elections.  The  authorization  shall  be  in  a  form  prescribed  by  the  Director  of 
Elections.  If  the  candidate  chooses  to  include  the  names  of  nominators  or  other  supporters  in 
the  candidate  qualification  statement,  these  names  shall  be  counted  toward  the  200-word 
limit. 

(d)  Limitations.  The  candidate  qualification  statement  shall  not  include  the  party 
affiliation  of  the  candidate,  nor  membership  or  activity  in  partisan  political  organizations.

SEC.  230.  FILING  FEES;  SIGNATURES  IN  LIEU  OF  FILING  FEES. 

(a)     Except  where  the  Charter  or  this  Code  provides  otherwise,  the  applicable  provisions 
of  Division  8,  Part  1,  Chapter  1  of  the  California  Elections  Code  shall  govern  the  collection, 
submission,  and  processing  of  sienatures  in  lieu  offding  fees. 

M  Each  candidate  shall  pay  to  the  Director  of  Elections  at  the  time  of  filing  the 

candidate's  declaration  of  candidacy  and  nomination  certificates  the  fee  specified  in  Section 
810  of  this  Code. 

{be)    In  lieu  of  part  or  all  of  the  filing  fee,  a  candidate  may  submit  to  the  Director  of 
Elections  signatures  of  voters  registered  in  San  Francisco.  Each  signature  submitted  shall 
reduce  the  fee  by  the  amount  specified  in  Section  840  of  this  Code.  Each  in-lieu  petition  shall 
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include  spaces  for  the  voter's  signature,  printed  name  and  residence  address.  The  residence 
address  shall  include  street  and  number  within  the  City  and  County,  or  other  adequate 
designation  of  residence  so  that  the  location  may  be  readily  ascertained.  Across  the  top  of 
each  printed  page  there  shall  be  printed  in  12-point  boldface  type  the  following:  "Petition  in 
Lieu  of  Candidate  Filing  Fee." 

{«/)    A  candidate  may  submit  a  greater  number  of  signatures  than  required  to 
reduce  the  filing  fee  to  zero.  The  Director  of  Elections  shall  not  be  required  to  determine  the 
validity  of  a  greater  number  of  signatures  than  that  required  to  reduce  the  filing  fee  to  zero.  If 
the  number  of  signatures  affixed  to  an  in-lieu  petition  is  100  or  more,  the  Director  of  Elections 
may  use  a  random  sampling  technique  for  verification  of  the  signatures.  The  random  sampling 
shall  include  an  examination  of  100  signatures,  or  three  percent  of  the  total  numt^r  of 
signatures  submitted,  whichever  is  greater.  Upon  completion  of  the  verification  of  signatures 
in  the  sample,  the  percentage  of  signatures  which  are  valid  shall  be  applied  and  projected  to 
the  total  number  of  signatures  submitted. 

SEC.  260.  WITHDRAWAL  OF  CANDIDACY. 

The  name  of  every  candidate  who  has  been  duly  and  regularly  nominated  shall  be 
placed  on  the  ballot  under  the  title  of  the  office  for  which  he  or  she  is  a  candidate,  provided 
that  a  candidate  whose  nomination  has  been  completed  may  withdraw  as  a  candidate  by  filing 
a  signed  and  sworn  statement  of  withdrawal  with  the  Director  of  Elections.  Statements  of 
withdrawal  by  candidates  for  f^^yor  or  the  Board  of  Supervisors  must  be  filed  no  fewer  than  67 
tki^Uiier  than  5:00  p.m.  on  the  4Q2'^4^^1 26th  dav  before  the  election.  Statements  of 
withdrawal  bv  qan^id^t?^  for  all  other  Citv  elective  offices  must  be  filed  no  later  than  5:00  p.m. 
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on  the  67th  dav  before  the  election.  No  candidate  mav  withdraw  after  these  deadlines.  iV^ 
caiididatc  may  withdraw  as  a  candidate  after  5:00  p.m.  on  the  67th  day  before  (hv  dale  oj  thv  vlvetum. 

This  soction  ohall  not  apply  to  the  withdrawal  of  a  candidacy  for  the  Board  of  Education

SEC.  335.  CIRCULATOR  IDENTIFICATION  REQUIREMENTS. 

(a)     Upon  request  ofaAny  person  circulating,  as  a  principal  or  agent,  or  having  charge 
or  control  of  the  circulation  of,  or  obtaining  signatures  to,  any  City  initiative,  referendum  or 
recall  petition,  shall  request  circulator  identification  badse  templates  from  the  Department  of 
Elections.  Upon  request,  the  Department  of  Elections  shall  provide  badges  to  that  person  to  he 


worn  as  described  in  subsection  (b).  Each  badge  shall  one  badse  template  contain//; g  either  the 
words  "VOLUNTEER  CIRCULATOR"  erand  a  second  badge  template  containing  the  words  'PAID 
CIRCULATOR."  Eaeh  The  badge  templates  shall  be  printed  inspecih'  a  font  and  Size  that  iswill  be 
dearly  legible  to  the  intended  public.  When  the  Department  of  Elections  provides  badges 
templates  to  any  person  pursuant  to  this  subsection,  the  Department  of  Elections  also  shall 


provide  written  notice  to  tkethat  person  requesting  the  badges  describing  the  requirements  set 
forth  in  subsection  (b). 

(b)     Every  person  is  guilty  of  an  infraction,  punishable  by  the  maximum  fine

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pursuant  to  subsection  (a)  on  his  or  her  outermost  piece  of  clothing  that  includes  the  words 
-VOLUNTEER  CIRCULATOR"  if  the  person  is  not  being  paid  to  circulate  the  petition  or  "PAID 
CIRCULATOR"  if  the  person  is  being  paid  to  circulate  the  petition. 

(c)  The  person  havini>  charfje  or  control  of  the  circulation  of,  or  obtaining  sienatures  to, 
any  petition  shall  provide  ever\'  person  circulating  the  petition  with  a  badge  stating  whether  that 
person  is  a  paid  or  volunteer  circulator.  Each  badge  shall  be  printed  in  the  font  and  size  specified  in 
the  badge  template  provided  by  the  Department  of  Elections.  The  person  having  charge  or  control  of 
the  circulation  of  or  obtaining  signatures  to,  any  petition 

Every'  person  who  receives  written  notice  from  the  Department  of  Elections  described  in 
suh.^eeiion  (a)  Shall  also  provide  an  exact  copy  of  the  written  notice  described  in  subsection  (b)Xo 
every  person  to  whom  the  person  distributes  a  badge  received  from  the  Dcpamnent  of  Elections. 
Any  person  who  fails  to  provide  an  exact  copy  of  the  written  notice  as  required  under  this 
subsection  shall  be  guilty  of  an  infraction,  punishable  by  the  maximum  fine  allowed  under 
State  law. 

(d)  Upon  request  by  any  person,  a  person  circulating,  as  a  principal  or  agent,  or 
having  charge  or  control  of  the  circulation  of,  or  obtaining  signatures  to,  any  City  initiative, 
referendum  or  recall  petition  shall  disclose  the  name(s)  of  the  proponents  of  the  petition.  Any 
person  who  intentionally  fails  to  make  such  disclosure  shall  be  guilty  of  an  infraction, 
punishable  by  the  maximum  fine  allowed  under  State  law. 

SEC.  500.  VOTER  INFORMATION  PAMPHLET;  CONTENTS;  FORMAT. 
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With  respect  to  any  election  to  be  held  in  the  City  and  County,  the  Director  of 
Elections  shall  prepare  a  voter  information  pamphlet.  The  voter  information  pamphlet  shall 
contain,  in  addition  to  any  other  material  required  by  the  Charter  or  by  general  law,  the 
following  materials: 

(a)    General  contents: 

(1)  A  table  of  contents; 

(2)  An  index  of  candidates  and  measures; 

(3)  A  brief  explanation  of  the  purpose  and  use  of  the  pamphlet; 

(4)  A  summary  of  voters'  rights,  including  a  description  of  the  right  provided  to 
every  elector  by  California  Elections  Code  sections  9295  and  13314  to  seek  a  writ  of  mandate 
or  an  injunction  prior  to  the  publication  of  the  Voter  Information  Pamphlet,  requiring  any  or  all 
of  the  materials  submitted  for  publication  in  the  Pamphlet  to  be  amended  or  deleted; 

(5)  A  brief  description  of  the  rules  and  procedures  that  govern  the  submission, 
selection  and  publication  of  ballot  arguments  in  the  pamphlet,  including  a  statement  explaining 
that  each  person  entitled  to  submit  a  "Proponent's"  or  "Opponents"  argument  is  chosen 
pursuant  to  the  priority  list  stated  in  Section  545  of  this  Code; 

(6)  A  disclaimer  that  neither  the  Director  of  Elections  nor  any  other  City 
agency,  official  or  employee  verifies  the  accuracy  of  information  contained  in  the  ballot 
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arguments  or  candidate  qualification  statements  appearing  in  the  pamphlet,  and  an 
explanation  that  any  person  submitting  a  ballot  argument  or  qualifications  statement  bears  the 
sole  responsibility  for  claims  made  therein; 

(7)  Artwork,  graphics  and  other  material  which  the  Director  of  Elections 
determines  will  make  the  pamphlet  easier  to  understand  or  more  useful  to  the  voter; 

(8)  Definitions  of  terms  appearing  in  the  pamphlet;  and 

(9)  A  sample  ballot. 

(b)  Contents  as  to  candidates: 

(1 )  The  candidate  qualification  statement  of  each  candidate  for  an-City  elective 
office  of  ffw  0"r>'  and  County] 

(2)  A  brief  statement  of  the  term,  compensation,  and  duties  of  each  Citx

(3)  Any  notice  required  by  the  Campaign  Finance  Reform  Ordinance  or  the 
Political  Reform  Act,  Government  Code  Section  85600,  informing  voters  whether  the 
candidate  has  adopted  the  applicable  voluntary  expenditure  ceiling.

Measures,  and  the  matenal  specified  in  this  Section  relating  to  said  measures,  shall 
be  printed  in  the  voter  information  pamphlet  in  the  same  order  in  which  designated  upon  the 
ballot. 
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If  space  allows,  the  items  specified  in  Subsection  (c)(1)  to  (c)(5)  of  this  Section  shall 
be  printed  together  on  the  same  page  of  the  voter  information  pamphlet.  This  page  shall  be 
known  as  the  "ballot  measure  title  page."  The  ballot  measure  title  page  shall  also  indicate:  the 
page  number  at  which  the  full  text  of  the  measure  is  printed;  the  page  number  at  which  the 
arguments  for  or  against  the  measure  are  printed;  and,  if  applicable  the  page  number  at  which 
the  definitions  of  terms  appearing  on  ballot  measure  title  page  are  printed. 

The  format  of  the  voter  information  pamphlet  shall  be  determined  by  the  Director  of 
Elections,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Ballot  Simplification  Committee. 

SEC.  590.  VOTER  INFORMATION  PAMPHLET;  PUBLIC  EXAMINATION. 

California  Elections  Code  Sections  9295  and  13313  require  that  certain  materials 
submitted  for  publication  in  the  voter  information  pamphlet  shall  be  subject  to  a  1 0-day  public 
examination  period.  The  public  examination  period  for  each  category  of  material  is  specified 
below,  and  commences  one  day  after  the  deadline  for  submitting  that  material  to  the  Department  of 
Elections  and  ends  ten  days  later.  Following  the  close  of  the  public  examination  period  for  each 
category  of  material,  the  Department  of  Elections  may  proceed  with  publication  of  that 
material. 

(a)    Candidate  Materials.

The  examination 
period  shall  end  at  noon  on  the  seventy-fourth  day  prior  to  the  election. 

(2)  Controller  Statements.  Statements  prepared  by  the  Controller  pursuant  to 
Section  520  of  this  Article  shall  be  available  for  public  examination  starting  no  later  than  noon 
on  the  eighty-fourth  day  prior  to  the  election.  The  public  examination  period  shall  end  at  noon 
on  the  seventy-fourth  day  prior  to  the  election. 

(3)  City  Attorney  Statements  or  Questions.  Statements  or  questions 
prepared  by  the  City  Attorney  pursuant  to  Section  510  of  this  Article  shall  be  available  for 
public  examination  starting  no  later  than  noon  on  the  eighty-fourth  day  prior  to  the  election. 
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The  public  examination  period  sliall  end  at  noon  on  the  seventy-fourth  day  prior  to  the 
election. 

(4)  Proponent  and  Opponent  Arguments.  Proponent  and  opponent 
arguments  submitted  pursuant  to  Section  535(a)  of  this  Article  shall  be  available  for  public 
examination  starting  no  later  than  noon  on  the  eighty-first  day  prior  to  the  election.  The  public 
examination  period  shall  end  at  noon  on  the  seventy-first  day  prior  to  the  election. 

(5)  Rebuttal  Arguments.  Rebuttal  arguments  submitted  pursuant  to  Section 
535(b)  of  this  Article  shall  be  available  for  public  examination  starting  no  later  than  noon  on 
the  seventy-seventh  day  prior  to  the  election.  The  public  examination  period  shall  end  at  noon 
on  the  sixty-seventh  day  prior  to  the  election. 

(6)  Paid  Arguments.  Paid  arguments  submitted  pursuant  to  Section  535(c)  of 
this  Article  shall  be  available  for  public  examination  starting  no  later  than  noon  on  the  seventy- 
seventh  day  prior  to  the  election.  The  public  examination  period  shall  end  at  noon  on  the  sixty- 
seventh  day  prior  to  the  election. 

(c)    Other  Materials.  For  all  other  materials  submitted  for  publication  in  the  voter 
information  pamphlet  that  are  subject  to  a  10-day  public  examination  period  pursuant  to 
California  Elections  Code  Sections  9295  and  13313,  but  for  which  an  examination  period  is 
not  specified  by  this  Section,  the  examination  period  shall  commence  no  later  than  noon  on 
the  seventy-seventh  day  prior  to  the  election  and  shall  end  at  noon  on  the  sixty-seventh  day 
prior  to  the  election. 
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SEC.  810.  CANDIDATE  FILING  FEES. 

(a)  Except  as  provided  in  Subsection  (bl  at  the  time  a  candidate  files  his  or  her  declaration  of 
canduJacy  and  nomination  certificates  the  candidate  shall  pay  to  the  Department  of  Elections  a  sum 
equal  to  S2,0CX)  or  two  percent  of  the  current  annual  salary  for  the  office  to  which  the  candidate  seeks 
cli'ciion,  whichever  is  greater. 

(h)  At  the  time  a  candidate  for  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  Board  of  Education  of  the  San 
Francisco  Unified  School  District,  or  the  Governing  Board  of  the  San  Francisco  Community  College 
District  files  his  or  her  declaration  of  candidacy  the  candidate  shall  pay  $500  to  the  Department  of 
Elections. 

Section  2.  Effective  Date.  This  ordinance  shall  become  effective  30  days  from  the 
date  of  passage. 

Section  3.  Operative  Date.  Section  1  of  this  ordinance  shall  become  operative 

January  1,  2013. 

Section J4.  This  section  is  uncodified.  In  enacting  this  Ordinance,  the  Board  intends 
to  amend  only  those  words,  phrases,  paragraphs,  subsections,  sections,  articles,  numbers, 
punctuation,  charts,  diagrams,  or  any  other  constituent  part  of  the  Municipal  Elections  Code 
that  are  explicitly  shown  in  this  legislation  as  additions,  deletions,  Board  amendment 
additions,  and  Board  amendment  deletions  in  accordance  with  the  "Note"  that  appears  under 
the  official  title  of  the  legislation.
